To  the  Oovemor  and  General  Assembly  of  Maryland: 

As  required  by  law,  the  Public  Service  Commission  submits  a  report  of 
its  proceedings  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1915. 

QENERAL  WORK  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

The  past  year  has  brought  to  the  Commission  many  and  varied  matters 
for  its  consideration  and  determination.  Some  of  these  matters  were  pre- 
sented in  formal  cases,  others  through  correspondence  cases  and  still  others 
without  the  docketing  of  cases.

Including  cases  brought  over  from  last  year,  260  cases  were  closed  during 
the  year  1915.  Each  of  the  cases  disposed  of  involved  more  or  less  investiga- 
tion and  in  many  of  the  cases  hearings  were  held.     The  number  of  cases 
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shown,  however,  cannot  in  fain^ib^b^  ^kken  as  indicating  the  full  activities 
of  the  Commission.  Many  jpApHr^were  presented  to  the  Commission  in- 
formally, some  of  which  n^^sitiated  much  thought  and  study  before  dispoei- 
tion  thereof  could  be;  nj^i^l^.*  ^It  has  ever  been  the  policy  of  the  Commission 

.  to  confer  witl^  and*^adywe  those  seeking  its  coimsel  in  respect  to  matters 
within  its  juris^ictiod.  Our  experience  in  the  past  has  demonstrated  the 
wisdom  ql'.ihjs^lyractice,  as  not  infrequently  through  the  medium  of  the 
CommiBSJ£d«*'ifttere8t8  and  demands  which  at  first  seem  hopelessly  irrecon- 
cilable *sife  amicably  adjusted,  the  original  difficulty  not  infrequently  being 
,  •TfQe«to*an  erroneous  impression  of  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  re- 
*•,.  sp^t^ive  parties.     Where  a  satisfactory  settlement  is  reached  it  goes  far 

'towards  establishing  a  better  feeling  between  the  utility  and  the  persons 
served. 

In  the  late  summer  of  the  present  year  conditions  indicated  an  un- 
precedented movement  of  freight  during  the  autumn,  and  a  serious  car 
shortage  was  imminent.  The  Commission  issued  a  circular  to  the  railroads 
and  shippers,  calling  attention  to  the  situation  and  soliciting  the  co- 
operation of  all  concerned  in  the  matter  of  the  economical  and  efficient  use 
of  freight  cars,  so  as  to  obtain  the  utmost  service  from  the  existing  car 
supply.  This  circular  was  given  the  widest  possible  publicity,  six  thousand 
copies  being  printed  and  distributed,  and  met  with  hearty  response  upon  the 
part  of  the  shipping  public,  as  well  as  the  railroads. 

With  the  improved  roads  and  streets  being  laid  by  the  State,  counties  and 
municipalities,  there  has  developed  a  new  form  of  transportation — we  refer 
to  the  automobile  bus,  sometimes  known  as  the  "Jitney."  Two  years  ago 
the  motor  bus  was  first  making  its  appearance  in  Maryland  as  a  public 
carrier,  and  the  Commission,  realizing  the  enormous  possibilities  of  its 
development,  recommended  to  the  Governor  and  General  Assembly,  Session 
1914,  that  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  be  amended  so  as  to  affirm- 
atively confer  upon  the  Commission  jurisdiction  over  this  new  species  of 
transportation,  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  under  the  act  as  originally 
enacted  being  doubtful.  The  suggested  amendment  was  passed  and  our 
experience  since  has  amply  demonstrated  the  necessity  and  wisdom  of  the 
provision.  These  automobile  bus  lines  have  increased  in  number  to  such 
degree  that  they  now  form  an  important  part  of  the  transportation  facilities 
in  the  State,  more  particularly  as  regards  the  movement  of  passengers  but 
including  as  well  the  forwarding  of  freight  to  a  considerable  extent.  Auto- 
mobiles so  engaged  are  required  to  register  with  the  Commission  and  to  date 
approximately  300  cars  in  Baltimore  City  and  160  elsewhere  throughout 
the  State  have  registered.  Doubtlessly  some  6f  these  cars  have  since  ceased 
to  be  operated  as  common  carriers,  but  as  the  Commission  is  not  always 
notified  when  cars  are  withdrawn  from  public  service  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  the  exact  number  of  cars  in  operation  at  the  present  time. 

Regulation  of  these  lines  has  not  been  without  its  difficulties.  The  Com- 
mission has  endeavored  to  secure  safe  and  adequate  service,  at  reasonable 
and  non-discriminatory  rates,  and  its  whole  efforts  have  been  exerted  to 
this  end.  In  the  main  the  persons  operating  these  lines  appear  to  have 
come  to  realize  that  their  interests,  as  well  as  those  of  the  public,  can  best 
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be  served  by  co-operation  with  the  Commission  and  observance  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  established  by  the  Commission,  though  difficulty  is  still 
experienced  with  certain  of  the  smaller  companies.  To  make  the  require- 
ments of  the  Commission's  orders  more  effective  the  Commission  recom- 
mends that  the  law  be  amended  so  as  to  allow  the  Commission  to  revoke  the 
license  of  any  owner  or  operator  of  these  motor  vehicles  who  shall  violate 
any  provision  of  the  law  or  any  order  or  regulation  of  the  Commission.  An 
amendment  embodying  this  recommendation  will  be  presented  to  the  General 
Assembly  in  due  course. 

Inspection  of  gas  and  electric  meters  and  the  testing  of  the  quality  and 
pressure  of  gas  has  continued  as  required  by  law.  The  following  summary 
shows  the  results  of  tests  of  gas  meters:

At  the  1914  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  the  Public 
Service  Commission  Law  was  amended  so  as  to  enable  the  Commission  to 
fix  standard  or  standards  for  the  heating  value  of  gas,  either  in  addition  to  a 
candle-power  standard  or  in  substitution  therefor.  Before  this  amendment 
the  Commission  had  no  power  to  prescribe  any  but  an  illuminating  power 
standard.  The  amendment  was  recommended  by  the  Commission  and  was 
intended  to  give  the  Commission  power  to  more  closely  regulate  the  quality 
of  gas  used  for  heating  purposes.  The  Commission,  realizing  the  broad  scope 
of  the  subject,  was  anxious  to  secure  all  available  information  and  data 
dealing  with  the  matter,  and  to  this  end  issued  a  call  to  a  conference  at 
the  offices  of  the  Commission.  To  this  conference  were  invited  all  of  the 
persons  and  corporations  supplying  gas  within  the  State,  invitations  being 
also  extended  to  certain  other  interested  persons.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
first  conference  the  Commission  set  about  the  preparation  of  a  tentative 
draft  of  rules  and  regulations,  and  upon  the  completion  of  these  a  second 
conference  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  proposed  rules,  regu- 
lations and  standards.  At  tliese  several  conferences  much  testimony  was 
introduced,  and  many  exhibits  filed,  the  consideration  of  which  necessarily 
consumed  considerable  time.  The  evidence  convinced  the  Commission  that 
the  proper  standard  for  the  State  of  Maryland  is  a  single  standard,  to  be 
predicated  upon  the  heating  or  calorific  value  of  the  product.  The  Com- 
mission was  largely  influenced  in  its  determination  by  tlie  relative  amount 
of  gas  used  for  the  respective  purposes,  that  is,  for  illuminating  in  open 
flame  burner  and  for  heating  purposes.  It  was  shown  that  the  proportion 
of  the  total  output  used  for  illuminating  purposes  is  constantly  decreasing 
with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  use  for  heating  purposes,  the  present 
consumption  in  Maryland  being  variously  estimated  at  from  6  to  10%  for 
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the  first  use  and  at  from  00%  to  94%  for  the  latter.  The  standard  was 
placed  at  600  B.t.u.,  which  was  found  to  approximate  the  quality  supplied 
generally  throughout  the  State.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Consolidated 
Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  of  Baltimore  was  supplying  gas 
of  an  average  heating  value  of  645  B.t.u.|  with  a  candle  power  of  20.8,  prior 
to  and  at  the  time  when  this  Commission  reduced  the  price  of  gas  supplied 
by  that  Company  from  90  cents  to  80  cents,  net,  per  1000  cubic  feet  it  was 
deemed  inadvisable  to  establish  a  single  lower  standard,  which  would  permit 
a  saving  in  cost  of  manufacture  without  a  consequent  reduction  in  the 
price  paid  by  the  consumer.  The  Commission  was  convinced  that  the 
Baltimore  Company  could  furnish  a  gas  of  a  heating  value  of  600  B.t.u., 
without  a  candle  power  requirement,  which  will  prove  efficient,  at  a  saving 
of  approximately  5  cents  per  1000  cubic  feet  under  what  it  would  cost  to 
produce  gas  of  the  quality  furnished  at  the  time  the  rate  was  last  reduced. 
As  the  case  was  not  primarily  a  rate  case,  and  therefore  an  order  of  the 
Commission  directly  requiring  a  reduction  in  rates  of  doubtful  legality,  the 
standard  for  the  Baltimore  Company  was  set  at  645  B.t.u.,  and  20.8  candle 
power,  with  the  option  to  the  company,  however,  of  reducing  the  price 
charged  the  consumer  to  75  cents  net  per  1000  cubic  feet  in  which  event  the 
standard  to  govern  the  quality  of  gas  supplied  by  that  company  would  be 
the  same  as  that  obtaining  elsewhere  throughout  the  State,  i.  e.,  600 
B.t.u.,  with  no  candle  power  requirement,  the  Commission's  order  to  be 
effective  on  and  after  July  1st,  1915.  The  Consolidated  Company  filed  bill 
of  complaint  in  Circuit  Court  No.  2  of  Baltimore  City,  praying  for  injunc- 
tion restraining  the  Commission  from  enforcing  its  order  pending  appeal. 
After  several  conferences  the  Company  agreed  to  accept  the  order  of  the 
Commission  and  reduce  the  price  of  gas  to  75  cents  per  1000  cubic  feet, 
provided  the  Commission  would  advance  the  effective  date  of  the  order  from 
July  1st,  1915,  to  January  1st,  1916.  Realizing  that  in  case  the  Consoli- 
dated Company  succeeded  in  obtaining  an  injunction  the  public  would  not 
receive  the  benefit  of  the  lower  rate  until  long  after  January  1st,  1916, 
even  though  the  Commission's  order  might  be  finally  upheld,  the  Com- 
mission on  June  25th,  1915,  entered  its  order  changing  the  effective  date 
of  its  earlier  order  to  January  1st,  1916,  and  the  Consolidated  Company 
forthwith  dismissed  its  appeal. 

The  Commission  has  recently  had  installed  in  its  electrical  laboratory  a 
special  motor-generator  meter  testing  set.  With  this  equipment  the  Com- 
mission is  now  able  to  test  all  electrical  meters  in  use  throughout  the 
State.  Under  tho  provisions  of  Section  31%  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission Law,  as  amended  by  Chapter  445  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  the  Commis- 
sion on  December  3rd,  1915,  entered  a  resolution  providing  that  it  should 
proceed  to  fix  standards  and  adopt  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
supply,  and  the  testing  and  accuracy  of  electric  meters  for  the  measurement 
of,  electric  energy  distributed  or  sold  by  persons  or  corporations  in  this 
State,  and  to  examine  and  ascertain  the  methods  employed  by  such  persons 
and  corporations  in  manufacturing,  selling,  delivering  or  supplying  electric 
energy  for  light,  heat  or  power,  and  in  transmitting  the  same.  The  Com- 
mission's Chief  Engineer  has  prepared  a  tentative  draft  of  rules  and  regu- 
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lations  to  govern,  copy  of  which  draft  has  been  sent  to  each  utility  operating 
in  the  State,  with  the  request  that  any  suggestions,  criticisms  or  comments 
in  respect  thereto  be  filed  with  the  Commission  not  later  than  January  5th, 
1016.  Conferences  between  all  interested  parties  will  be  held  at  the  offices 
of  the  Commission,  starting  January  12th,  after  which  conferences  the 
Commission  will  promulgate  the  final  rules  and  regulations. 

Electric  meters  were  tested  as  follows: 

New  meters,  6,082;  old  meters,  4,221;  complaint  meters,  7;  making  a 
total  of  0,310  during  the  year  and  a  grand  total  of  both  gas  and  electric 
meters  of  41,580. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  corporations,  other  than  auto- 
mobile transportation  companies,  over  which  the  Commission  exercises 
jurisdiction,  with  their  capitalization  and  other  information.  Compared 
with  the  preceding  year,  it  shows  a  decrease  of  fifteen  in  the  number  of  such 
corporations  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  and  an  increase  in 
the  total  capitalization  of  $18,603,.676,  of  this  increase  $17,604,238  being 
capital  stock  and  $800,388  funded  debt: 
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IMPORTANT  CASES. 

John  E.  Pottee^  Chairman,  et  al.  vs.  Brooklyn  and  Curtis  Bay  Light  and 
Water  Company,  Case  No.  838,  involves  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates 
proposed  to  be  charged  by  the  defendant  for  water  furnished  in  the  towns 
of  Brooklyn  and  Curtis  Bay,  in  Anne  Arundel  County.  While  Curtis  Bay 
has  been  served  by  the  respondent  for  some  years,  the  company  has  but 
recently  extended  its  mains  to  Brooklyn.  The  extension  was  in  point  of 
fact  brought  about  through  the  efforts  of  the  Commission  to  secure  a  supply 
of  water  for  that  town.  After  hearing  and  investigation  the  Commission 
concluded  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  Company  to  increase  the  rates 
charged  by  it  if  it  was  to  continue  rendering  a  satisfactory  service.  The 
services  supplied  by  the  company  in  the  Curtis  Bay  district  had  in  the  past 
been  charged  flat  rates.  The  proposed  rates  provided  for  the  charging  on 
metered  basis  in  case  of  new  connections,  and  increased  the  flat  rates  charged 
old  consumers,  with  a  proviso  that  all  services  should  eventually  be  metered. 
The  Commission  held  that  the  rates  proposed  were  unreasonable  and  reason- 
able rates  were  prescribed.  The  order  of  the  Commission  further  provides 
that  all  services  must  be  metered  by  July  Ist,  1015,  and  also  eliminates 
the  special  meter  rental  charge  proposed  by  the  Company. 

The  application  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company,  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore  &  Washington  Railroad  Company  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Union  Railroad  Company  of  Baltimore  to  amend  their 
tariffs  now  in  force  with  respect  to  industrial  switching  within  the  switch- 
ing limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  established  by  the  Commission  by  its 
order  of  May  3 Ist,  1912,  S.  N.  &,  R.  Docket,  Case  No.  145,  was  brought  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  ruling  by  the  Commission  upon  certain  parts 
of  its  order  entered  in  Case  No.  95,  "Baltimore  Switching  Rates."  In  that 
case  the  Commission  established  a  switching  district  for  Baltimore,  and 
prescribed  rates  to  govern  different  switching  services,  including  "yard" 
and  "industrial"  switching,  within  said  district.  The  defendants,  being 
the  railroad  companies  serving  the  City  of  Baltimore,  appealed  from  the 
Commission's  order  and  the  Court  of  Appeals,  in  affirming  the  decision  of 
the  lower  Court,  held  that  the  rates  established  by  the  Commission  for 
yard  and  industrial  switching  were  reasonable.  Carriers  subsequently  filed 
tariffs  with  the  Commission  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Commission 
and  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals.  After  several  months  the  carriers 
petitioned  the  Commission  to  allow  them  to  amend  their  tariffs,  so  as  to 
restrict  the  application  of  the  rates  for  yard  and  industrial  switching  to 
such  cars  as  had  received  an  antecedent,  or  would  receive  a  subsequent,  line 
haul.  Much  testimony  was  offered  in  support  of  the  carrier's  contention 
and  full  argument  offered.  The  Commission  held  that  the  interpretation 
originally  accepted  was  the  proper  one,  and  accordingly  dismissed  the 
application. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  filed  with  the  Commission 
tariffs,  scheduled  to  become  effective  December  15th,  1914,  advancing  the 
fares  for  certain  forms  of  commutation  tickets  and  withdrawing  other  forms 
of  tickets,  including  round-trip  tickets  between  various  points.    There  were 
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several  complaints  filed  with  the  Commission  as  a  result  of  the  railroad 
company's  action,  which  complaints  were  consolidated  into  one  case  and 
heard  together  by  the  Commission.  After  a  full  hearing  and  considerable 
investigation  and  study  upon  the  part  of  the  Commission  order  was  entered 
on  July  1st,  1915,  requiring  the  respondent  to  continue  the  sale  of  certain 
of  the  tickets  it  was  proposed  to  abandon  and  ordering  the  company  to 
reduce  the  rates  proposed  to  be  charged  for  other  tickets.  While  the  com- 
plaints, filed  by  and  on  behalf  of  commuters,  dealt  mainly  with  the  forms 
of  tickets  commonly  used  by  commuters,  the  order  of  the  Commission  re- 
quired the  sale  of  round-trip  tickets  to  be  continued  and  further  required  a 
reduction  of  1.7  miles  in  the  mileage  collected  between  Baltimore  and  points 
south  and  west  thereof.  The  advantages  arising  through  the  continuance 
of  sale  of  round -trip  tickets  and  the  reduction  in  mileage  lifted  accrue 
largely  to  the  general  traveling  public  rather  than  the  commuters,  and 
therefore  are  shared  by  a  large  number  of  persons.  The  railroad  company 
filed  with  the  Commission  tariffs  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Commission's  Order,  but  later  filed  bill  in  Circuit  Court  No.  2  of  Balti- 
more City,  appealing  from  the  Order  and  asking  for  injunction  restraining 
the  Commission  from  enforcing  its  order  pending  determination  of  the 
appeal.  The  Court  refused  to  issue  preliminary  injunction  but  has  not  yet 
rendered  its  decision  upon  the  other  points  of  law  involved  in  the  appeal. 

Complaint  of  A.  W.  Lyman  vs.  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company 
of  Baltimore,  Case  No.  813,  was  filed  in  order  to  secure  an  extension  of  the 
Columbia  Avenue  line  of  respondent.  After  numerous  hearings  the  Com- 
mission was  convinced  that  an  extension  of  the  line  beyond  its  present 
terminus  at  Gwynn's  Falls  was  necessary  in  order  to  adequately  serve  the 
territory  in  question.  Accordingly,  on  July  30th  an  order  was  entered 
requiring  the  extension  of  the  line  a  distance  of  approximately  2100  feet, 
the  extension  to  be  completed  and  in  operation  by  May  Ist,  1916.  In  the 
meantime,  the  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore  is 
required  to  operate  a  bus  service  between  the  present  terminus  and  the  point 
to  which  the  extension  is  ordered. 

Complaint  of  Mountain  Lake  Park  Association  vs.  Mountain  Lake  Water 
and  Light  Company,  Case  No.  968,  involves  the  reasonableness  of  increased 
rates  proposed  to  be  charged  by  respondent  for  water  furnished  by  it.  The 
company  was  in  the  hands  of  receivers  at  the  time  the  new  schedule  was 
filed  and  it  was  evident  to  the  Commission  from  its  investigation  that  some 
increase  in  the  company's  revenue  was  essential  in  order  to  enable  the 
company  to  continue  furnishing  its  product.  On  the  other  hand,  the  rates 
proposed  seemed  imduly  high  and  after  hearing  the  Commission  entered  its 
order  allowing  certain  increases  over  the  existing  rates,  and  though  the 
rates  allowed  by  the  Commission  are  considerable  less  than  those  proposed 
by  the  company,  it  is  believed  that  the  return  thereunder  will  be  ample  to 
meet  the  company's  requirements. 

Case  No.  958  is  application  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Curtis  Bay  Railroad 
Company,  a  Maryland  corporation,  asking  that  the  Commission  pass  an 
order  authorizing  the  purchase,  construction,  equipment  and  operation  by 
the  petitioner  of  a  line  of  railroad  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  and

also  that  the  petitioner  be  authorized  to  issue  $505000.00  of  its  capital 
stock.  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  serving  the  locality  in 
which  the  proposed  railroad  would  be  located,  filed  a  protest  against  the 
granting  of  the  order  prayed  for,  and  hearing  was  had  at  which  testimony 
was  taken  on  behalf  of  the  petitioner  and  also  on  behalf  of  the  protestant. 
One  of  the  objects  hoped  to  be  gained  by  the  incorporation  of  the  railroad, 
which  had  been  constructed  as  a  plant  road  by  the  several  industries  served 
by  it,  was  the  abolition  of  "premium"  freight  rates.  Subsequent  to  the 
filing  of  the  application  the  railroads  filed  with  the  Commission  tariffs  re- 
ducing the  freight  rates  on  asphaltum,  petroleum,  etc.  (commodities 
ordinarily  shipped  from  this  locality),  when  consigned  for  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  delivery  to  the  same  basis  as  when  for  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road delivery,  thus  doing  away  with  the  so-called  "premium"  rates.  After 
investigation  the  Commission  held  that  the  object  of  the  application  was 
to  convert  what  is  in  reality  a  plant  facility  into  a  common  carrier  and 
accordingly  dismissed  the  petition.  The  applicant  took  appeal  to  the 
Circuit  Court  No.  2  of  Baltimore  City,  and  as  additional  testimony  was 
produced  upon  hearing  of  the  appeal  the  case  was  returned  to  the  Com- 
mission for  review,  as  required  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law. 
However,  after  consideration  of  the  additional  testimony  and  argument 
thereupon,  the  Commission  declined  to  modify,  alter  or  rescind  its  original 
order  in  the  premises. 

Case  No.  018  is  application  of  Washington  County  Water  Company  for 
authority  to  issue  $550,000  of  its  capital  stock  and  also  for  authority  to 
install  meters  to  measure  the  water  furnished  by  it.  After  full  investiga- 
tion, including  examination  and  valuation  of  the  property  by  the  Com- 
mission's Chief  Engineer,  the  Commission  found  that  the  improvements 
contemplated  by  the  company  would  cost  approximately  the  sum  asked  for. 
The  improvements  proposed  include,  among  other  things,  the  construction 
of  an  additional  mountain  reservoir  having  an  approximate  capacity  of 
400,000,000  gallons.  The  Commission  found  that  the  installation  of  meters 
was  justified,  and  accordingly  passed  its  order  authorizing  the  issue  of  stock 
to  the  amount  prayed  for  and  permitting  the  company  to  charge  for  water 
on  a  metered  basis  on  and  after  January  1st,  1916. 

On  November  14th,  1913,  the  Commission,  on  its  own  motion,  entered 
Case  No.  676,  to  inquire  into  the  reasonableness  of  requiring  the  United 
Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore  to  heat  its  street  cars, 
enclosing  the  vestibules  of  said  company's  cars  and  providing  more  adequate 
and  efficient  safety  appliances  designed  to  protect  the  public  against  injuries 
and  fatalities.  On  February  16th,  1915,  the  Commission  was  advised  by  its 
Chief  Engineer  that  all  the  closed  cars  of  the  railway  company  had  been 
equipped  with  heaters.  Shortly  thereafter  the  Commission  again  took  up 
the  other  questions  involved,  and  on  December  4th,  1915,  entered  its  Order 
No.  2545  requiring  the  defendant  company  to  install  upon  all  of  its  cars 
one  of  the  latest  types  of  automatic  wheel  guards  and  to  make  certain 
changes  to  the  front  projecting  fender,  completing  the  work  not  later  than 
December  31st,  1916.  The  company  is  further  required  to  vestibule  all  of 
its  semi -convertible  open -plat  form  cars,  by  installing  suitable  doors  and 
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with  simultaneously  operated  steps,  folding  up  when  doors  are  closed  and 
▼ice  versa,  this  work  to  start  April  1st,  1916i  and  proceed  at  the  rate  of 
twelve  cars  per  month  until  completed.  The  Commission  believes  that  its 
action  in  this  case  will  greatly  add  to  the  comfort,  convenience  and  safety 
of  not  only  the  traveling  public  but  pedestrians  and  employees  of  the 
company  as  well. 

Hearings  in  Case  No.  690,  "Investigation  of  the  Rates  and  Char^^, 
Property  and  Affairs,  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company 
of  Baltimore  City,"  were  started  in  January,  1915,  and  consumed  in  all 
twenty-four  days.  The  testimony  taken  during  this  period  aggregates  3208 
pages.  Oral  arguments  occupied  ten  full  days,  making  the  total  stenographic 
record  in  the  case  not  far  short  of  5000  pages.  During  the  course  of  the 
hearings  one  hundred  and  eight  exhibits  were  filed,  which,  taken  collectively, 
are  a  complete  summary  of  the  investigations  and  valuations  conducted  by 
the  Commission's  staff  as  well  as  those  carried  on  by  the  employees  of  the 
telephone  company.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  hearings  briefs  were  filed  by 
the  various  interests  represented,  those  filed  by  the  Asistant  General 
Counsel  being  particularly  exhaustive.  The  Commission  is  now  engaged  in 
reviewing  the  record  in  this  case  and  will  shortly  file  an  opinion  establish- 
ing the  value  of  the  respondent's  property  for  rate-making  purposes  and 
fixing  the  rate  of  return  thereon. 

Several  cases  which  were  in  the  courts  at  the  time  last  report  was  made 
by  the  Commission  have  since  been  disposed  of,  at  least  so  far  as  the  State 
courts  are  concerned.  On  January  14th,  1915,  the  Court  of  Appeals  rendered 
an  opinion  sustaining  action  of  lower  court  in  issuing  writ  of  mandamus 
compelling  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  pay  unto  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Commission  and  the  General  Counsel  thereof  certain  compensa- 
tion as  employees  of  said  municipal  corporation,  as  required  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law.  The  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  has  appealed  from  this  decision  to  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court. 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  appealed  to  the  Circuit  Court  No.  2 
of  Baltimore  City  to  enjoin  the  Commission  from  enforcing  or  attempting 
to  enforce  its  order  of  December  21st,  1914,  ordering  the  railroad  company 
to  continue  the  sale  of  certain  forms  of  commutation  tickets  it  was  pro- 
posed to  discontinue  and  requiring  the  reduction  of  rates  the  company  pro- 
posed to  charge  for  other  tickets.  The  lower  court  dismissed  the  bill  of  the 
railroad  company,  and  appeal  was  taken.  The  Court  of  Appeals  has  handed 
down  an  opinion  sustaining  the  lower  court,  and  the  railroad  company  has 
taken  appeal  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 

James  B.  Yeatman,  as  owner  of  certain  properties  served  by  the  Suburban 
Water  Company,  took  an  appeal  from  the  order  of  the  Commission  allowing 
certain  increases  in  rates  of  that  company,  his  claim  being  based  upon 
agreement  made  by  his  predecessor  in  title  and  the  then  owner  of  the  water 
system,  establishing  the  maximum  rates  to  be  charged  for  water.  A  de- 
murrer to  the  bill  was  sustained  by  the  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  City 
and  on  appeal  the  lower  court  was  upheld  by  the  Court  of  Appeals. 
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Case  No.  605,  same  being  complaint  of  Garrett  Brown  et  al.  ts.  United 
Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore,  resulted  in  an  order  from 
the  Commission  directing  the  respondent  to  extend  its  line  of  railway  on 
the  Belair  Road  from  its  present  terminus  at  Overlea  to  a  point  about  three 
miles  beyond.  Defendant  took  appeal  from  the  order  of  the  Commission 
to  the  Circuit  Court  No.  2  of  Baltimore  City  and  an  injunction  was 
granted  by  the  court  restraining  the  Commission  from  enforcing  its  order. 
The  Commission  took  appeal,  but  the  Court  of  Appeals  has  sustained  the 
lower  court. 

The  detailed  workings  and  activities  of  the  various  departments  of  the 
Commission  are  set  out  in  the  reports  of  the  heads  of  the  respective  depart- 
ments, which  reports  are  hereto  appended.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 

Baltimore,  Md.,  December  3l8t,  1915.

Dear  Sir: 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Gommiasion  for  the  year  ending 
December  diet,  1916,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  work  of  the  office  has  been  kept  up  each  working  day  through  the 
year  and  at  the  close  of  each  week  every  paper  is  filed  and  in  its  proper 
place  unless  withdrawn  and  in  use  by  the  Commissioners,  officers  of  the 
Commission  or  other  duly  authorized  persons.  The  office  is  well  organized 
and  the  force  faithful  and  efficient. 

The  system  of  competitive  bidding  in  the  purchase  of  supplies,  etc.,  con- 
tinues to  work  satisfactorily  and  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  saving  in 
the  past  year. 

During  the  year  136  cases  were  entered  on  the  formal  docket  and  138  cases 
were  closed  by  final  order  after  full  investigation  and  hearing,  when  a  hear- 
ing was  necessary.  On  the  Short  Notice  and  Reparation  Docket  98  casese  were 
entered,  all  of  which  have  been  closed  by  final  order.  On  the  Correspondence 
Docket  43  cases  were  entered,  23  of  which  have  been  disposed  of.  One  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  petty  complaints  have  been  filed  and  settled  through 
this  office  without  being  docketed.  Some  of  the  complaints  were  matters 
in  which  the  Commission  was  without  jurisdiction;  where  the  Commission 
had  jurisdiction  the  complaints  were  satisfied  and  the  complainants  ad- 
mitted satisfaction  in  writing. 

The  Formal  Docket  shows  1013  cases  entered  in  the  six  years  the  Com- 
mission has  been  in  existence,  of  which  983  have  been  disposed  of,  leaving 
30  open  at  this  time.  Of  these  10  have  been  consolidated  with  Case  No.  690 
(Telephone  Case)  and  will  be  closed  as  soon  as  Case  No.  690  is  decided. 
One  case  is  held  pending  action  by  the  courts  of  the  State,  two  pending 
action  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  five  filed  within  the  last 
days  of  the  year;  the  remaining  twelve  cases  are  matters  involving  the 
collection  of  large  amount  of  information  and  data  and  cannot  be  decided 
in  the  near  future. 

The  Commission's  dockets,  all  things  considered,  are  in  better  shape  at 
the  end  of  this  year  than  at  the  end  of  any  other  year  since  it  has  been  in 
existence. 

During  the  year  hearings  were  had  in  116  cases;  the  time  required  for 
these  hearings  varied  from  less  than  one  hour  to  from  one  to  four  days  and 
in  the  Telephone  Case  the  hearing  extended  over  34  days. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-six  formal  orders  were  entered  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  AUDITOR.

Deas  Sib: 

During  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1915,  the  operations  of  the 
Auditor's  Department  have  been  practically  as  follows: 

The  reports  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  corporations,  for  the  year 
ended  June  30th,  1915,  have  been  received  and  examined  and,  so  far  as 
possible,  errors  in  the  reports  have  been  corrected — this  required  sending 
out  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  letters  and  forty  statements,  explaining 
the  errors  and  calling  for  corrections.  Eleven  companies  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Commission  failed  to  report. 

New  forms  for  the  annual  reports  of  Steam  and  Electric  Railroads  and 
for  Express  Companies  were,  this  year,  issued  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  and  were  adopted  by  this  Commission.  These  forms  called  for 
much  greater  detailed  information  and  required  a  revision  of  the  statis- 
tical tables  heretofore  used  for  the  annual  report  and  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  the  tables  to  sixty -two  (fifty -two  heretofore).  These  tables  are 
now  nearly  ready  for  the  printer. 

Examinations  have  been  made  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  five  corpora- 
tions and  reports  filed  for  use  in  Hearings  before  the  Commission,  and  Mr. 
Dunn,  Examiner  of  Accounts,  gave  considerable  time  in  assisting  the 
Assistant  General  Counsel  on  the  accounts  of  The  Chesapeake  k  Potomac 
Telephone  Company. 
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The  examination  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  United  Railways  and 
Electric  Company  has  been  brought  down  to  December  31st,  1913,  leaving 
the  accounts  of  but  one  year  to  complete  the  work. 

Many  of  the  corporations  do  not  yet  realize  that  they  are  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  as  to  the  methods  of  accounting  and  the 
distribution  of  their  revenues  and  ezpensea 

During  the  year  the  Examiner  of  Accounts  has  visited  thirty-five  com- 
panies, has  examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  fifteen  companies  and  given 
instructions  as  to  the  proper  methods  to  be  used,  and  has  installed  new 
system,  with  books  and  forms  complete,  in  eight  companies.  It  is  important 
that  this  work  of  instruction  be  continued. 

A  large  part  of  the  time  of  the  Auditor's  Department  is  taken  up  by  the 
errors  and  omissions  in  the  annual  reports  and  the  preparation  of  the  tables 
for  the  report  of  the  Commission,  delayed  thereby.  During  the  past  year 
this  office  has  sent  out  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  letters,  a  great  part  of 
them  being  required  directly  or  indirectly  by  erroneous  reports. 

The  accounts  of  the  Commission  have  been  kept  in  this  office.  The  ex- 
penses for  the  past  year  have  been:

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  COUNSEL. 

Baltimobe,  Md.,  December  31  st,  1915.

Deab  Sib: 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  in  relation  to  the  transactions 
of  my  office  as  General  Counsel  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the 
period  extending  from  January  1,  1915,  to  December  31,  1915: 

In  addition  to  oral  advice  given  to  the  Commission  and  its  subordinates 
on  many  occasions,  I  rendered  to  it  twenty -four  formal  opinions  in  writing 
on  different  questions  propounded  to  me  by  it  in  writing.  Some  of  these 
opinions  dealt  with  questions  of  considerable  importance,  but  as  they  will 
all  be  printed  in  full  in  the  next  report  of  the  Commission  I  deem  it 
unnecessary  to  make  any  particular  reference  to  them. 

Among  the  cases  in  which  appeals  have  been  taken  from  the  order  of  the 
Commission  were  several  of  more  than  ordinary  significance. 

In  the  case  of  the  Pennsylvania  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Albert  G.  Towers,  et  al., 
constituting  the  Public  Service  Commission,  the  order  of  the  Commission 
refusing  to  approve  the  radical  changes  made  by  the  railroad  company  as 
lessee  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company  in  its  commutation  sched- 
ules and  fixing  what  it  believed  to  be  a  justcr  commutation  schedule,  was 
upheld  by  the  Court  of  Appeals.  The  Court  of  Appeals  declined  to  decide 
whether  the  Commission  had  the  power  to  compel  a  railroad  company  to 
issue  commutation  rates  in  the  first  instance,  but  held  that  when  a  railroad 
company  issues  commutation  rates  of  its  own  accord  the  Commission  has 
the  power  to  regulate  them.  The  court  declined,  therefore,  to  enjoin  the 
rates  fixed  by  the  Commission  until  actual  experience  with  them  should 
enable  it  to  say  how  far  the  rates  fixed  by  the  Commission  were  unjust  and 
unreasonable.  From  the  decision  of  the  court  in  this  case  a  writ  or  error 
has  been  sued  out  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  case  of  James  F.  Thrift,  Comptroller  of  Baltimore,  vs.  Philip  D. 
Laird,  in  which  it  was  held  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  that  the  provision  of 
the  State  Constitution  limiting  the  salaries  of  State  officials  to  $3000  was 
applicable  only  to  fee  offices,  a  writ  of  error  has  also  been  sued  out  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  by  the  City  of  Baltimore,  the  losing 
party  in  the  cause. 

An  outgrowth  of  this  last  case  in  which  it  was  contended  by  the  City  of 
Baltimore  that  Chapter  750  of  the  Acts  of  1914  increasing  the  amount 
payable  under  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  by  the  City  of  Baltimore 
to  the  members  of  the  Commission  other  than  its  Chairman  was  uncon- 
stitutional and  invalid,  was  the  case  of  James  F.  Thrift,  Comptroller  of 
Baltimore,  vs.  Albert  G.  Towers,  which  was  argued  by  me  during  the  present 
term  of  the  Court  of  Appeals.  This  case  has  been  decided,  the  Court  holding 
the  Act  to  be  valid. 

A  case  of  marked  importance  to  which  the  Commission  was  a  party  was 
determined  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  after  argument  by  me  at  its  April  term. 
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1915,  namely,  the  case  of  Yeatman  vs.  Albert  G.  Towers,  et  al.,  constituting 
the  Public  Service  Commission,  and  the  Suburban  Water  Company.  In 
this  case  it  was  held  that  a  formal  contract  fixing  a  water  rate  entered 
into  before  the  passage  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  was  annulled 
by  an  order  of  the  Commission  fixing  a  new  rate. 

After  taking  an  appeal  from  the  order  of  the  Commission  in  the  pro- 
tracted controversy  before  it  known  as  the  Gas  Standard  Case,  the  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  arrived  at  an  agreement  with 
me,  which  was  ratified  by  the  Commission,  pursuant  to  which  it  dismissed 
its  appeal  with  the  understanding  that  the  order  of  the  Commission  was 
not  to  go  into  effect  until  the  first  of  January,  1916. 

There  are  three  cases  in  which  appeals  have  been  taken  from  orders  of 
the  Commission  now  pending  in  the  courts  of  Baltimore  City.  One  is  the 
case  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  vs.  Albert  G.  Towers, 
et  al.,  constituting  the  Public  Service  Commission,  in  which  the  railroad 
company  is  seeking  to  set  aside  an  order  of  the  Commission  fixing  its  com- 
mutation rates;  another  is  the  case  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Curtis  Bay 
Railroad  Company  vs.  Albert  G.  Towers,  et  al.,  constituting  the  Public 
Service  Commission,  in  which  the  Commission  denies  that  the  appellant 
is  a  common  carrier  within  the  meaning  of  the  Public  Service  Commission 
Law,  empowered  to  issue  stock  with  the  approval  of  the  Commission  or  to 
establish  through  routes  and  joint  rates  with  common  carriers  that  are 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission;  and  the  third  is  the  case 
of  Linwood  L.  Clark  vs.  Albert  G.  Towers,  et  al.,  constituting  the  Public 
Service  Commission,  and  the  Artesian  Water  Company.  This  is  an  appeal 
from  an  order  of  the  Commission  approving  certain  rates  charged  by  the 
Artesian  Water  Company. 

I  regret  to  say  that  protracted  delay  upon  the  part  of  the  Easton  Light 
and  Fuel  Company  in  filing  annual  reports  after  being  given  the  fullest 
opportunity  to  do  so  by  the  Commission,  has  made  it  necessary  for  me  to 
request  the  State's  Attorney  of  Talbot  County  to  institute  a  penal  action 
against  the  company  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  which  he  has  done. 

Considerable  reluctance  was  manifested  by  several  municipalities  in  the 
State  to  file  reports  with  the  Commission  relating  to  their  lighting  trans- 
actions. This  reluctance,  I  am  glad  to  report,  was  finally  overcome  by  me 
after  quite  an  extended  correspondence. 

Two  complaints  have  been  drafted  by  me  at  the  request  of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  purpose  of  initiating  proceedings  inspired  by  preliminary 
investigations  of  the  Commission  itself.  One  was  a  complaint  against  the 
Baltimore  County  W^ater  and  Electric  Company  seeking  a  modification  in 
some  respects  of  its  present  regulations  relating  to  the  distribution  of 
water.  The  other  was  a  complaint  seeking  to  protect  more  fully  from 
injuries  inflicted  by  the  cars  of  the  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company 
persons  using  the  highways  of  Baltimore  City. 

I  think  that  an  effort  should  be  made  by  the  Commission  to  secure  the 
passage  at  the  next  Legislature  of  the  grade  crossing  bill  which  was  intro- 
duced into  the  General  Assembly  during  the  session  of  1914,  but  which  was 
defeated. 
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I  also  think  that  one  radical  change  should  he  made  in  the  Law  Depart- 
ment of  the  Commission.  In  my  judgment  the  functions  of  the  People's 
Coimsel  should  be  performed  by  some  one  appointed  by  the  Goyemor.  It  is 
of  the  highest  importance  that  the  status  of  the  People's  Counsel  should  be 
that  of  entire  independence.  If  he  continues  to  be  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mission or  its  General  Counsel,  circumstances  can  easily  be  imagined  under 
which,  unless  he  was  endowed  with  uncommon  resolution  of  character,  his 
freedom  of  action  might  be  seriously  impaired.  He  should  be  responsible 
to  no  one  immediately  connected  with  the  workings  of  the  Public  Senrioe 
Commission,  and  should  have  appropriations  made  directly  by  the  Legis- 
lature to  his  office  for  all  expenses  that  may  be  entailed  upon  him  by  the 
discharge  of  his  duties.

General  Counsel  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland, 
Baltimore,  Md. 
Deab  Sib: 

Pursuant  to  custom,  I  submit  herewith  a  report  showing  in  a  general  way 
the  character  of  the  work  done  during  the  past  year  upon  certain  of  the 
more  important  matters  which  have  been  placed  in  my  hands  by  you  and  the 
Public  Service  Commission  from  time  to  time,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  present  status  of  all  such  matters,  and  of  the  work  which  is  to  be  done 
upon  the  same  during  the  coming  year. 

GENERAL  WORK. 

During  the  year,  I  have  frequently  been  called  upon  from  time  to  time 
to  render  services  of  various  kinds  to  the  Commission  and  its  several  depart- 
ments of  which  I  have  made  no  record. 

In  addition  to  this  general  work,  which  has  been  done  in  my  capacity  as 
Assistant  to  the  General  Counsel,  I  have  handled  a  number  of  cases  as 
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People's  Counsel  on  behalf  of  complainants  in  contested  cases  before  the 
Commission.  These  cases,  while  of  considerable  interest  to  the  participants, 
were  of  little  general  public  interest  with  the  exception  of  the  case  of 
A.  W,  Lyman  and  others  versus  the  United*  Railways  and  Electric  Company 
of  Baltimore.  The  application  in  this  case  was  for  an  order  of  the  Com- 
mission requiring  the  Respondent  Company  to  extend  its  Columbia  Avenue 
and  Westport  lines  from  their  present  terminii  at  or  about  the  city  limits 
to  a  central  point  in  the  village  of  Halethorpe.  The  company  disputed  the 
right  of  the  Commission  to  pass  an  order  requiring  such  extension,  where- 
upon there  was  a  hearing  which  lasted  several  days  and  resulted  after  some 
delay  in  the  passage  of  an  order  requiring  the  respondent  to  extend  its 
tracks  some  distance  out  the  Washington  turnpike,  but  requiring  no  exten- 
sion of  the  Westport  line.  This  order  was  eventually  acquiesced  in  by  the 
Company  and  the  tracks  will  shortly  be  constructed. 

During  the  year  I  was  requested  by  the  Commission  to  assist  it  in  making 
thorough  investigations  of  several  applications  for  the  capitalization  of 
earnings  made  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  445  of  the  Acts  of  1914. 
These  applications  necessitated  an  audit  of  the  books  of  the  several  appli- 
cants, which  audit  was  made  by  an  accountant  working  under  my  instruc- 
tions. Hearings  were  had  in  each  of  these  cases  with  the  result  that  in 
one  of  them  the  applicant  was  authorized  to  capitalize  earnings  to  the  full 
extent  set  forth  in  its  application,  while  in  the  other  two  which  have  so 
far  been  heard  authority  was  granted  for  the  capitalization  of  a  part  only 
of  the  amount  sought  to  be  capitalized  as  earnings. 

During  the  year  I  had  occasion  to  argue  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  of 
Maryland  the  case  arising  out  of  the  application  of  Garrett  Brown  and 
others  for  an  order  to  require  the  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company 
to  extend  its  tracks  out  the  Bel  Air  Turnpike.  The  original  order  passed 
by  the  Commission  in  this  case  requiring  such  extension  had  been  set  aside 
by  the  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  whereupon  an  amended  order  was 
passed  by  the  Commission  reducing  the  length  of  the  extension.  This  order 
was  in  turn  set  aside  by  the  same  Court  and  the  case  was  taken  to  the 
Court  of  Appeals  by  the  Commission.  The  record  and  briefs  in  this  case 
were  most  voluminous,  and  the  appeal  resulted  in  the  order  of  the  lower 
Court  being  upheld. 

This  was  the  third  case  argued  by  me  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  which 
I  had  strenuously  endeavored  to  get  a  definite  ruling  from  that  Court  upon 
the  question  of  the  right  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland 
under  the  existing  law  to  require  extensions  of  service  into  new  territory  by 
public  service  corporations  subject  to  its  jurisdiction.  As  a  result  of  the 
opinions  in  these  three  cases,  I  feel  that  if  the  people  of  Maryland  desire  the 
Public  Service  Commission  to  have  the  power  to  require  such  extensions  in 
such  cases,  that  power  should  be  conferred  in  express  terms  and  clearly 
defined,  explained  and  limited  by  new  legislation. 

The  importance  of  the  Commission  having  such  power  can  scarcely  be 
overestimated,  and  it  is  only  because  I,  as  People's  Counsel,  come  directly 
into  contact  with  large  numbers  of  the  public  who  seem  to  feel  that  the 
Commission  should  have  this  power,  that  I  take  the  liberty  of  touching 
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upon  the  necessity  for  such  legislation  in  this  report.  The  public's  concep- 
tion seems  to  be  that  adequate  service  is  synonymous  in  part  with  exten- 
sions of  service  into  new  territory,  where  such  new  territory  is  dependent 
upon  a  particular  utility  for  service.  Where  a  public  utility  has  power  to 
extend  its  service,  but  cannot  be  compelled  to  extend  the  same,  the  utility 
has  all  the  advantages  of  monopoly  and  the  public  suffers  all  the  dis- 
advantages of  monopoly.  Needless  to  say,  the  public  will  not  long  remain 
content  to  occupy  such  a  situation.  In  the  case  of  the  Brooklyn  Light  & 
Water  Company,  the  public  having  found  that  it  could  get  no  relief  under 
the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  as  construed  by  the  Courts,  naturally 
sought  redress  in  the  Legislature,  and  got  it.  And  in  each  of  the  other 
communities  which  have  suffered  by  reason  of  the  absence  of  express  power 
in  the  Public  Service  Commission  to  require  extensions  of  service  into  new 
territory  in  proper  cases,  the  people  are  threatening  to  go  to  the  Legislature 
for  redress.  Personally  I  feel  that  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  both  to  the 
public  and  the  public  utilities  for  the  Legislature  to  confer  upon  the  Com- 
mission the  power  to  require  such  extensions  in  proper  cases,  and  to  confer 
such  power  in  terms  as  to  the  meaning  of  which  there  can  be  no  question, 
subject,  of  course,  to  all  constitutional  limitations  and  to  the  right  of 
appeal  to  the  courts  by  the  party  aggrieved. 

During  the  year  just  passed  I  assisted  the  Commission  in  concluding  the 
investigation  previously  undertaken  of  its  own  motion  into  the  matter  of 
gas  standards  in  this  State.  You  are  familiar  with  the  results  of  this 
investigation,  and  with  the  terms  of  the  order  of  the  Commission  finally 
passed  therein  resulting  in  a  reduction  of  the  price  of  gas  in  Baltimore 
City  to  seventy-five  cents. 

In  general,  I  might  say  that  the  work  of  my  branch  of  your  department 
has  been  kept  up  to  date  in  the  matter  of  all  complaints  to  which  I  have 
been  assigned  as  People's  Counsel.  All  the  minor  cases  which  I  enumerated 
in  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1914,  and  which  were  open 
at  the  date  of  such  report,  have  since  been  closed.  All  complaints  which 
have  since  come  in  have  also  been  closed  with  the  exception  of  a  single  one 
to  which  I  was  assigned  only  a  few  days  ago  and  in  which  I  will  not  be 
able  to  get  a  hearing  until  after  the  first  of  the  year.  The  chief  credit  for 
this  condition  of  affairs  is  due  directly  to  the  Commission  itself,  which  has 
been  indefatigable  in  its  effort  to  keep  its  docket  cleared  of  all  pending 
complaints.  I  have  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  co-operate  with  the 
Commission  in  this  respect. 

My  chief  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  in  connection  with  the 
investigations  of  the  C.  &  P.  Telephone  Company  of  Baltimore  City  and  the 
United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore.  In  my  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  Slst,  1914,  I  set  forth  tlie  particulars  of  these 
investigations  at  considerable  length. 

It  will  therefore  suffice  for  me  to  say  at  this  time  that  my  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  Telephone  Company  investigation  has  been  completed  and 
the  Commission  now  has  the  matter  of  the  valuation  of  this  Company's 
property  under  consideration.  A  decision  is  expected  early  in  the  coming 
vear. 
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My  work  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  data  to  be  submitted  to 
the  GommiBsion  in  connection  with  the  investigation  of  the  United  Railways 
and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore  has  been  completed  except  as  to  the 
real  estate  and  easement  valuation.  The  experts  employed  by  the  Com- 
mission at  my  suggestion  to  make  these  valuations  have  not  yet  furnished 
me  a  report,  and  until  I  receive  the  same,  I  cannot  complete  my  preparation 
of  the  case.  As  soon,  however,  as  this  data  is  received,  I  will  be  prepared 
to  proceed  at  once  with  the  hearings  in  this  matter.  Owing  to  the  careful 
manner  in  which  the  data  secured  by  the  Chief  Engineer  has  been  prepared 
and  the  intelligible  form  in  which  it  has  been  submitted  to  me,  I  feel  that 
the  hearings,  when  once  begun,  can  be  prosecuted  with  great  expedition. 

I  have  been  much  gratified  by  the  evidences  of  interest  which  have  been 
shown  in  all  sections  of  the  country  in  the  plan  of  valuation  adopted  by  the 
Commission  in  the  telephone  case  and  which  is  being  followed  in  the  United 
Railways  case.  The  plan  has  come  to  be  known  as  the  "Maryland  Plan 
for  the  Valuation  of  Public  Utilities,"  and  inquiries  concerning  the  details 
of  the  same  as  well  as  requests  for  copies  of  the  exhibits  and  briefs  filed 
therein  have  come  from  practically  every  State  in  the  Union.  In  the  past 
month  or  six  weeks  I  have  been  required  personally  to  respond  to  over  two 
hundred  of  these  inquiries.  The  chief  novelty  and  merit  of  the  plan  is  that 
it  secures  the  maximum  of  efficiency  in  valuation  with  a  minimum  of  labor 
to  the  Commission  and  expense  to  the  public. 

I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report  that  the  valuation  of  the  property  of  the 
Baltimore  County  Water  and  Electric  Company  is  as  yet  hardly  more  than 
under  way.  The  demands  upon  my  own  time  and  the  time  of  the  Chief 
Engineer's  department  occasioned  by  the  two  larger  investigations  just  re- 
ferred to  and  the  many  minor  matters  which  have  constantly  arisen  during 
the  year  have  been  such  as  to  prevent  our  making  any  material  progress 
with  the  Water  Company's  valuation.  I  have,  however,  been  able  to  find 
the  time  to  make  something  of  a  general  study  of  the  papers  filed  in  this 
matter  and  get  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  situation  which  exists  with 
respect  to  this  Company.  As  soon  as  the  larger  cases  are  out  of  the  way, 
I  think  the  Water  Company  case  can  be  disposed  of  in  comparatively  short 
order. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  am  again  compelled  to  express  my  r^pret 
that  I  have  been  able  to  be  of  so  little  assistance  to  you  as  General  Counsel 
to  the  Commission,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  once  more  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  your  unfailing  consideration  for  me  in  taking  upon  your  shoulders 
burdens  which,  under  other  circumstances,  would  have  fallen  upon  me  as 
your  Assistant.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

Baltimobb,  Md.,  December  31st,  1915. 

The  Public  Service  Commiesion, 
Baltimore,  Md. 

Gentlemen.: 

I  beg  to  retipectfully  submit  herewith  report  of  the  operations  of  the 
Engineering  Department  for  the  year  1916. 

During  the  year  180  formal  reports  have  been  made,  of  which  35  com- 
prised appraisals  of  public  utilities  either  wholly  or  partial;  6  embraced 
the  results  of  investigations  into  rates  charged  for  public  service,  and  25 
into  the  investigation  of  the  causes  of  accidents;  103  separate  investiga- 
tions have  been  made  into  the  service  rendered  and  measurements  of  the 
product  supplied  by  public  utilities;  79  special  trips  of  inspection  were 
made  throughout  the  entire  State. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  routine  work,  which  is  conducted 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Service  Ck>mmission  Law,  has  been 
prosecuted;  and  in  making  this  report  it  is  possible  to  make  comprehensive 
comparisons  for  the  last  five  years: 


( 1 )     METER  TESTING. 

During  the  year  32,270  routine  tests  of  gas  meters  have  been  made,  and 
0,310  of  electric  meters;  26  gas  meters  and  7  electric  meters  were  tested 
upon  complaint  of  consumers.  The  following  table  illustrates  the  number 
of  gas  and  electric  meters  tested  for  each  year  during  the  past  five  years. 
It  is  to  be  noted  that  all  the  statistical  information  presented  in  this  report 
is  for  each  year  ending  September  30th:

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(2)     LABORATORY  TESTS. 


GkM  Testing. 


The  Commission's  gas-testing  laboratory  is  now  fully  equipped  with  the 
latest  type  of  apparatus  for  determining  the  heating  value,  illuminating 
power,  and  purity  of  gas;  and  the  equipment  also  comprises  portable  appa- 
ratus for  the  same  determinations  at  points  remote  from  the  laboratory. 

Up  to  April  of  the  present  year,  when  the  Commission  issued  an  order 
fixing  standards  for  gas  service,  determinations  of  the  quality  of  illuminat- 
ing gas  had  been  based  upon  candle  power,  although  tests  for  heating  value 
had  also  been  carried  on.  Since  the  issuing  of  that  order  the  conditions 
have  been  reversed,  i,  e.,  the  principal  determinations  of  the  quality  of  gas 
are  based  upon  its  heating  value,  but  at  the  same  time  tests  for  candle 
power  are  also  conducted.  The  issuing  of  this  order  by  the  Commission 
was  a  distinct  advance  in  insuring  a  more  stable  and  satisfactory  product 
than  had  obtained  under  the  former  method. 

By  virtue  of  the  same  order  certain  gas  utilities,  viz.,  all  of  those  selling 
more  than  fifteen  million  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  annum,  were  required  to 
provide  and  maintain  the  necessary  apparatus  for  determining  the  heating 
value  of  the  gas  supplied  by  them.  This  work  is  now  in  progress  and  the 
effort  of  the  Engineering  Department  has  been  to  induce  the  companies  in 
respect  to  the  arrangement  and  location  of  this  apparatus  to  adopt  such 
methods  as  will  produce  the  highest  possible  results  under  the  circumstances. 

Electrical  Testing, 

The  Commission's  electrical-testing  laboratory  has  during  the  past  five 
years  been  gradually  brought  to  a  state  of  efficiency.  Particularly  is  this 
true  because  of  highly  efficient  equipment  secured  during  the  present  year 
and  which  has  been  in  useful  operation  for  some  time  past.  The  Engineer- 
ing Department  is  now  in  position  to  reproduce  in  the  laboratory  the  various 
classes  of  electric  current  supplied  by  the  different  electric  utilities  in  the 
State. 

Unlike  the  measurement  of  gas,  for  which  only  one  type  of  meter  is 
required,  an  electric  meter  must  be  designed  and  constructed  for  the  par- 
ticular class  of  current  which  is  to  be  measured.  For  this  reason  instead  of 
having  one  standard  equipment  for  all  meters,  there  must  be  a  flexibility 
such  that  a  meter  of  any  type  may  be  tested  under  the  conditions  that 
it  is  used. 

(3)     ACCIDENTS. 

Until  the  creation  of  the  Transportation  Department  of  the  Commission, 
the  investigation  of  all  accidents  came  under  the  Engineering  Department. 
A  comparative  summary  of  the  total  number  of  accidents  to  persons  during 
the  last  five  years  is  submitted  below,  the  accidents  being  tabulated  as 
between  those  occurring  on  steam  railroads,  those  occurring  on  electric 
railways  and  for  all  other  utility  companies:

(4)     INTERRUPTION  TO   SERVICE. 

By  an  order  issued  in  June,  1912,  the  Commission  required  electric  rail- 
way companies  in  this  State  to  report  all  interruptions  to  service,  including 
all  essential  information  to  enable  a  prompt  and  effective  investigation  to 
be  made.  It  is  possible  at  this  time  to  give  the  results  of  three  full  years 
under  this  order  and  the  extent  to  which  interruptions  to  service  have  been 
diminished  may  be  seen  from  the  table  where  the  period  of  interruption, 
which  exceeded  fourteen  hours  in  1913,  had  been  reduced  in  1915  to  some- 
what less  than  four  hours.

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(6)     STANDARDS  FOR  PUBLIC  SERVICE. 

During  the  year  a  conaiderable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  upon  the 
preparation  of  rules  for  fixing  standards  for  gas  supply  throughout  the 
State,  inyolying  considerations  of  illuminating  power,  heating  value  and 
purity.  This  resulted  in  the  final  hearings  hefd  in  January,  as  the  result 
of  which  hearings  the  Commission  passed  an  order  adopting  the  single 
standard  for  gas  supply,  i.  e.,  a  standard  based  upon  heating  value,  and 
not  depending  upon  both  heating  value  and  illuminating  power ;  since  then, 
through  the  negotiations  of  the  Commission,  this  single  standard  has  become 
applicable  to  the  whole  State  with  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  in  Balti- 
more City. 

Standards  for  electric  service  have  been  submitted  to  the  Commission  in 
tentative  form  and  a  hearing  thereon  has  been  set  for  an  early  date  in  the 
coming  year. 

Prior  to  the  organization  of  the  Transportation  Department  the  Engineer- 
ing Department  made  a  study  into  the  problems  involved  in  the  operations 
of  public  motor  busses  which,  by  an  amendment  to  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission Law  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  session  of  1914,  were 
placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission.  Regulations  governing 
the  operations  of  public  motor  busses  throughout  the  State  were  promul- 
gated by  the  Commission  in  June  of  this  year.  Since  the  organization  of 
the  Transportation  Department  these  matters  have  been  placed  directly  in 
charge  of  the  Transportation  Expert. 

(6)     APPRAISALS. 

Of  the  number  of  appraisals  and  valuations  made  during  the  year,  either 
wholly  or  partial,  a  considerable  number  of  unit  costs  were  worked  out  in 
the  rate  investigation  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company 
then  being  conducted  by  the  Assistant  General  Counsel,  which  unit  costs 
involved  practically  all  the  elements  of  the  outside  physical  plant  and 
property  in  this  State.  This  was  done  as  a  check  upon  the  appraisal  of  the 
whole  property  then  being  made  by  the  Engineer  for  the  Assistant  General 
Counsel.  The  Chief  Engineer  personally  attended  the  conferences  between 
the  engineers  of  the  Assistant  General  Counsel  and  those  of  the  Telephone 
Company  at  which  the  unit  costs  were  compared  and  discussed.  This  work 
of  the  Engineering  Department  involved  a  figuring  out  of  more  than  two 
liundred  separate  unit  costs. 

By  the  latter  part  of  1914  practically  the  whole  inventory  of  the  property 
of  the  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore  had  been  sub- 
mitted in  compliance  with  former  orders  of  the  Commission,  and  during 
the  winter  of  1914-15  that  part  of  the  inventory  susceptible  of  rapid  check- 
ing was  undertaken  by  the  regular  staff  of  the  Engineering  Department. 
The  subsequent  necessary  field  work  on  the  inventory  was  begun  March 
1,  1915,  and  a  complete  pricing  of  all  the  physical  property  of  the  Railways 
Company,  except  "Land  &  Buildings,"  was  completed  on  August  1st  of  the 
present  year.     The  progress   in   this  work,   which   is   the   largest   single 
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appraisal  since  the  organization  of  the  Commission,  has  been  reported  in 
detail  to  the  Commission  from  time  to  time. 

In  addition  to  the  unit  pricing  for  physical  property,  investigations  have 
been  made  into  the  various  methods  of  estimating  intangible  values,  which 
work  is  now  practically  completed.

REPORT  OF  TRANSPORTATION  EXPERT. 

Baltimobe,  Md.,  December  Slst,  1915.

DeaB  SiB: 

Since  my  appointment  as  Transportation  Expert,  to  take  charge  of  the 
Transportation  Department  created  July  1st,  1915,  I  have  organized  the 
office  and  outside  forces  and  now  have  the  department  running  properly. 

From  July  Ist  to  date  we  have  done  much  work.  Every  report  referred 
to  this  department  by  the  Commission  has  been  investigated,  acted  upon 
or  reported  on,  except  a  few  now  under  investigation. 

It  is  my  practice  to  adjust  transportation  matters  between  the  Trans- 
portation Companies  and  the  public  as  far  as  possible  without  formal  hear- 
ings, thus  saving  the  time  and  money  at  the  command  of  the  Commission. 
In  this  we  have  been  quite  successful,  in  fact  we  have  made  many  adjust- 
ments and  settled  satisfactorily  in  an  informal  way  many  complaints  by 
letter  or  personal  interview  with  the  complainants  and  companies. 

The  railroads,  both  steam  and  electric,  are  co-operating  with  this  depart- 
ment. We  receive,  as  you  are  aware,  a  great  many  complaints  from  the 
public  regarding  transportation  matters,  many  of  which  are  just  and  reason- 
able, but  many  are  very  unreasonable;  however,  each  complaint  is  given 
attention. 

We  have  checked  the  traffic  conditions  (a  number  of  checks  have  been 
made  jointly  with  the  Railway  Company)  on  every  important  street  car 
line  in  Baltimore  and  vicinity,  many  of  them  several  times,  and  where  it 
was  found  that  reasonable  service  was  not  given  the  question  was  taken 
up  with  the  Railway  Company,  and  better  service  provided  either  by  putting 
on  additional  service  or  adjusting  the  schedule. 

This  is  a  question  that  must  be  followed  up  as  conditions  are  constantly 
changing.  It  is  but  fair  to  state  that  the  Officials  of  the  United  Railways 
&  Electric  Company  have  cheerfully  complied  with  our  requests  for  addi- 
tional service,  as  our  requests  have  been  shown  to  be  reasonable;  they  have 
also  increased  the  service  voluntarily  on  certain  lines,  and  we  have  agreed 
to  decrease  the  service  on  other  lines  during  certain  periods  of  the  day  when 
the  traffic  conditions  admitted  of  it. 
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New   schedules   providing   increased   service  were  mmde   effective   since 
July  let,  1015,  with  the  following  results: 

York  &  Frederick  Roads: 

Increased  96  trips  on  Sunday  through  to  Govans  that  formerly  terminated 
at  Arlington  Avenue  Car  House. 
Curtis  Bay  Line: 

Increased  121  trips  daily  except  Sunday,  most  of  which  was  necessitated 
by  the  phenomenal  increase  in  travel  due  to  building  of  factories  in 
Curtis  Bay  territory.

In  addition  to  the  above  changes  in  schedules  there  were  56  additional 
schedules  made  eifective  during  the  period.  These  latter  schedules  cover 
minor  adjustments  in  the  headways  to  conform  with  changes  in  traffic 
conditions. 

The  question  of  re-routing  or  diverting  some  of  the  car  lines  in  order  to 
save  congestion  and  give  quicker  and  better  service  without  additional 
unnecessary  expense  to  the  Railways  Company  is  one  that  is  receiving  care- 
ful consideration  at  this  time. 

For  several  months  the  Railways  Officials  and  this  department  made  a 
study  of  the  Electric  Park-Mt.  Washington  Line  with  a  view  of  diverting 
the  cars  in  order  to  afford  a  more  direct  line  for  the  patrons  to  the  business 
section  of  the  City  without  the  necessity  of  a  transfer.  The  route  of  this 
line  south-bound  after  reaching  North  Avenue  was  North  Avenue  to  Charles 
to  Read  to  Calvert  to  Baltimore.  After  many  conferences  it  was  decided  to 
change  the  route.  This  change  was  made  effective  October  27th,  1915,  so  as 
to  continue  from  North  Avenue  down  Maryland  Avenue  and  Howard  Street 
to  Center  Street  to  Charles  Street  to  German  to  South,  returning  north- 
bound over  same  route.  This  change  possibly  inconvenienced  a  few,  but  it 
was  a  great  convenience  to  many.  A  check  of  this  line  six  days  prior  to  the 
change  and  six  days  after  the  change  shows  a  decrease  of  19.2%  in  the 
number  of  transfers  issued  and  a  decrease  of  15.65%  in  transfers  received, 
which  is  proof  that  the  diversion  is  accommodating  a  greater  number  of 
people  directly  to  their  destination  without  change  of  cars  than  was 
formerly  done. 

When  this  change  was  made  we  permitted  the  Railways  Company  to  dis- 
continue that  car  line  known  as  the  Charles  &  Center  Street  Line,  as  .that 
service  is  no  longer  required. 

In  July  we  noticed  the  Railway  Company  was  operating  cars  between 
Westport  and  the  terminus  of  its  Shore  Line  without  conductors  and  allow- 
ing passengers  to  board  and  leave  the  cars  from  the  rear  end.  This  prac- 
tice was  considered  undesirable,  and  the  question  was  taken  up  with  the 
Railways  Company  and  it  was  arranged  to  close  the  rear  end  and  allow 
passengers  to  enter  and  leave  the  cars  only  at  front  platform  in  full  view 
of  the  motorman  in  charge  of  cars.    The  business  on  this  line  is  very  light. 

On  August  3rd  we  took  up  the  question  of  free  transfer  privileges  at 
36th  Street  and  Roland  Avenue  between  the  Mt.  Washington-Electric  Park 
Line  and  the  Roland  Park  Line.     Passengers  using  these  two  lines  were 
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required  to  pay  two  (2)  fares  no  matter  how  short  the  ride.  The  Railway 
Company  finally  accepted  my  recommendation  and  free  transfer  privileges 
were  granted  effective  September  26th,  1915. 

We  are  investigating  as  far  as  possible  all  serious  Steam  and  Electric 
Railway  accidents  with  a  view  of  reducing  the  number  of  accidents,  loss  of 
life,  personal  injury  and  damage  to  property. 

New  forms  of  accident  reports  to  conform  with  reports  made  by  the 
railroads  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  have  been  distributed  and 
are  now  in  use.  All  accidents  occurring  in  the  State  are  promptly  reported 
and  proper  records  of  the  same  are  kept  in  this  office.  Where  possible  a 
representative  of  this  Department  is  present  at  Coroner's  investigation  of 
death  occurring  on  Railways. 

After  careful  consideration  the  Chief  Engineer  and  myself  made  a  full 
report  to  the  Commission  on  November  19th,  in  regard  to  equipment  with 
safety  appliances,  and  enclosing  vestibules  of  cars  of  the  United  Railways 
&  Electric  Company. 

The  following  recommendations  were  made: 

(1)  Minor  changes  be  made  in  the  present  projecting  fender  to  insure 
better  protection  from  injury  by  persons  liable  to  come  in  contact  with  the 
bumper  or  dash  of  the  car. 

(2)  That  the  United  Rwys.  &  Elec.  Co.  substitute  for  the  present  type 
of  wheel  guard  in  use  an  automatic  wheel  guard,  the  type  of  which  is  to 
be  approved  by  the  Commission. 

(3)  That  the  United  Rwys.  &  Elec.  Co.  be  directed  to  proceed  with  the 
work  of  vestibuling  all  of  their  Double  Truck,  Semi-convertible  cars,  or  a 
total  of  560  cars. 

After  many  conferences  the  Commission  on  December  4th  approved  our 
recommendations  and  ordered  the  Railways  Company  to  proceed  with  the 
work  as  recommended. 

The  improvement  in  the  fenders  and  the  placing  of  Automatic  Wheel 
Guards  on  all  cars  to  be  completed  in  one  year  from  January  Ist,  1916,  and 
the  vestibuling  of  the  560  cars  to  be  done  at  the  rate  of  12  per  month  com- 
mencing April  Ist,  1916. 

In  my  investigation  I  endeavored  to  make  my  suggestions  for  improve- 
ments perfectly  fair  to  the  railroads  as  well  as  to  the  public. 

We  have  recently  had  three  (3)  accidents  at  railroad  crossings.  After 
considering  the  condition  at  each  point  we  recommended  gates  at  one  cross- 
ing,  a  crossing  bell  at  another  and  warning  lights  at  night  at  the  other. 
In  each  case  the  railroads  accepted  and  carried  out  our  recommendations 
without  question. 

On  September  2 Ist  there  was  a  derailment  on  one  of  the  steam  railroads 
on  a  street  in  Baltimore  resulting  in  the  death  of  two  men  and  considerable 
damage  to  property.  I  personally  investigated  this  accident  and  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  cause  of  the  accident  was  due  to  a  misplaced  switch 
which  in  all  probability  was  due  to  the  switch  point  being  thrown  over  by 
a  wagon  wheel  as  there  was  no  proper  fastening  on  the  switch  as  it  is  not 
practicable  to  use  the  same  devices  on  a  city  street  as  used  on  switches 
otherwise  located.     I  immediately  recommended  a  specially  designed  steel 
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plug  to  be  put  in  these  switches  to  hold  the  tongue  so  that  a  similar  accident 
could  not  occur.  The  railroad  officials  agreed  to  my  recommendation  and 
notified  me  on  November  11th,  1915,  that  all  switches  on  that  street  had 
been  equipped  in  accordance  with  my  recommendation. 

I  mention  these  cases  to  show  that  the  Railway  Companies  are  co-operat- 
ing promptly  with  this  department. 

I  believe  the  railroads  and  the  public  realize  more  than  ever  that  the 
Commission  is  anxious  to  be  just. and  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Com- 
panies and  the  welfare  of  the  public,  and  I  feel  that  a  great  deal  more  can 
be  accomplished. 

We  have  received  this  year  to  date  460  applications  for  the  operation  of 
motor  cars  for  public  use  in  the  conveyance  of  passengers  or  property 
within  the  State  of  Maryland  for  which  permits  have  been  issued. 

We  have  had  but  little  trouble  in  getting  the  large  Motor  Companies  to 
comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  Commission,  but  we  do  have  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  with  the  irresponsible  parties  operating  the  so-called 
"Jitney."  They  are  reckless  and  endanger  the  lives  of  passengers  and  others. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  next  Legislature  be  asked  to  pass  a 
law  authorizing  the  Commission  to  revoke  the  license  of  any  owner  or 
operator  of  motor  vehicles  (which  are  common  carriers)  who  shall  violate 
any  provisions  of  the  law  or  fail  or  omit,  or  neglect  to  obey,  observe  or 
comply  with  any  order  or  any  direction  or  requirement  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission.

Dear  Sir: 

The  following  report  of  the  Rate  Department  is  respectfully  submitted : 
All  schedules  of  common  carriers  containing  rates  applicable  to  Maryland 
intrastate  traffic,  freight  and  passenger,  as  well  as  rate  schedules  of  all 
utility  companies  operating  throughout  the  State,  are  filed  with  this  depart- 
ment. To  date  the  common  carriers  have  filed  approximately  5,700  rate 
schedules;  supplements  have  been  issued  to  the  majority  of  these  schedules, 
in  some  instances  more  than  one  hundred  supplements  being  published  to  a 
single  tariff.  Each  tariff  filed  with  the  Commission  is  indexed  on  card 
index,  from  one  to  twenty  times,  according  to  the  nature  and  application 
of  tariff.  By  this  system  of  indexing  the  Rate  Clerk  is  enabled  to  promptly 
locate  any  rate  desired. 

Under  the  Act  as  amended,  automobile  transportation  lines  are  required 
to  file  rate  schedules,  the  same  as  required  of  other  carriers.  As  a  rule  the 
persons  operating  these  automobile  lines  are  unfamiliar  with  the  construe- 
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tion  of  such  schedules,  and  it  has  therefore  been  possible  for  the  Rate  Clerk 
to  render  considerable  assistance  in  this  connection  to  the  operators  who 
sought  his  aid. 

On  December  16th,  1914,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  rescinded 
its  earlier  order  in  the  so-called  "5%  Advance  Rate  Case,"  and  allowed  the 
proposed  increased  rates  to  become  effective  on  interstate  traffic,  the  in- 
creased rates  being  denied  upon  certain  commodities.  The  aforesaid  order 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  permitted  the  new  rates  to  become 
effective  on  not  less  than  ten  days'  notice  to  the  Commission  and  the  public, 
and  this  Commission,  upon  petition  of  the  railroads,  granted  authority  to 
establish  the  proposed  rates  on  Maryland  intrastate  traffic  on  like  notice  of 
ten  days.  To  effect  this  change  in  rates  necessitated  the  filing  with  the  Com- 
mission of  more  than  four  hundred  freight  tariffs. 

During  the  year  this  department  has  investigated  and  prepared  orders  in 
18  cases  for  refund  of  excessive  freight  charges,  the  refunds  authorized 
aggregating  $1782.48.  Orders  permitting  carriers  to  establish  rates  on  less 
than  statutory  notice  were  entered  in  80  cases. 

All  complaints  respecting  the  reasonableness  of  rates  and  charges  of 
corporations  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  are  referred  to  the 
Rate  Clerk  for  report.  Not  infrequently  this  department  is  able,  by  corre- 
spondence and  interviews  with  the  Companies  complained  of  to  bring  about 
an  adjustment  of  the  rate  in  controversy,  thus  satisfying  the  complaint 
without  the  necessity  of  formal  hearing. 

All  changes  in  Maryland  intrastate  freight  and  express  rates  are  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  shipping  public  by  means  of  monthly  Tariff  Bulletins, 
compiled  and  distributed  by  this  department. 

In  accordance  with  recent  suggestion,  which  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
Commission,  commencing  with  the  new  year  all  reports  of  this  department 
will  be  consecutively  numbered  and  typed  on  paper  of  a  distinctive  shade.

thereof,  and  to  deliver  said  bonds  to  the  said  Pennsylvania  Water  and  Power 
Company  in  liquidation  of  Two  Hundred  and  Ninety-three  Thousand  Four 
Hundred  Dollars  ($293,400)  of  the  obligations  of  the  petitioner  to  the  said 
Pennsylvania  Water  and  Power  Company  for  monies  advanced  from  October 
31,  1913,  to  November  30,  1914,  as  set  forth  in  said  petition,  the  Commission 
having  determined  that  the  use  of  the  capital  to  be  secured  by  the  issue  of 
Such  bonds  is  reasonably  required  for  the  purposes  of  said  corporation,  to- 
wit,  the  lawful  refunding  its  obligations. 

It  Is  Further  jSDtllttfll>  ^&t  said  Susquehanna  Transmission  Com- 
pany of  Maryland  shall  report  to  this  Commission  the  fact  of  the  issue  and 
delivery  of  said  bonds,  so  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  complete,  in  accordance 
with  this  order.

The  question  before  the  Commission  in  these  proceedings  is  the  inter- 
pretation and  construction  of  its  Order  No.  776,  defining,  among  other 
things,  "Industrial  Switching,"  which  Order  is  dated  May  31st,  1912,  and 
which  became  effective,  after  its  affirmance  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of 
Maryland,  on  January  15th,  1914.  The  question  is  apparently  a  narrow 
one  but  it  leads  back  to  a  broad  field  and  to  an  investigation  of  trials 
and  hearings  not  only  before  this  body  but  also  before  Circuit  Court 
No.  2  of  Baltimore  City  and  before  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Maryland^ 

We  arc  called  upon  to  decide  not  what  "industrial  switching"  is,  or 
ought  to  be,  in  the  light  of  the  practices  and  usages  of  the  railroad  world, 
but  rather  to  make  a  declaratory  exposition  of  what  was  the  meaning  of 
that  term  as  used  by  the  Commission  in  the  order  above  referred  to. 

The  pending  case  was  instituted  by  the  Northern  Central  Railway 
Company,  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad  Company, 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  and  the  Union  Railroad  Company  in 
an  application  to  amend  their  tariffs  heretofore  filed,  alleging  that  as 
respects  industrial  switching  such  tariffs  were  filed  under  a  misappre- 
hension and  under  a  misinterpretation  of  the  Commission's  order. 

The  proposition  may  best  be  understood  by  quoting  the  first  two  para- 
graphs of  the  application  itself,  which  are  as  follows: 

"1.  That  the  Commission,  by  its  Order  No.  776,  in  the  Matter 
of  the  Complaint  of  Baltimore  Drug  Exchange,  et  al.  vs.  The 
Baltimore  Belt  Railroad  Company,  et  al.,  Case  No.  95,  to  which 
case  your  applicants  herein  were  parties,  said  order  having  been 
passed  on  the  Slst  day  of  May,  1912,  defined  industrial  switching 
as  follows: 

"  Industrial  switching  is  hereby  defined  to  be  and  shall  be,  the 
movement  of  a  loaded  car  from  any  spur,  track,  junction,  yard 
or  terminal  of  a  carrier  to  any  spur,  track,  jimction,  yard  or 
terminal   of   the    same    carrier,'   which    definition    coincided    and 
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agreed  with  what  your  petitioners  herein,  and  railroad  people 
generally  understood  industrial  switching  to  be;  and  your  peti- 
tioners under  industrial  switching  before  the  passage  of  the  order 
of  the  Commission,  transported  loaded  cars  arriving  loaded  at 
any  private  siding  or  terminal  of  your  petitioners  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  to  any  other  private  siding  or  terminal  within  the  48 
hours'  free  time  allowed  for  unloading  after  arrival  at  a  charge 
or  rate  very  much  lower  than  that  which  was  charged  when 
your  petitioners  were  required  to  place  an  empty  car  on  a  private 
siding  or  terminal  for  loading  with  48  hours'  free  time  allowed 
for  the  same,  and  then  transport  the  said  car  to  another  siding 
or  terminal  within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  allowing  48  hours  for 
<  unloading;  for  this  last  mentioned  service,  which  was  never  known 
as  industrial  switching,  the  rogular  class  rates  were  always 
charged,  whereas  for  industrial  switching,  as  herein  above  defined 
by  the  Commission,  and  as  known  by  your  petitioners,  a  flat  per 
car  rate  was  charged;  and  industrial  switching,  as  so  known  and 
practiced  by  your  petitioners,  applied  to  only  cars  arriving  at  a 
private  siding  or  a  terminal  of  your  petitioners  within  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  loaded,  from  a  point  without  the  City  of  Baltimore; 
and  the  placing  of  an  empty  car  for  loading  the  48  hours'  free 
time  for  loading,  and  the  transportation  thereof  within  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  with  48  hours'  free  time  allowed  for  unloading  at 
another  terminal  or  siding  within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  was 
never  known  or  practiced  by  your  petitioners  as  industrial 
switching. 

"2.  That  your  petitioners,  in  printing  and  filing  their  tariffs, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  the  same  conform,  as  to  industrial 
switching,  with  the  Order  of  the  Commission  of  May  31st,  1912, 
hereinabove  referred  to,  erroneously  made  said  tariffs  read  so  that 
the  $5.00  per  car  flat  rate  prescribed  by  the  Commission  as 
applicable  to  industrial  switching  as  defined  by  the  Commission 
and  as  theretofore  known  and  practiced  by  your  petitioners,  was 
made  to  apply  to  the  placing  of  an  empty  car  for  loading  on  a 
siding  or  terminal  within  the  switching  district  established  by 
the  Commission,  the  transportation  of  said  car,  after  48  hours 
allowed  free  for  loading,  and  48  hours'  free  time  allowed  for 
unloading  at  another  siding  or  terminal  within  the  switching 
district;  instead  of  confining  the  $6.00  per  car  fiat  rate  to  indus- 
trial switching  proper  as  defined  by  the  Commission,  and  as 
known  and  practiced  by  your  petitioners  prior  thereto,  that  is  to 
say,  the  movement  of  a  loaded  car  arriving  within  the  switching 
district  loaded  from  a  point  without  to  some  other  terminal 
or  siding  within  the  district  within  the  48  hours'  free  time  allowed 
for  unloading  after  the  arrival  of  the  car  within  the  district." 

To  the  solution  of  this  proposition,  it  is  necessary,  in  the  first  place, 
to  go  back  to  the  case  in  which  the  order  was  passed,  it  being  Case 
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No.  95,  entitled  ''Baltimore  Drug  Exchange,  et  aL  vs.  Baltimore  Belt 
Railroad,  et  al."  The  petition  of  the  complainants  in  this  case,  which 
is  the  foundation  upon  which  all  the  proceedings  are  hased,  is  expressed 
in  general  terms  in  its  reference  to  switching  charges,  and  there  is  nothing 
in  it  to  disclose  that  the  petitioners  had  in  mind  the  regulation  of  local 
freight  rates  for  intra-city  traffic,  in  addition  to  the  switching  charges 
for  freight  coming  into  the  city  from  outside  points,  except  in  so  far  as 
local  freight  rates  may  be  included  under  the  general  denomination  of 
switching.  We  have  before  us  the  stenographic  record  of  the  testimony 
produced  before  the  Commission,  as  well  as  the  record  of  the  fuller  testi- 
mony taken  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  to  which  tribunal 
the  case  was  taken  on  appeal  from  this  body.  In  the  statements  of 
counsel  and  in  the  testimony  itself,  we  find  references  made  to  'industrial 
switching"  as  involving  local  freight  movements  where  the  point  of 
origin  and  the  point  of  destination  arc  both  within  the  switching  limits 
of  the  City,  and  in  view  of  the  subsequent  presentation  of  this  question 
in  a  different  case  before  the  Commission,  reference  to  which  will  be 
hereinafter  made,  we  must  assume  that  the  Commission,  no  less  than 
Circuit  Court  No.  2  aforesaid,  must  have  had  in  mind  the  local  freight 
traffic  as  a  part  of  industrial  switching,  though  the  inclusion  of  such 
traffic  in  switching  movements  was  probably  for  the  most  part  ignored 
by  counsel  and  witnesses  because  of  the  larger  and  more  important 
questions  involved  in  the  controversy. 

For  instance,  in  the  statement  of  0.  S.  Patterson,  one  of  the  attorneys 
of  the  Northern  Central  Railroad,  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore,  found 
on  pages  401  and  402  of  the  record  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  case 
of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company,  et  al.  vs.  Philip  D.  Laird,  et  al., 
the  following  language  was  used: 

*'It  has  been  suggested,  I  think,  by  Mr.  Dalsn  here,  that  a  lower 
charge  should  be  established  by  the  railroad  for  performing  what 
IS  practically  a  dray  age  service  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  that  is, 
a  carload  of  freight  originates  on  a  private  siding  of  the  tracks 
of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  they 
desire  in  some  isolated  cases^-the  instances  must  be  very  few — 
where  cars  shall  be  moved  to  a  private  siding  of  the  tracks  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  *  *  *  *  In  the  first  place,  it 
means  the  placing  of  an  empty  car  on  this  siding  on  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  Railroad;  that  is  then  entitled  to  forty-eight  hours  tying 
up;  then  demurrage  begins  to  accrue  and  it  is  entitled  to  that 
same  period,  of  almost  three  days  for  unloading,  and  the  result 
of  development  of  traffic  of  that  kind,  to  take  the  place  of  dray- 
age  through  the  streets,  must  in  the  long  run  result  in  the  con- 
gestion of  the  carrier's  terminal  facilities,  and  to  the  great  detri- 
ment of  the  business  interests  of  the  merchants  of  the  locality." 

Again,  in  Case  No.  95  aforesaid,  the  brief  filed  by  Messrs.  Patterson, 
Parker  and  Gaither,  of  counsel  for  defendants,  devotes  two  pages  to  the 
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discussion  of  local  rates  within  the  City  of  Baltimore.  (See  B.  &  O. 
Brief,  Page  24;  sub-heading  7.) 

Scattered  through  the  testimony,  also,  are  questions  and  answers  which 
indicate  that  attorneys  and  witnesses  and  the  Court  had  brought  to  their 
attention  the  subject  of  intra-city  local  freight  movements,  and  that 
apparently  their  understanding  of  the  question  was  to  the  effect  that 
the  Commission  made  no  distinction  between  local  transportation  move- 
ments within  the  switching  district  and  the  switching  of  cars  coming 
into  said  district  from  points  outside  of  it. 

On  page  261  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  record  aforesaid,  Harry  R.  Lewis, 
General  Freight  Agent  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  lines  east  of  the  Ohio 
River,  was  asked  this  question  by  Mr.  Parker,  counsel  for  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio:  "In  your  opinion,  have  the  rates  fixed  for  this  intra-city  trans- 
portation any  bearing  on  the  amount  of  the  traffic?"  This  question  and 
several  preceding  ones  show  that  local  freight  rates  were  under  con- 
sideration in  the  proceedings  as  well  as  make  evident  the  contempor- 
aneous construction  of  coimsel  and  parties  of  the  term  "industrial  switch- 
ing" as  used  in  the  Commission's  order.  There  are  other  occasional 
references  to  the  same  point  in  the  testimony. 

But  if  we  should  disregard  these  references  as  being  a  slight  and 
trivial  recognition  of  the  point  under  discussion,  and  should  assume 
because  of  its  relative  imimportance  that  the  question  was  ignored  by 
the  Commission  in  passing  its  order,  we  would  be  confronted  by  the 
action  of  the  Commission  in  the  case  of  the  Burns  &  Russell  Company  vs. 
Northern  Central  Railway  Company  (Case  No.  765),  in  which  the  precise 
point  was  directly  presented  to  the  Public  Service  Commission,  and,  we 
think,  impliedly  passed  upon  and  decided  by  this  body.  We  can  reach 
no  other  conclusion,  unless  we  should  assume  that  the  Commission  over- 
looked both  the  pleadings  in  the  case  and  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses. 

In  the  case  last  mentioned,  the  complainant  is  a  corporation  and  is 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  bricks,  its  chief  plant  in  the 
State  being  located  at  Dundalk,  on  the  line  of  the  Sparrows  Point  branch 
of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company,  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
switching  district,  and  its  principal  shipments  are  to  customers  within  the 
same  district.  It  so  alleges  in  its  petition  and  complains  that  the  de- 
fendant Railway  Company  'lias  hitherto  failed  and  refused  to  include 
and  put  into  effect  rates  for  industrial  switching  from  one  point  of  the 
Sparrows  Point  branch  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company  to 
other  points  within  the  especially  designated  territory  of  the  Northern 
Central  Railway  Company,  etc." 

The  respondent  makes  answer  to  the  petition  by  saying  that  the 
Sparrows  Point  branch  is  not  a  part  of  its  system,  and  also  that  the 
traffic  to  which  the  complainant  alludes  in  its  petition  is  not  industrial 
switching  as  meant  in  the  Commission's  order.  We  take  the  following 
extract  from  the  amended  answer  of  the  respondent: 

"7.  And  in  further  answer  to  the  whole  complaint,  your  re- 
spondents  say  that   industrial   switching,  as  understood  among 
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railroad  men  prior  to  the  order  of  the  Ck>mmis8ion,  and  as 
defined  in  said  order,  never  haa  included,  and  was  never  meant 
to  include,  the  placing  of  empty  cars  for  loading,  the  giving  of  48 
hours'  free  time  for  loading,  the  transportation  of  the  loaded 
car,  and  the  giving  of  another  48  hours  for  unloading  as  this 
complainant  seems  to  insist  upon,  but  on  the  contrary  industrial 
switching  has  been  always  understood  to  mean,  and  there  is 
nothing  to  the  contrary  in  the  Commission's  order,  defining  its 
meaning,  the  movement  of  a  loaded  car  from  one  terminal  or  in- 
dustrial siding  of  the  same  carrier,  the  said  car  having  been 
loaded  and  consigned  to  the  first  terminal  or  siding  from  distant 
points  within  or  without  the  State,  and  the  only  free  time  allowed 
in  the  transaction  was  the  original  48  hours'  free  time  for  un- 
loading; and,  therefore,  the  complainant  is  demanding  more  than 
is  required  by  th»  order  of  the  Commission,  even  as  respects  the 
separate  carriers  concerned  in  the  order." 

In  the  stenographic  record  filed  in  these  proceedings,  we  find  that  the 
testimony  of  Gamble  Latrobe,  an  official  of  the  Northern  Central  Rail- 
road (folios  40-40),  H.  A.  Haines,  also  a  railroad  official  (folios  52-55), 
was  full  and  specific  upon  the  subject  of  industrial  switching,  as  em- 
bracing local  traffic,  and  the  statements  of  counsel  and  queries  of  counsel 
in  the  same  record  are  in  pointed  and  direct  reference  to  the  same 
question.  These  railroad  officials  and  attorneys,  let  it  be  said,  disagreed 
with  the  interpretation  of  the  complainant,  and  were  seeking  to  combat 
the  meaning  accepted  in  the  first  instance  by  them. 

In  this  case,  therefore,  we  have  many  and  varied  facts  showing  the 
Commission  had  in  mind  the  interpretation  of  its  order  of  May  3 1st,  1912, 
defining  ''industrial  switching."  We  have,  in  the  first  place,  a  petitioner 
engaged  in  the  very  kind  of  traffic  that  is  the  subject  of  dispute;  sec- 
ondly, the  complaint  itself  sets  forth  in  full  and  direct  language  the 
grievance  complained  of  as  being  the  refusal  of  the  respondent  to  give 
switching  rates  for  its  intra-city  shipments:  thirdly,  the  answer  of  the 
respondent  joining  issue  squarely  on  the  question;  fourthly,  extended  testi- 
mony of  a  number  of  witnesses  on  the  same  subject.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered, as  respects  the  answer  of  the  respondent,  that  both  of  the  allega- 
tions in  said  answer,  to  wit,  (1)  that  the  Sparrows  Point  branch  was 
not  a  part  of  the  Northern  Central  Railway  system;  (2)  that  the  traffic 
set  forth  in  the  petition  did  not  constitute  industrial  switching  as  defined 
in  the  aforesaid  order  of  the  Commission,  went  to  the  whole  matter  of 
the  Bill,  and  the  finding  of  either  of  them  to  be  true  and  correct  would 
have  been  a  complete  bar  to  the  remedy  sought  by  the  complainant. 

Yet,  in  the  face  of  this,  we  find  the  Commission,  speaking  through 
Commissioner  Towers,  discussing  the  subject  of  industrial  switching  with- 
out in  any  manner  indicating  that  it  shared  the  view  of  the  respondent 
on  that  subject  and  accompanying  that  opinion  by  an  appropriate  order, 
giving  the  complainant  the  relief  sought  by  it.  Taking  this  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  nature  of  the  grievance  complained  of,  and  the  testimony 
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and  arguments  shown  in  the  proceedings,  and  applying  it  to  the  facte 
of  the  situation,  based  as  it  was  upon  a  petition  and  answer  that 
squarely  raised  the  question,  we  find  it  illogical  for  us  to  reach  any  other 
conclusion  than  that  the  Commission  had  in  mind  the  subject  of  industrial 
switching  and  meant  to  give  that  term  such  interpretation  as  was  con- 
tended for  by  the  complainant. 

Let  us  look  again  to  the  contemporaneous  construction  of  the  order. 
The  original  complaint  in  Case  No.  96  was  filed  before  this  body  on 
January  19th,  1911,  and  the  order  was  passed  on  May  Slst,  1912.  After 
running  its  course  through  the  lower  and  upper  courts,  the  order  became 
effective  on  January  15th,  1914,  at  least  that  part  of  the  order  which 
appertains  to  industrial  switching.  Immediately  after  the  announcement 
of  the  decision  by  the  Court  of  Appeals,  we  find  all  the  railroads,  who 
were  defendants  in  the  case,  through  their  experts  and  accredited  officials, 
filing  with  this  Commission  a  schedule  of  rates  which  conformed  to  the 
interpretation  heretofore  given  to  our  order  by  most  of  the  shippers  of 
Baltimore  and  as  understood  by  the  protestants  in  the  pending  case. 

While  all  the  defendants  applied  the  Commission's  order  to  local  freight 
traffic  and  filed  tariffs  accordingly,  that  of  the  B.  &  0.  R.  R.  Co.  seems 
to  recognize  the  point  in  clearer  language  than  the  others.  After  announc- 
ing the  rates  of  No.  1  and  No.  5,  the  schedule  states: 

"These  rates  apply  in  traffic  which  has  reached  Baltimore,  Md., 
via  the  B.  &  O.  R.  R.  and  is  reconsigned  to  points  within  the  de- 
fined territory  for  B.  &  0.  R.  R.  delivery,  and  will  also  apply 
in  traffic  from  a  point  on  the  B.  &  0.  R.  R.  within  such  limits 
for  delivery  at  a  point  on  the  B.  &  O.  R.  R.  within  the  same 
limits." 

We  feel  we  should  not  evade  a  consideration  of  the  language  used  in 
the  order  of  the  Commission.    It  is  as  follows: 

"Industrial  Svoitohing  is  hereby  defined  to  be  and  shall  be,  the 
movement  of  a  loaded  car  from  any  spur,  track,  junction,  yard  or 
terminal  of  a  carrier  to  any  spur,  track,  junction,  yard  or  ter- 
minal of  the  same  carrier." 

Much  emphasis  in  the  argument  of  the  applicant  was  placed  on  the 
use  of  the  word  "loaded"  in  this  definition  as  indicating  that  no  con- 
sideration could  have  been  had  of  a  transportation  movement  which,  in 
the  first  instance,  involves  the  placing  of  an  empty  car  on  a  siding  to  be 
loaded.  According  to  a  well  known  maxim  of  interpretation,  we  must 
consider  the  definition  in  its  association  with  the  other  rules  for  switching 
service  published  at  the  same  time.  In  most  of  these  rules  and  defini- 
tions it  will  be  observed  that  the  word  'loaded"  is  used,  but  we  think 
a  fair  interpretation  of  all  of  them  would  lead  to  the  implication  that, 
in  some  cases,  the  term  pre-supposed  the  placing  of  an  empty  car  on  a 
siding  for  the  purpose  of  being  loaded,  and  then  either  to  be  switched 
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for  a  line  haul  outbound  or  to  a  point  of  destination  and  delivery  within 
the  switching  area.  The  significance  of  the  word  would  be  greater  if  we 
could  look  at  the  subject  from  the  standpoint  of  the  applicant  that 
"industrial  switching  is  not  the  beginning  nor  the  middle  of  transportation, 
but  the  end  of  it";  but  the  applicants*  own  witnesses,  to  say  nothing  of 
those  of  the  protestant,  defined  the  term  as  being  either  antecedent  to  a 
line  haul  or  subsequent  to  it.  Looking  at  the  subject,  therefore,  in  this 
double  aspect,  as  applying  to  outbound  and  inbound  freights  alike,  it 
necessarily  follows  that  the  rule  would  apply  to  cars  loaded  within  the 
switching  district  as  well  as  those  loaded  outside  thereof  and  brought 
into  it,  and  so  understanding  it  we  think  ic  explains  the  definitions  of 
the  Commission.     These  definitions  are  as  follows: 

"Yard  Stoitching  is  hereby  defined  to  be  and  shall  be  the  move- 
ment of  a  loaded  car  from  any  spur,  siding  or  track  in  a  yard  of 
any  carrier  to  another  spur,  siding  or  track  in  the  same  yard. 

^'Connecting  Line  Stcitcking  is  hereby  defined  to  be  and  shall  be 
the  movement  of  a  loaded  car  from  any  spur,  track,  junction,  yard 
or  terminal  of  one  carrier  to  any  spur,  track,  junction,  yard  or 
terminal  of  another  carrier,  provided  that  said  movement  shall 
not  require  the  use  of  the  instrumentalities  and  facilities  of  more 
than  two  carriers. 

"Line  Movement  Connecting  Line  Switching  is  hereby  defined 
to  be  and  shall  be  when  a  car  has  received  or  will  receive  further 
transportation  beyond  the  Baltimore  Switching  District  as  herein- 
before described  and  defined. 

"Local  Movement  Connecting  Line  Switching  is  hereby  defined 
to  be  and  shall  be  the  movement  of  a  car  locally  between  points 
within  the  Baltimore  Switching  District  as  hereinbefore  described 
and  defined. 

"Intermediate  Switching  is  hereby  defined  to  be  and  shall  be 
the  movement  of  a  loaded  car  from  any  spur,  track,  junction, 
yard  or  terminal  of  one  carrier,  thence  to  and  over  the  lines  of 
another  carrier,  and  thence  to  a  spur,  track,  junction,  yard  or 
terminal  of  a  third  carrier. 

"Line  Movement  Intermediate  Sujitching  is  hereby  defined  to  be 
and  shall  be.  when  a  car  has  received  or  will  receive  further  trans- 
portation beyond  the  Baltimore  Switching  District  hereinbefore 
described  and  defined. 

"Local  Movement  Intermediate  Switching  is  hereby  defined  to  be 
and  shall  be,  the  movement  of  a  car  locally  between  points  within 
the  Baltimore  Switching  District  hereinbefore  described  and 
defined. 

"Industrial  Switching  is  hereby  defined  to  be  and  shall  be,  the 
movement  of  a  loaded  car  from  any  spur,  track,  junction,  yard 
or  terminal  of  a  carrier  to  any  spur,  track,  junction,  yard  or 
terminal  of  the  same  carrier." 
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From  these  definitions  it  appears  that  in  ''oonnecting  line"  switching 
and  in  "intermediate  switching/'  both  a  'line"  and  a  "local"  movement 
are  referred  to,  and  if  switching  movements  are  applicable  to  outbound, 
as  well  as  to  inbound  freights,  then  in  providing  the  line  and  local  move- 
ments the  Commission  must  have  contemplated  a  freight  originating  in 
the  district  and  loaded  there  for  local  delivery  within  the  same  district 
as  well  as  for  a  line  movement.  It  will  be  observed  that  for  "yard"  and 
"industrial"  switching  no  local  or  line  movement  is  referred  to.  In 
respect  thereto,  all  movements  are  usually  local,  because  as  a  car  could 
be  started  in  a  line  haul  from  one  siding  as  well  as  from  another  there 
is  no  occasion  for  a  switching  movement  for  line-haul  purposes. 

As  illustrative  of  the  contention  that  the  use  of  the  word  "loaded" 
car  in  the  sundry  definitions  contained  in  the  order  of  the  Commission 
does  not  necessarily  eliminate  the  antecedent  moving  of  an  "empty  car"* 
to  a  siding  for  the  purpose  of  being  loaded,  we  may  here  cite  the  definition 
of  "industrial  switching"  as  announced  by  the  Illinois  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission,  when  the  term  is  used  expressly  to  include  trans- 
portation between  points  in  the  switching  limits: 

"  'Industrial  Switching'  is  hereby  defined  to  be  the  movement 
of  a  loaded  car  from  any  elevator,  warehouse,  industry  or  place 
of  business  located  upon  or  adjoining  any  side  track,  or  from  any 
team  track  used  by  the  public  when  loading  or  unloading  cars, 
to  another  elevator,  warehouse,  industry,  or  place  of  business 
located  upon  or  adjoining  any  side  track,  or  to  any  team  track 
used  by  the  public  in  loading  and  unloading  cars,  where  point  of 
origin  and  destination  are  both  within  the  switching  limits  of  any 
town,  city  or  village,  as  herein  defined,  and  are  both  on  the  line 
of  a  single  railroad." 

Entertaining  this  view  of  the  case,  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  discuss 
at  length  the  subject  from  an  academic  standpoint  or  to  analyze  the 
conflicting  opinions  of  •  experts  as  to  the  practices  and  usages  in  the 
railroad  world.  One  fact  seems  clear  that  the  term  is  one  of  flexible 
meaning,  being  different  in  different  localities.  Much  might  be  said  in 
support  of  the  point  that  switching  movements,  while  embraced  in  the 
generic  term  of  transportation,  are  yet  distinct  movements,  carried  on 
within  restricted  and  defined  limits,  either  precedent  to  a  line  haul  out 
from  such  limits  or  subsequent  to  a  line  haul  coming  into  such  limits 
from  the  outside,  the  rate  for  switching  being  low  in  comparison  with 
ordinary  transportation  rates  because  the  charges  are  usually  paid  to 
the  switching  road  by  the  road  having  the  line  haul.  In  other  words, 
the  switching  charges  are  made  comparatively  low  because  there  is  a 
reciprocal  arrangement  between  roads,  someone  of  which  has  had,  or  is 
to  have,  the  benefit  of  a  line  haul,  and  in  a  given  period  of  time  the 
freights  will  be  equalized  among  the  various  carriers.  When  merely 
supplementary  to  the  line  haul  and  incidental  thereto,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
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vs.  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Sante  Fe  Railroad  Company,  decided  in  June, 
1914,  under  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  that  case,  held  that  a  carrier 
should  not  be  permitted  to  make  any  charge  for  such  "switchiiig"  move- 
ments, holding  these  to  be  merely  a  completion  of  the  line  haul  which 
were  paid  for  under  the  original  contract  of  transportation.  This  is  limit- 
ing the  term  "industrial  switching"  to  its  narrowest  limits,  and  is  to  be 
considered  only  in  connection  with  the  facts  of  the  case. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  may  be  argued  with  equal  force — if  not  with 
BO  much  regard  to  the  ordinary  signification  of  the  words,  at  least  with 
as  great  a  support  in  the  definitions  of  the  Public  Service  Oommisslons — 
that  when  a  certain  area  in  and  near  a  trade  center,  where  railroads  con- 
verge and  have  their  terminals,  is  laid  off  by  the  Legislature,  or  by  some 
Commission  clothed  with  requisite  authority,  as  a  "switching  district," 
that  all  carload  movements  within  that  district,  whether  they  be  the 
changing  of  the  point  of  delivery  for  a  car  coming  into  the  district  from 
the  outside  or  a  strict  local  intra-city  movement,  are  properly  classified 
as  "switching*'  movements,  and  the  charges  for  such  movements  are 
arbitrarily  fixed  at  a  fiat  rate  per  car,  without  reference  to  the  character 
of  the  freight,  the  weight  of  the  load  and  the  distance  of  the  hauL 

It  is  in  the  latter  and  larger  sense  that  we  think  this  Commission 
considered  "switching*'  and  laid  down  boundaries  for  such  movements 
and  fixed  charges  therefor.  We  are  inclined  to  this  view  by  an  analysis 
of  the  Commipsion's  opinion  and  order  in  Case  No.  05;  we  are  strength- 
ened in  that  view  by  the  pleadings,  the  testimony,  the  arguments  of 
counsel,  the  relief  sought  and  granted  in  case  No.  765;  we  are  impelled  to 
it  by  the  contemporaneous  construction  placed  upon  the  order  by  the 
parties  most  interested  in  resisting  it,  Whose  interpretation  could  not  be 
ascribed  to  inadvertence  when  it  was  written  with  deliberation  in  the 
tarifi's  filed  before  this  body;  and  we  are  led  to  it  finally  by  the  knowledge 
that  in  many  of  the  cities  there  is  a  "switching  district"  wherein  carload 
freights  are  distributed  at  arbitrary  rates  per  car,  not  based  upon  the 
length  of  the  haul,  and  that  such  arrangements  as  respects  outside  freight 
have  not  only  tended  to  the  convenience  of  carriers  in  keeping  their 
tracks,  sheds  and  terminals  free  of  congestion,  and  to  the  advantage  of 
shippers  and  consignees  but  have  also  promoted  and  fostered  local  com- 
merce among  industries  located  within  the  favored  area. 

The  Commission's  order  may  be  defective  in  that  it  was  not  more 
explicit  on  this  subject,  but  we  think  the  interpretation  above  given  is 
the  proper  one,  and,  therefore,  shall  uphold  the  construction  which  for 
many  months  received,  without  question,  the  acquiescence,  if  not  the 
approval,  of  the  public,  including  the  railroads  themselves. 

An  order  will  be  passed  in  conformity  with  these  views,  refusing  per- 
mission to  the  petitioners  to  modify  the  tariffs  heretofore  filed  by  them.

The  petition  in  this  case  was  filed  on  the  23rd  of  September,  1914,  by 
John  E.  Potee,  Chairman,  and  others,  members  of  a  committee  of  residents 
of  Brooklyn,  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  who  complain  that  the  rates  for 
water  proposed  by  the  respondent,  as  shown  by  the  company's  schedule, 
are  excessive  and  beyond  the  ability  of  the  complainants  to  pay. 

The  respondent  filed  its  Answer  on  October  5th,  1914,  alleging  that  the 
proposed  rates  are  reasonable  and  that  they  were  carefully  prepared  by 
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an  expert  after  full  oonsideration  of  all  the  elements  that  ought  to  affect 
the  question. 

The  case  came  up  for  hearing  on  November  15th,  1914,  at  which  time 
the  parties  were  present  with  counsel  and  witnesses. 

While  the  petitioners  complained  only  of  the  rates  proposed  for  Brook- 
lyn, yet  it  was  the  understanding  and  agreement  at  the  hearing  that  the 
rates  for  Curtis  Bay  District  should  be  considered  at  the  same  time,  as 
the  respondent  serves  both  communities  and  the  conditions  with  respect 
to  the  two  towns  were  conceded  to  be  practically  identical  as  regards  the 
water  supply. 

Preliminary  to  the  examination  of  the  evidence,  it  may  be  well  to  lay 
down  the  principle  of  law  applicable  to  the  situation.  Counsel  for  the 
complainants,  in  his  carefully  prepared  brief,  states  the  legal  issue  in 
the  following  words: 

"The  complainants  contend  that  the  right  of  the  corporation 
to  earn  a  fair  return  upon  its  investment  is  qualified  by  the 
proviso  that  in  no  event  shall  the  company  be  permitted  to  charge 
the  consumer  more  than  the  service  is  reasonably  worth  to  them." 

The  soundness  of  the  principle  contended  for  by  the  complainants  is 
sustained  b}*^  citations  from  text  books  of  acknowledged  authority,  de- 
cisions of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Maryland  and  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States. 

The  attorney  for  the  respondent  concedes  the  correctness  of  this  law 
while  denying  that  the  facts  of  the  pending  case  make  it  applicable 
against  the  rates  proposed.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  we  concur  in  the 
correctness  of  the  principle  of  law  which  must  guide  us  to  our  oonclusion. 

The  respondent  corporation  was  incorporated  more  than  twenty  years 
ago  and  was  authorized  by  its  charter,  among  other  things,  to  supply 
water  to  Curtis  Bay  and  Brooklyn  and  their  vicinities  in  Anne  Arundel 
County.  The  people  of  Curtis  Bay  have  been  well  served  by  the  respon- 
dent for  many  years,  but  it  is  only  within  the  present  year  that  the 
company  has  extended  its  mains  to  Brooklyn  and  its  environs  and  became 
ready  to  serve  the  people  of  that  locality. 

It  now  proposes  to  furnish  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  Brooklyn  at  the 
following  rates: 

''Kvery  metered  water  supply  service  shall  have  a  quarterly 
minimum  charge  or  rate  on  each  meter  installed,  varying  with  and 
based  upon  the  size  of  meter  required  and  installed  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  the  Company  as  follows:

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''Meters  larger  than  2  inches  shall  have  a  quarterly  minimum 
charge  or  rate,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Company,  but  in  no  case  to  be  less  than  $18.00  per  quarter." 

The  same  rates  are  made  applicable  to  the  Curtis  Bay  District  after 
the  installation  of  a  meter  service  there  in  the  place  of  the  present 
service,  until  which  time,  commencing  January  1st,  1915,  the  following 
rates  are  to  prevail: 

''The  flat  rates  for  water  supply  service  in  the  Curtis  Bay  Dis- 
trict, commencing  January  Ist,  1015,  and  continuing  until  changed 
or  completely  withdrawn  by  the  metering  of  such  service,  are  as 
follows: 

"To  private  families,  in  dwelling  houses  only,  for  each  family: 

Where  the  house  is  not  over  18  feet  front,  rate  is  $12.00  per  year. 
Where  the  house  is  not  over  19  feet  front,  rate  is  $13.00  per  year. 
Where  the  house  is  not  over  22  feet  front,  rate  is  $14.00  per  year. 
Where  the  house  is  over  22  feet  front,         rate  is  $15.00  per  year." 

In   addition   to   these   flat   rates,   extra   charges   are   made   for   specific 
purposes  and  attachments. 
The  old  rates  at  Curtis  Bay  were  as  follows:

It  thus  appears  that  the  new  rates  are  a  distinct  advance  over  the  old 
rates  prevailing  in  the  Curtis  Bay  District. 

With  reference  to  the  reasonableness  of  these  rates  we  must  concede 
that  when  compared  to  the  rates  established  by  other  water  companies, 
doing  business  under  similar  or  nearly  similar  circumstances,  they  seem 
fair  and  moderate,  nor  do  they  seem  excessive  when  a  comparison  is 
made  between  the  gross  revenues  and  the  operating  expenses.  It  must  be 
admitted,  too,  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Company  is  not  strong, 
and  that  no  dividend  on  its  stock  has  been  declared  or  paid  for  six  or 
seven  years.  If  we  should  accept  the  estimates  of  the  Company  as  to 
the  expenses  and  revenues  of  the  future  there  would  be  a  small  margin 
of  profit  at  the  proposed  figures,  making  possible  only  a  low  dividend. 
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But  there  is  another  side  to  be  considered.  Brooklyn  is  a  town  of  four 
or  five  hundred  houses,  and  it  was  proved  at  the  hearing,  as  alleged  in 
the  petition,  that  its  worthy  inhabitants  are  mostly  manual  laborers 
earning  small  salaries,  and  that  the  dwellings  there,  for  the  most  part, 
are  blocked  together  and  are  only  about  14  feet  in  width.  It  is  stated 
that  the  wages  of  a  majority  of  these  citizens  would  average  from  $1.50 
to  $1.75  per  day  and  the  rental  paid  by  them  for  houses  varied  from  $8.00 
to  $12.00  per  month.  It  was  the  opinion  of  a  number  of  witnesses  that 
these  people  could  not  afford  to  take  water  at  these  proposed  rates  and 
$8.00  was  named  by  some  of  the  witnesses  testifying  for  the  complainants, 
and  $10.00  by  one  of  them,  as  a  rate  that  the  people  could  afford  to  pay 
and  at  which  they  would  take  water.  We  must  conclude  that  the  resi- 
dents there,  who  at  present  are  drawing  water  from  private  or  public 
pumps,  desire  the  convenience  which  is  enjoyed  by  people  of  all  pro- 
gressive communities  in  having  water  ready  at  hand  in  their  own  dwell- 
ings. A  previous  case  by  the  residents  before  this  Commission  in  which 
it  was  sought  to  compel  the  respondent  to  extend  its  mains  to  their 
town,  proves  this,  unless  we  should  question  the  sincerity  of  the  applica- 
tion then  made,  and  that  we  have  no  disposition  to  do.  The  question 
then  comes  back,  what  is  a  fair  rate — fair  to  the  respondent  company 
and  to  the  complaining  citizens?  We  do  not  feel  it  essential,  in  order 
to  answer  that  query,  to  enter  into  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  value  of 
the  property  now  devoted  by  the  Company  to  the  public  service. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  we  think  the  sum  of  $150,000.00,  upon  which  this 
estimate  of  a  proper  return  is  based,  is  too  high,  especially  when  we 
consider  that  in  the  construction  of  its  plant  to  Brooklyn  the  respondent 
provided  a  plant  sufficiently  large  not  only  to  take  care  of  the  present 
prospective  customers  in  that  territory,  but  also  all  customers  that  might 
be  added  by  the  future  development  and  improvement  of  the  property 
in  and  around  Brooklyn  for  a  number  of  years  to  come.  In  doing  this, 
the  apparatus  at  its  pumping  station  was  materially  enlarged,  and  its 
mains  were  run  through  certain  sections  in  Brooklyn  where  the  property 
is  unimproved,  but  which  the  defendant  hoped  would  be  improved  in  the 
future.  This  additional  outlay  the  defendant  preferred  to  make,  and 
perhaps  wisely  so,  rather  than  increase  the  capacity  of  the  plant  as  new 
demands  were  made  upon  it,  but  certainly  the  present  users  can  not  be 
expected  to  pay  a  rate  sufficiently  high  to  yield  a  fair  return  on  the 
money  invested  in  excess  of  the  amount  necessary  to  properly  provide 
for  the  present  consumption.  If  the  Company  elects  to  make  this  outlay 
now,  rather  than  wait  until  there  is  a  demand  for  it,  then  the  Company, 
and  not  the  users  should  stand  the  interest  on  this  amount. 

Tlien  again  the  Company  is  basing  its  estimated  revenues  upon  receiv- 
ing only  two  hundred  customers  in  Brooklyn.  As  before  stated,  the 
town  has  between  400  and  500  houses,  and  if  the  desire  for  water  here- 
tofore expressed  by  the  residents  still  continues  it  is  quite  possible  that, 
with  a  proper  rate,  a  considerably  larger  number  of  customers  may  be 
obtained.

Tlie  aforesaid  rates  are  to  be  inclusive  of  the  use  of  a  meter,  and  are 
to  be  applicable  to  both  the  Curtis  Bay  District  and  the  Brooklyn  District, 
but  inasmuch  as  the  Company  has  shown  some  reason  for  time  in  putting 
into  effect  the  meter  service  for  the  Curtis  Bay  District,  these  rates  as  to 
that  district  are  deferred  until  July  1st,  1915.  Until  that  time  the 
existing  rates  will  be  continued,  with  the  proviso  that  the  new  rates 
shall  be  applied  to  each  service  from  the  time  a  meter  is  installed. 

We  approve  of  the  quantity  of  water  allowed  to  each  consumer,  without 
extra  charge,  in  the  schedule  filed,  as  well  as  the  rates  per  1,000  gallons 
for  excess  consumption  therein  published. 

Except  as  modified  above,  the  rules  and  regulations  filed  by  the  Com- 
pany will  be  approved,  and  an  order  will  be  passed  accordingly.

The  complainant  in  this  case  is  a  corporation  engaged  in  the  develop- 
ment of  real  estate  in  the  suburbs  of  Baltimore  on  that  part  of  Eastern 
Avenue  lying  between  Eighth  Street  and  Fifteenth  Street,  and  it  is  asking 
that  the  respondent  be  compelled  to  extend  the  service  of  its  Roland  Park 
and  Highlandtown  line  from  its  present  terminus  at  Eighth  Street  down 
Eastern  Avenue  to  Fifteenth  Street.  The  petition  is  well  supported  by 
other  persons  living  in  that  neighborhood,  or  interested  in  the  property  of 
that  section.  Eighth  Street  is  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  city  fare  zone, 
and,  unless  the  circumstances  be  of  exceptional  character,  the  Commission 
has  adopted  the  policy  of  not  interfering  with  the  present  boundaries  of 
the  fare  zones  until  such  time  as  it  shall  have  completed  the  investigation 
now  being  made  of  the  respondent's  affairs.  Without  an  extension  of  the 
fare  zone,  we  do  not  think  that  the  continuation  of  the  service  to  Fifteenth 
Street  would  be  of  much  practical  benefit  to  the  petitioners  or  to  the  public 
in  general. 

But  there  is  another  reason  for  not  granting  the  prayer  of  this  petition. 
The  section  in  question  is  about  as  well  served  as  any  suburb  in  Baltimore. 
It  has  the  benefit  of  three  other  car  lines,  the  Dundalk-River  View  line, 
the  Back  &  Middle  Rivers  line  and  the  Sparrows  Point  line,  all  touching 
at  Fifteentli  Street  and  Eastern  Avenue,  while  the  Dundalk  line,  at  in- 
tervals of  a  half  hour,  runs  on  Eastern  Avenue  between  Fifteenth  Street  and 
Eighth  Street.

This  is  an  application  on  the  part  of  the  petitioner  for  authority  to  issue 
$200,000.00  of  its  capital  stock,  with  a  view  of  capitalizing  the  earnings 
of  the  Company  expended  prior  to  December  31st,  1913,  in  the  acquisition 
of  property,  as  permitted  under  Chapter  445,  Acts  of  1914  (Sec.  34^  of 
the  Public  Service  Commission  Law),  the  said  additional  stock  to  be  dis- 
tributed pro  rata  among  the  stockholders  existing  as  of  December  17th, 
1914,  the  date  fixed  by  resolution  of  the  stockholders  of  said  Company. 
The  case  was  heard,  in  accordance  with  due  notice  by  advertisement,  on 
January  23rd,  1915,  at  which  hearing  testimony  was  taken  and  arguments 
made  by  attorneys  for  the  applicant. 

The  law  governing  an  application  of  this  character  seems  to  be  clear  in 
the  following  essential  points: 

(1)  That  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the  applicant  must  satisfactorily 
show  that  earnings  have  been  expended  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the 
law  to  an  amount  at  least  equal  to  the  amount  of  stock  which  it  is  desired 
to  capitalize. 

(2)  That  earnings,  represented  by  cash  accumulations,  and  carried  as 
current  assets,  can  not  be  capitalized  under  the  law,  but  only  such  earnings 
as  have  been  expended  for  property  for  the  uses  of  the  corporation. 

(3)  That  the  stock  so  authorized  to  be  issued  should  be  represented  by 
property  of  at  least  equal  value  as  of  the  date  of  its  issuance. 

An  examination  of  the  proceedings  shows  that  since  its  organization 
approximately  $435,000.00  has  been  expended  in  the  plant.  The  present 
capitalization  is  $200,000.00,  leaving  a  balance  of  $235,000.00,  not  repre- 
sented by  any  stock  issue,  expended  out  of  earnings,  or  a  margin  of 
$35,000.00  over  and  above  the  amount  now  asked  to  be  capitalized. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  value  of  the  Company*s 
property,  as  of  December  31st,  1013,  does  not  equal  the  outstanding  capital 
of  $200,000.00,  and  tlie  additional  stock  of  $200,000.00  now  asked  to  be 
issued.  An  analysis  of  the  separate  appraisals  of  the  property  made  by 
our  own  engineer  and  by  engineers  selected  by  the  Company,  as  well  as 
consideration  of  the  estimated  valuation  made  by  the  Auditor  of  the  Com- 
mission, establishes  the  value  of  the  property,  as  of  December  31st,  1913, 
aforesaid,  as  not  greater  than  $375,000.00.  This  is  the  utmost  amount, 
therefore,  which  the  Commission  can  adopt  as  a  basis  for  capitalization. 
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As  the  present  capitalization  is  $200,000.00,  including  outstanding  stock 
and  bonds,  this  leaves  $175,000.00  as  the  amount  of  stock  which  we  deem 
equitable  to  authorize  as  a  stock  dividend  to  the  existing  stockholders. 

The  prayer  of  the  petition  for  the  issuance  of  $200,000.00  additional  stock 
is,  therefore,  -denied,  and  an  order  will  be  passed  authorizing  and  approving 
an  issuance  of  additional  stock  to  the  amount  of  $175,000.00.

The  complaint  in  these  proceedings,  filed  on  October  17th,  1913,  alleges 
that  the  respondent  fails  to  furnish  adequate  service  on  its  York  Road  line 
of  cars  to  that  part  of  Govanstown  in  Baltimore  County  lying  north  of  its 
switcli  at  Griffin's  store,  and  charges  that  by  such  failure  the  respondent 
discriminates  between  the  residents  of  Govanstown  living  north  of  the 
switch  and  the  residents  of  the  same  town  residing  south  of  the  switch, 
and  asks  that  the  respondent  be  required  to  construct  another  switch  near 
the  northern  boundary  of  Govanstown  and  run  all  of  its  Govanstown  cars 
through  to  that  point. 

The  complaint  also  asks  for  transfers  from  the  St.  Paul  Street  line  of 
cars  at  Thirty-first  Street,  but  this  latter  feature,  having  been  settled  by 
agreement  between  the  parties,  need  not  hereinafter  be  referred  to.  Subse- 
quently, on  the  30th  of  December,  1913,  the  complainant  filed  an  amend- 
ment to  his  original  complaint  in  which  he  states  that  the  maintenance  of 
the  switch  in  its  present  location  in  front  of  the  entrance  to  the  public 
school  building  at  Govanstown  is  attended  with  great  danger  to  the  chil- 
dren attending  said  school,  and,  in  consequence  thereof,  should  be  removed; 
and  also  that  the  respondent  is  not  now,  and  has  not  for  many  years,  been 
using  its  trackage  facilities  between  said  switch,  as  now  located,  and  the 
northern  boundary  of  Govanstown  for  the  best  interests  and  convenience 
of  the  public. 

The  respondent  by  its  Answer,  filed  on  the  28th  of  October,  1913,  to 
the  original  complaint,  avers  that  the  service  of  the  York  Road  line  north 
of  Griffin's  Switch  is  amply  sufficient  and  adequate  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  traffic  between  Gittings  Avenue  and  said  Griffin's  Switch,  and  alleges 
that  this  point  was  passed  upon  by  the  Commission  in  the  case  of  the  Old 
Frederick  Road  Improvement  Association,  and  others,  decided  in  December, 
1912;  and  further  alleges  that  as  shown  by  a  check  made  by  the  respondent 
there  is  no  over-crowding  of  passengers  on  these  cars  unless  it  be  in  the 
down-town  section  where  the  riders  take  the  first  car  irrespective  of  whether 
there  is  a  car  running  to  Govanstown  or  to  Towson.  The  Answer  also 
denies  the  charge  of  discrimination. 
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Filed  in  the  proceedings  are  two  petitions,  one  from  the  Gorans  Improve- 
ment  Association,  enclosing  a  resolution  adopted  hy  that  body  at  a  meeting 
held  on  January  8th,  1915,  praying  that  the  respondent,  in  addition  to  its 
present  morning  and  evening  service,  be  compelled  to  provide  a  6-minute 
service  from  9.00  A.  M.  to  5.00  P.  M.  between  GrilBSn's  Switch  and  Balti- 
more, both  going  and  returning,  and  also  asking  that  the  respondent  be 
compelled  to  provide  a  more  adequate  service  on  the  Govans  end  of  the 
York  Road  line  on  Sunday  mornings.  The  other  petition  is  that  of  W.  F. 
Baird,  and  many  others,  praying  that  the  respondent  be  required  to  operate 
its  cars  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  six  minutes  to  Griffin's  Switch,  at 
Grovans,  in  addition  to  the  special  service  already  furnished  during  the 
rush  hours  in  the  morning  and  in  the  evening. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  is  a  different  proposition  submitted  by 
the  complainant,  who  is  asking  for  increased  service  north  of  Griffin's 
Switch,  and  the  petitioner's,  who,  tacitly  admitting  the  adequacy  of  the 
service  during  the  rush  hours  in  the  morning  and  the  evening,  are  demand- 
ing additional  service  below  or  to  the  south  of  the  switch  during  the  base 
hours  from  9.00  A.  M.  to  5.00  P.  M. 

The  check  made  by  this  Commission  and  the  check  made  by  the  officials 
of  the  respondent  show  that  there  is  no  undue  crowding  of  cars,  either 
northbound  or  southbound,  at  Griffin's  Switch,  but,  it  is  shown  by  the 
testimony,  that  there  is  at  times  a  congestion  after  reaching  the  city  limits, 
and  the  additional  service  asked  for  by  the  petitioners,  above  referred  to, 
during  the  base  hours,  and  by  the  complainant  during  all  hours,  is  for  the 
purpose  of  relieving  the  crowded  service,  not  at  Govanstown,  but  in  the 
city  portions  of  the  route  traversed  by  this  line  of  cars. 

That  this  is  the  case  is  shown  by  the  testimony  of  the  complainant  him- 
self, who,  on  page  33  of  the  stenographic  record  was  asked  by  the  Chairman 
this  question:  "As  I  luiderstand  this  complaint,  Mr.  Higgins,  I  do  not 
want  to  misstate  it,  your  real  complaint  is  not  the  conditions  north  of 
Griffin's  Switch  at  all?"  The  answer  to  this  question  is  "No,  sir."  The 
Chairman  then  asked,  "It  is  the  condition  when  the  city  traffic  has  to  be 
taken  care  of."  To  which  Mr.  Higgins  answered,  "Yes,  sir."  It  does  not, 
therefore,  in  view  of  these  admissions,  seem  to  be  necessary  to  give  in  detail 
the  checks  made  as  late  as  December  8th,  9th,  10th  and  11th,  1914,  from 
6.00  A.  M.  to  11.00  P.  M.,  to  show  that  there  is  no  over -crowding  of  cars 
after  reaching  Govanstown. 

At  the  hearing  much  was  said  by  attorneys  and  something  was  said  by 
the  witnesses,  not  only  in  reference  to  the  removal  of  the  switch  from  its 
present  location  at  Griffin's  store  to  the  northern  boundary  of  Govanstown, 
at  Gittings  Avenue,  but  also  as  to  the  extension  of  the  first  fare  zone  of 
the  respondent  company  to  the  latter  point,  it  being  intimated  that  the 
complaint  was,  in  a  measure,  a  subterfuge  to  secure  an  extension  of  the 
fare  zone,  rather  than  to  procure  adequacy  of  service.  By  a  supplementary 
petition  filed  December  15th,  1914,  the  complainant  expressly  requests  the 
Commission  to  consider  his  complaint  apart  from  any  thought  of  the 
extension  of  the  fare  zone,  and  solely  upon  the  question  of  adeqiuicy  of 
service.     Even  without  such  a  request,  we  would  probably  have  followed 
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Buch  a  courae,  in  view  of  the  deciBion  of  this  CommisBion  in  the  caec  of  the 
Old  Frederick  Road  Improvement  Association  against  these  defendants,  in 
ease  No.  06,  decided  December  24th,  1912. 

We  might  here  add  that  the  Commission  is  at  present  making  an  investi- 
gation, through  its  own  officials,  into  the  affairs  of  the  respondent  in  this 
case,  and  hopes  to  be  in  a  position  at  no  distant  date  to  deal  with  the 
whole  problem  of  city  and  suburban  transportation  in  a  broad  and  compre- 
hensive manner.  Until  such  time  as  our  preliminary  investigations  shall 
have  been  made,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Commission  not  to  disturb  existing 
fare  zones;  but,  where  there  are  urgent  reasons  for  relief,  this  policy  would 
not  resti;ain  us  from  giving  prompt  and  early  action. 

The  pending  case  comes,  therefore,  to  be  considered  from  a  standpoint  as 
to  the  adequacy  of  the  service  and  as  to  the  danger  created  by  the  main- 
tenance of  a  switch  in  its  present  location  at  Govanstown.  Dealing  with 
the  latter  question  first,  we  would  say  that  we  have  not  been  impressed  by 
the  statements  or  by  the  arguments  made  as  to  the  dangerous  character  of 
this  switch.  That  there  may  be  apprehension  upon  the  part  of  the  parents 
of  the  scholars  attending  the  public  school  nearby  is  doubtless  true,  but  it 
is  per  Imps  no  greater  than  the  apprehension  of  other  parents  for  the  safety 
of  their  cliildren  whenever  on  the  streets  of  the  crowded  city,  and  it  is 
one  of  the  incidents  of  urban  life  that  there  must  be  the  utmost  vigilance 
upon  the  part  of  pedestrians,  both  young  and  old,  and  we  do  not  see  how 
there  are  any  peculiarities  about  the  situation  at  this  switch  to  excite 
unusual  alarm  for  the  safety  of  school  children  who  have  been  properly 
trained  in  the  w^ays  of  care,  and  all  of  whom  are  guided  by  the  ordinary 
Instincts  of  self-preservation. 

As  to  the  question  of  adequacy  of  service,  both  the  complainant  and  tlie 
petitioners,  while  agreeing  as  to  the  point  of  congestion  within  the  city, 
ask  for  different  remedies;  the  complainant  for  an  extension  of  the  switch 
to  the  northern  boundary  of  Govanstown,  with  all  Govanstown  cars  running 
to  that  point,  and  the  petitioners  for  a  6-minute  service  to  tlie  present 
switch  during  the  base  hours,  virtually  conceding  the  adequacy  of  the 
service  during  the  rush  hours.  It  is  the  statement  of  witnesses  in  these 
proceedings,  both  for  the  complainant  and  for  the  respondent,  that  from 
seventy  to  ninety  per  cent  of  the  population  living  north  of  Griffin's  Switch, 
do  not  now  take  the  through  Towson  cars  which  run  at  intervals  of  twelve 
minutes,  but  walk,  principally  for  the  purpose  of  saving  the  additional 
fare,  to  the  switch  at  Griffin's  Store,  and  there  take  the  cars  for  the  city; 
or  there  leave  it  in  going  out  from  the  city  to  their  homes.  We  assume 
that  the  nature  of  the  people  of  Govanstown  is  not  unlike  that  of  people 
elsewhere.  It  is  the  general  experience,  that  people  so  located,  within  half 
a  mile,  more  or  less,  of  a  fare  zone,  will  walk  that  distance,  nearly  always, 
in  order  to  save  the  additional  fare  of  five  cents  for  travelling  so  short  a 
distance  to  the  commencement  of  the  city  zone.  W^e  feel  safe,  therefore, 
in  assuming  that  the  people  of  Govanstown  living  to  the  northward  of  the 
switch  would  not  to  any  great  extent  board  the  cars  at  a  point  north  of 
the  switch,  but  would  continue  to  use  them  as  at  present,  unless  the  Com- 
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mission  extended  the  fare  zone.  And  this,  both  by  the  present  policy  of 
the  Commission,  and  at  the  request  of  the  complainant  himself,  we  feel 
that  we  can  not  consider. 

The  respondent  has  filed  a  statement  showing  the  distance  from  the  city 
line  and  maximum  headways  of  cars  operated  to  suburban  points,  compar- 
able with  Govans,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  Govans  service  is  not 
inferior  in  its  character  to  that  of  other  suburban  points.

As  to  the  proposition  made  for  a  6-minute  service  during  the  base  hours 
to  and  from  Griffin's  Switch,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  service  now  afforded, 
if  not  wholly  adequate  to  the  convenience  of  the  public,  is  about  as  efficient 
as  it  can  be  made  under  existing  circumstances,  and  that  the  change  of 
schedule  suggested  by  the  petitioners,  or  any  change  which  occurs  to  our 
own  minds,  is  impractical  without  compelling  an  irregular  service  of  doubt- 
ful benefit  to  the  public  and  with  little  increase  in  returns  to  the  Railway 
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Company.  There  is  one  noticeable  fact  which  is  indicated,  not  only  by  the 
checks  filed  in  these  proceedings,  but  which  is  a  matter  of  common  observa- 
tion, that  street  car  traffic  is  not  so  crowded  and  dense  at  present  as  it  was 
a  year  ago,  and  the  conditions  at  Govanstown  are  probably  less  objection- 
able today  than  they  were  at  the  time  when  this  complaint  was  filed. 

We  do  not  find  in  the  evidence  any  reference  made  to  the  Sunday  morning 
schedule  from  Govanstown,  nor  do  we  recall  that  anything  on  this  point 
was  mentioned  in  the  argument  and  we  therefore  conclude  that  this  feature 
of  one  of  the  petitions  has  been  dropped  or  satisfied. 

We  do  not  agree  with  the  respondent  that  this  question  of  adequacy  of 
service  was  settled  as  contended  by  them  in  the  case  of  the  Old  Frederick 
Road  Improvement  Association.  Even  if  passed  upon  in  that  case,  it  is  a 
question  which  can  readily  arise  again,  as  circumstances  are  constantly 
changing  and  conditions  are  constantly  shifting,  so  that  anything  that  may 
have  been  said  upon  that  subject  in  the  case  referred  to  would  not  be  taken 
as  concluding  any  action  upon  our  part  at  this  time. 

We  do  not  agree  with  the  complainant  that  the  service  at  Govanstown, 
as  now  operated,  results  in  discrimination  against  the  residents  of  the 
northern  part  of  Govanstown.  The  present  service  consist  of  a  through  car 
to  Towson,  run  at  intervals  of  twelve  minutes,  and  during  the  rush  hours 
of  six  minutes,  while  between  the  switch  and  the  city  there  is  during  the 
rush  hours  a  better  and  more  frequent  service.  Griffin's  Switch  constitutes 
the  end  of  the  first  city  fare  zone  and  the  town  north  of  that  point  has 
grown  up  since  the  establishment  of  the  switch  at  its  present  location.  We 
do  not  think  that  its  people  are  located,  as  respects  physical  situation  or 
other  conditions  attaching  to  the  service,  in  a  way  that  is  similar  to  the 
people  living  below  the  switch.  The  fact  that  they  are  more  remote  from 
the  operating  center  and  at  the  end  of  a  fare  zone,  is  of  itself  sufficient  to 
relieve  the  service  there  of  the  charge  of  discrimination. 

We  realize  the  importance  of  Govanstown  as  a  suburb  of  Baltimore  City. 
It  is  already  a  large  town  and  its  population  is  steadily  increasing.  The 
people  there,  as  elsewhere,  are  entitled  to  adequate  service  at  the  hands 
of  this  respondent.  They  are  entitled  to  be  transported  to  and  from  their 
liomes  with  absolute  safety,  at  reasonable  speed  and  comfort  and  conveni- 
ence, but  all  of  these  elements,  except  the  first,  are  to  be  provided  with 
reference  to  the  resources  and  the  financial  ability  of  the  corporation  upon 
whom  such  service  is  laid,  and  the  revenue  likely  to  be  produced  by  the 
service  rendered.  It  is  admitted  that  to  grant  either  the  remedy  asked  for 
by  the  complaint,  or  by  the  petitioners,  would  impose  a  considerable  in- 
creased annual  expenditure  upon  the  respondent  without  bringing  it  much 
additional  revenue.  From  a  statement  filed  in  these  proceedings  by  the 
respondent,  it  appears  that  the  receipts  of  the  company  for  passenger 
service  at  the  present  time  is  considerably  less  than  it  was  during  the 
corresponding  period  of  the  year  1914. 

"The  receipts  for  the  York  &  Frederick  Roads  Line  and  for  the  entire 
system  decreased  during  the  months  of  November  and  December,  1914,  and 
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January,  1915,  as  compared  with  receipts  for  the  corresponding  periods 
for  1913  and  1914,  as  follows:

February  23rd,  1915. 


A  petition  signed  by  J.  E.  Dorsey,  and  seven  others,  was  filed  October 
7th,  1914,  asking  that  the  Commission  direct  the  Railway  Company  to 
"re-establish  a  station  at  Hammonds  Crossing,  or  at  a  point  as  near  that 
location  as  would  be  practical." 

The  respondent  company  on  October  18th,  1914,  filed  its  answer  to  the 
said  petition,  setting  forth  that  Mr.  Dorsey  desired  the  establishment  of 
the  station  at  Hammonds  Crossing  in  order  that  he  might  develop  some 
real  estate  which  he  had  purchased  in  that  vicinity;  and  further  alleging, 

1.  That  the  stations  in  that  vicinity  are  reasonably  close. 

2.  That  Hammonds  Crossing  is  located  on  a  very  dangerous  curve. 

3.  That  the  Company  has  constantly  refused  to  locate  stops  on  dangerous 
curves,  believing  that  the  danger  to  the  traveling  public  is  minimized. 

The  case  was  set  for  hearing  on  November  30th,  1914,  upon  which  date 
testimony  was  taken  and  argument  made  by  coimsel  for  the  respective 
parties.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  argument,  the  Commission,  speaking 
through  its  chairman,  announced  that  it  would  require  the  respondent  to 
re-establish  a  station  in  compliance  with  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  and 
an  order  to  that  effect  was  duly  filed. 

A  petition  for  a  re-hearing  of  the  case  was  filed  by  the  respondent  on 
January  7th,  1916,  and,  after  answer  and  hearing  thereon,  the  Commission 
passed  an  order  granting  a  re-hearing  of  the  case,  and  fixing  the  8th  day 
of  February,  1915,  as  the  date  thereof,  upon  which  date  the  parties  were 
present  in  person,  and  by  coimsel,  and  testimony  was  taken  and  argument 
heard. 

In  the  petition  for  a  re-hearing,  the  respondent  sets  forth  various  matters 
of  fact  and  of  law  as  to  why  a  re-hearing  should  be  granted,  and  as  to  why 
the  former  order  of  the  Commission  should  be  rescinded,  and  furthermore 
tenders  itself  ready  to  remove  Belvoir  Station  from  its  present  location  to 
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•  •      •  •    •

a  point  .38  miles  ifgAi^  ^ammonds  Groflsing  and  to  acquire  a  right-of-way 
from  a  point  6iC»Jt}^€r  road  to  Annapolis  to  the  said  new  location.  The 
petition  alto  alleges: 


''Tl^sft'eu^  new  location  of  said  Belvoir  Station  is  to  furnish  ample, 
re49<V'<^'lc  ^^^  convenient  facilities  to  the  complainants,  and  to  the  public 
*/^^«rall7,  and  by  re-locating  said  Belvoir  Station,  as  aforesaid,  there  will 
.  .be  avoided  the  danger  of  a  stop  on  a  curve  and  cut/' 

This  offer  on  the  part  of  the  respondent  introduces  a  new  element  of  fact, 
and  one  that  we  think  is  entitled  to  favorable  consideration,  when  taken  in 
connection  with  other  facts  established  by  the  testimony  at  the  first  hearing 
and  at  the  re-hearing. 

It  appears  from  the  record  in  the  case  that  some  fourteen  or  fifteen  years 
ago  when  the  road  of  the  respondent  company  was  operated  by  steam  that 
there  was  maintained  at  Hammonds  Crossing  for  several  years  a  public 
station,  but  that  no  station  was  maintained  during  that  period  at  Iglehart 
where  a  station  is  now  located.  Since  the  road  has  been  operated  by  electric 
power  there  has  been  no  station  at  Hammonds  Crossing.  The  nearest 
stations  to  that  point  are  Iglehart,  which  is  .62  of  a  mile  from  Hammonds 
Crossing,  on  the  east,  and  Belvoir  Station,  which  is  .78  of  a  mile  distant, 
-on  the  west,  and  Crownsville,  which  is  .78  of  a  mile  distant  from  Belvoir. 
Belvoir  Station  has  heretofore  been  located  on  private  property,  with  no 
public  right-of-way  out  to  the  public  county  road,  but  under  the  tender 
made  by  the  respondent,  it  is  offered,  after  the  removal  of  the  station  .4  of 
a  mile  nearer  to  Hammonds  Crossing,  to  purchase,  or  condemn,  the  right- 
of-way  from  such  new  location  to  the  county  road,  over  which  the  public 
will  have  free  and  full  access.  The  testimony  further  shows  that  within  a 
half  mile  of  Hammonds  Crossing,  to  the  south  of  the  railroad,  there  are 
very  few  houses,  some  of  the  witnesses  alleging  that  there  are  five,  another 
eight,  and  one  witness  claiming  there  are  as  many  as  ten,  while  one  witness 
fixed  the  total  population  occupying  these  houses,  including  children  of  all 
ages,  at  about  thirty-five.  The  coimtry  is  strictly  an  agricultural  section, 
sparsely  populated,  with  little  prospect  of  rapid  growth  in  the  near  future, 
though  in  the  summer  time,  as  in  most  rural  communities,  the  permanent 
population  is  somewhat  added  to  by  visitors  and  boarders  from  the  city 
seeking  the  refreshment  of  rural  life. 

Under  these  circumstances,  taking  into  consideration  the  small  number 
of  people  to  be  benefited  by  the  establishment  of  a  station  at  Hammonds 
Crossing,  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  the  Company  proposes  to  remove 
Belvoir  Station  .4  of  a  mile  nearer  to  that  crossing,  and  to  give  the  public 
a  right-of-way  thereto,  we  do  not  think  that  this  Commission  is  justified, 
on  the  groimd  of  public  convenience  and  adequacy  of  service,  to  exercise 
the  power — assuming  that  the  Commission  has  that  power— -of  compelling 
the  respondent  company  to  establish  a  new  station  in  a  certain  location. 

Inasmuch  as  the  aforesaid  offer  of  the  respondent  company  has  caused 
the  Commission  to  take  a  different  view  of  the  facts,  we  deem  it  unnecessary 
to  discuss  the  legal  propositions  involved  in  these  proceedings.  Being  con- 
vinced that  the  public  convenience  for  the  present  will  be  adequately  served 
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by  the  existing  service,  in  connection  with  the  removal  of  Belvoir  Station 
to  the  new  location,  we  shall  pass  an  order  rescinding  our  former  order  in 
these  proceedings  and  dismissing  the  complaint.

The  Public  Service  Commission  Law  as  originally  enacted  provided  that 
the  Commission  should  have  power  by  order  to  fix  the  standard  illuminate 
ing  power  and  purity  of  gas,  but  made  no  provision  for  the  establishment 
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of  a  heating  value  standard.  Believing  that  the  interests  of  the  people  of 
tlie  State  would  be  best  served  by  having  the  law  changed  so  as  to  enable 
the  Commission  to  fix  a  standard  or  standards  for  the  heating  value, 
either  in  addition  to  a  candlepower  standard  or  in  substitution  therefor, 
the  Commission  was  instrumental  in  having  the  law  amended  at  the  1914 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  so  that  the  Commission  shall 

.  "Have  power  by  order,  to  fix  from  time  to  time  such  reasonable 
standards  as  it  may  deem  proper  for  the  measurement  of  the 
purity  of  gas,  and  of  the  illuminating  power  of  gas,  and  of  the 
heating  power  of  gas  for  lighting,  heating,  or  power  purposes, 
whetlier  natural  gas  distributed  or  sold,  or  gas  manufactured, 
distributed,  or  sold  by  persons  or  gas  corporations  for  such  light- 
ing, heating,  or  power  purposes,  and  to  prescribe  from  time  to 
time  the  efficiency  of  the  electric  supply  system,  of  the  current 
supplied,  and  of  the  lamps  furnished  by  the  persons  or  electrical 
corporations  generating  and  selling  electric  current,  and  by  order 
to  require  said  natural  or  other  gas  to  equal  the  standards  so 
fixed  by  it,  and  to  prescribe  from  time  to  time  the  reasonable 
minimum  and  maximum  pressure  at  which  said  natural  or  other 
gas  shall  be  delivered  by  said  persons  or  gas  corporations." 

Conference  of  September,  1014. 

Under  the  authority  so  conferred  upon  the  Commission,  a  call  was  issued 
on  July  22,  1014,  to  a  conference  to  be  held  at  the  offices  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  22nd  day  of  September,  1014,  and  the  two  following  days, 
between  the  Commission,  its  engineers  and  experts,  and  the  persons  and 
corporations,  or  their  representatives,  supplying  gas  within  the  State,  for  a 
full  discussion  of  all  the  matters  pertaining  to  gas  service,  and  with 
special  reference  to  the  following: 

(1)  Accuracy  of  Meters. 

(2)  Calorific  Value. 

(3)  Candle  Power. 

(4)  Composition. 

(5)  Installation. 

( 6 )  Pressure. 

The  Assistant  General  Counsel  to  the  Commission  was  assigned  to  assist 
the  Commission  in  the  matter  of  securing  and  presenting  data  in  connec- 
tion therewith.  Invitation  to  attend  the  conference  was  extended  to  the 
Bureau  of  Standards,  Department  of  Commerce,  and  to  the  Public  Service 
Commissions  of  nearby  States,  as  well  as  to  Associations  and  individuals 
who  miglit  be  particularly  interested  in  the  investigation. 

At  the  first  conference  practically  all  of  the  utilities  in  the  State  were 
represented  and  much  testimony  was  taken  regarding  the  subject  matter 
of  the  investigation. 
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Tentative  Rules  and  Regulations, 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  first  conference  the  Commission  set  about 
the  preparation  of  a  tentative  draft  of  Rules  and  Regulations  with  respect 
to  the  character  and  standards  of  gas,  and  rules  prescribing  standards  for 
the  testing  of  gas  meters,  their  accuracy,  etc.  This  draft  was  completed 
in  due  course,  and  a  copy  thereof  served  upon  each  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration engaged  in  the  manufacture,  etc.,  of  gas  in  the  State  of  Maryland. 
At  the  same  time  the  6th  day  of  January,  1915,  and  the  two  succeeding 
days  were  set  apart  for  a  further  conference  at  the  offices  of  the  Com- 
mission for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  tentative  standards  and  rules. 

Conference  of  January^  1916. 

At  this  second  conference  the  rules  as  embodied  in  the  tentative  draft 
were  taken  up  seriatim.  As  to  some,  all  parties  were  at  once  agreed, 
while  others  precipitated  considerable  discussion  pro  and  con.  By  thus 
treating  each  rules  separately  and  individually  ample  opportunity  was 
giv^n  all  interested  parties  to  express  themselves  as  to  the  merits  of  each 
ruie,  and  produce  such  evidence  in  support  of  their  contentions  as  was 
deemed  desirable.  Since  the  conclusion  of  the  conference  the  Commission 
has  been  engaged  in  modifying  such  of  the  rules  included  in  the  tentative 
draft  as  seemed  necessary  and  desirable  in  view  of  the  additional  discus- 
sion at  the  second  conference,  and  after  full  consideration  a  set  of  rules  has 
been  provided  which,  it  is  believed,  will  amply  meet  the  situation,  and 
which  are,  therefore,  unnecessary  to  be  discussed  here. 

Single  or  Double  Standard, 

Consideration  of  the  question  of  the  standard  or  standards  to  govern  the 
illuminating  power  of  gas  and  the  heating  power  of  gas  has  not  been  with- 
out difficulty.  Should  a  double  or  single  standard  be  adopted?  And  if  a 
single  standard,  what  should  be  the  basis  for  the  standard,  the  lighting  or 
candlopower  value,  or  the  heating  or  calorific  value  of  the  product? 

In  deciding  this  question,  we  must  consider  the  purposes  for  which  the 
gas  is  used  and  the  amount  of  gas  used  for  the  respective  purposes.  The 
users  of  gas  are  divided  into  two  classes: 

(1)  Those  who  use  the  product  "for  illumination  with  a  flat 
flame  burner; 

(2)  Those  who  use  the  product  for  heating  or  power  purposes. 
This  second  use  includes  gas  used  for  all  purposes  except  for  illu- 
mination in  flat  flame  burner. 

The  earlier  standards  obtaining  in  the  various  States,  including  our 
own,  recognized  only  the  illuminating  power.  The  tendency  to  get  away 
from  this  and  to  substitute  in  lieu  thereof  a  standard  which  has  the  calorific 
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value  as  the  basis  is  in  actuality  due  to  the  evolution  of  the  gas  industry. 
In  the  infancy  of  the  industry,  in  fact  until  ten  or  twelve  years  ago,  the 
great  percentage  of  all  the  gas  manufactured  was  used  for  lighting  pur- 
poses,  and  of  the  gas  so  used  for  lighting  practically  the  whole  amount 
was  consumed  in  open  flame  burners.  With  the  development  of  the  Wels- 
bach  burner,  which  has  been  on  the  market  since  about  1903,  the  use  of 
gas  for  illuminating  purposes  in  open  flame  burners  has  steadily  declined. 

Coincident  with  this  decrease  for  lighting  purposes,  due  to  the  intro- 
duction of  Welsbach  burners  and  the  more  general  use  of  electric  current 
for  lighting  in  competition  with  gas,  the  use  for  cooking  and  other  heating 
purposes  has  been  steadily  increasing. 

The  invention  and  perfection  of  other  household  utilities,  such  as  the 
hot  water  heater,  the  gas  heater  for  the  rapid  heating  of  rooms,  the  gas 
iron,  and  other  appliances  for  domestic  use,  has  added  to  the  demand. 

Aside  from  the  varied  domestic  uses  to  which  gas  is  put,  its  adaptability 
to  more  general  use  for  industrial  purposes  has  been  demonstrated.  We 
now  find  gas  extensively  used  in  gas  engines,  and  hundreds  of  other  indus- 
trial uses.  Needless  to  say,  its  efficiency  for  such  purposes  is  determined 
solely  by  its  heating  value,  and  it  seems  only  to  depend  upon  the  design  of 
the  proper  gas  using  apparatus  to  increase  still  further  the  demand  for 
heating  purposes.  To  determine  exactly  the  extent  to  which  gas  is  now 
used  for  lighting  and  heating  purposes  is  impracticable,  if  not  impossible. 

The  testimony  shows  that  in  Baltimore  City  and  in  Maryland  generally, 
it  is  estimated  that  from  90  to  94%  of  the  total  consumption  of  gas  is 
for  heating  purposes,  and  from  6  to  10%  used  in  the  flat  flame  burners, 
or  for  illuminating  purposes.  These  percentages  are  not  accurate,  but  it 
was  the  best  evidence  obtainable.  We  should  select  a  standard  which  will 
enable  the  consumer  to  obtain  the  greatest  amount  of  value  for  the  price 
paid,  and  as  the  evidence  shows  that  at  least  00%  of  the  total  consump- 
tion of  gas  in  Maryland  is  used  for  heating  purposes  and  not  more  than 
10%  used  for  lighting  with  flat  flame  burners,  with  a  constantly  increasing 
demand  for  its  use  for  heating  and  a  decreasing  demand  for  its  use  for 
such  lighting,  it  follows  that  the  Commission  should  adopt  such  a  standard 
as  will  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  great  majority  of  users.  Especially  is 
this  true  from  our  view  of  the  case,  if  that  can  be  done  without  damage 
or  injury  to  the  minority  users.  The  question  naturally  arises,  how  can 
this  be  done?  The  answer  is,  that  those  who  now  use  the  flat  flame 
burners  for  illumination  can,  by  the  installation  and  adjustment  of  the 
Welsbach  burners,  at  small  initial  cost,  in  place  of  the  flat  flame  burners, 
become  members  of  the  majority  class.  By  so  doing,  the  consumption  of 
gas  will  be .  materially  lessened  and  at  the  same  time  the  illumination 
greatly  increased,  with  the  result  to  the  consumer  of  higher  efficiency  at 
less  expense. 

This  is  demonstrated  from  exhibits  filed  by  the  engineer  of  the  Wehbach 
Company,  from  which  the  following  comparisons  of  the  cost  of  lighting 
with  the  open  flame  and  Welsbach  burners  are  obtained:

In  making  these  comparisons  the  cost  of  the  Welsbach  mantle  is  includedi 
the  price  and  the  candle  power  of  gas  being  based  upon  those  now  eflfective 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

In  further  support  of  this  theory,  we  find  that  the  following  States, 
where  standards  have  been  established  by  State  Commissions,  single  heat- 
ing value  standards  have  been  adopted:

also,  in  New  York  a  Committee  composed  of  twelve  members,  among  whom 
are  to  be  found  the  names  of  those  who  are  authorities  on  the  subject, 
after  three  years'  careful  investigation  reported  in  favor  of  the  adoption 
of  the  single  standard  heating  value.  The  Bureau  of  Standards,  through 
its  expert,  Mr.  McBride,  while  testifying  in  the  instant  case  said: 

"As  a  generalization  I  do  not  favor  double  standards.  For  the 
one  exception  that  there  is  a  considerable  demand  in  open  flame 
lighting  I  would  favor  an  additional  standard  for  candle  power, 
but  I  see  nothing  in  this  case  to  indicate  an  origin  in  favor  of  a 
double  standard." 

Where  artificial  gas  is  required  to  be  of  sufficient  heating  value,  the 
illuminating  power  thereof  will  ordinarily  be  found  to  be  ample  to  meet 
the  needs  of  those  who  still  retain  the  open  flame  burners.  Unfortunately, 
however,  there  is  no  established  ratio  between  the  heating  and  illuminating 
power  of  gas.  The  evidence  before  the  Commission  shows  that  the  main- 
tenance of  two  standards  would  greatly  increase  the  difficulty  of  operation, 
and  to  require  the  same  might  increase  the  cost  of  production  beyond  all 
degree  of  possible  benefit. 

We,  therefore,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  exceptions  hereinafter  con- 
tained, have  determined  upon  i^  single  standard,  which  standard  shall 
recognize  and  be  predicated  upon  the  heating  or  calorific  value  of  the 
product  exclusively,  as  best  meeting  the  conditions  in  Maryland. 
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Measure  of  Heating  Value. 

We  are  now  confronted  with  the  question  of  the  measure  of  that  stan- 
dard. The  scientific  standard  is  the  one  that  will  be  conducive  to  the 
greatest  efficiency;  efficiency  of  production  and  distribution  upon  the  part 
of  the  company,  efficiency  in  use  upon  the  part  of  the  customer;  as  ex- 
pressed by  the  Bureau  of  Standards,  the  delivery  of  the  most  heat  to  the 
consumer  for  the  dollar.  What  is  this  standard  expressed  in  British 
thermal  units  ?  Two  States,  viz.,  Wisconsin  and  New  York,  have  conducted 
extended  investigations,  gathered  much  data,  and  made  careful  research 
in  endeavoring  to  answer  this  question.  Other  States  have  undertaken  the 
solution  of  the  question,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  the  same  careful  study 
on  such  an  extended  scale  has  been  made  as  in  the  two  above  named.  The 
studies  made  by  these  States  have  been  generally  helpful  to  State  Com- 
missions wherever  the  question  has  been  raised  since  the  adoption  of  the 
standard  in  Wisconsin,  and  the  filing  of  the  report  of  the  Investigation 
Committee  in  New  York. 

The  Public  Service  Commission  of  New  York,  Second  District,  appointed 
a  joint  committee  to  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the  necessity  for  a 
calorific  standard  and  all  questions  necessary  and  incident  thereto.  The 
personnel  of  this  Committee  included  representatives  of  the  Commission 
as  well  as  representatives  of  the  companies  operating  throughout  the 
State.  Composed  entirely  of  highly  trained  men,  it  includes  some  of  the 
acknowledged  authorities  of  the  gas  industry.  The  subject  was  approached 
from  every  angle  and  full  consideration  given  every  element  before  a  final 
conclusion  was  reached. 

This  Committee,  after  three  years  of  continuous  research  and  investiga- 
tion, having  had  the  assistance  of  the  laboratories  of  the  Commission  and 
of  tests  made  at  sixteen  gas  plants  in  the  State,  and  the  results  of  numer- 
ous experiments  conducted  elsewhere  to  aid  it  in  its  conclusions,  issued  a 
voluminous  report  recommending  the  adoption  of  a  single  calorific  standard, 
in  place  of  the  candlepower  standards  in  eiTect  for  the  diiTerent  kinds  of 
gas.  The  following  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Committee  as  to  the  standard 
it  recommends  for  adoption: 

"Taking  all  these  conflicting  factors  into  consideration  it  is  the 
judgment  of  the  Committee  that  a  total  heat  value  not  exceeding 
570  British  thermal  units  monthly  average  measured  at  the  point 
where  the  gas  leaves  the  manufacturing  plant,  corrected  to  a  tem- 
perature of  60  F.  and  to  a  pressure  of  30  inches  of  mercury,  as 
measured  by  the  rules  of  the  Committee  accompanying  this  report, 
is  the  standard  which  will  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  people  of 
New  York  State." 

The  report  of  the  New  York  Committee  is,  owing  to  the  character  and 
ability  of  its  members  and  the  extended  investigations  antecedent  Yo  the 
final  report,  entitled  to  much  weight  m  a  proceeding  of  this  kind. 
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In  Wisconsin  the  standard  was  fixed  at  about  the  B.t.u.  found  to  be 
furnished  by  the  companies  throughout  the  State  at  the  time  the  standard 
was  adopted.  In  New  York  the  standard  recommended  was  slightly  lower 
than  the  average  B.t.u.  found  to  be  furnished  at  the  time  the  report  was 
filed.  From  these  precedents,  and  in  accordance  with  our  own  judgment, 
we  believe  that  in  establishing  a  heating  value  standard,  one  of  the  strong 
factors  to  be  considered  is  the  heating  value  of  the  gas  being  supplied  at 
the  time  the  standard  is  adopted.  The  standard  should  approximate  this 
value  as  far  as  possible,  unless  it  is  affirmatively  shown  that  greater 
efficiency  could  be  obtained  by  the  establishment  of  a  different  standard. 

The  gas  being  supplied  at  the  present  time  by  the  Consolidated  Gras 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  of  Baltimore  has  a  heating  value  not 
far  from  600  B.t.u.  Owing  to  the  meager  testing  facilities  in  use  by  the 
other  companies  throughout  the  State,  it  is  impossible  to  determine  with 
any  degree  of  accuracy  the  quality  of  the  gas  now  being  furnished  by  such 
companies,  but  from  such  tests  as  are  available  the  calorific  value  is  be- 
lieved to  be  approximately  600  B.t.u. 

We  find  that  where  other  State  commissions  have  established  standards 
to  govern  the  calorific  value  of  gas  the  standard  is  in  each  case  not  far 
from  600  B.t.u.  The  following  list  shows  that  out  of  eight  States  (the 
District  of  Columbia  being  included  as  a  State),  which  we  consider  as 
being  nearly  comparable  to  conditions  in  Maryland,  where  standards  have 
been  adopted,  the  standard  has  in  six  States  been  set  at  600  B.t.u.:

The  recommendation  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards  to  be  found  in  its  Cir- 
cular No.  32,  page  29,  issued  March  10,  1915,  is  in  the  following  language: 


''It  appears  to  the  Bureau  that  unless  by-product  or  unenriched 
coal  gas  is  to  be  delivered  a  requirement  of  600  B.t.u.  is  reason- 
able and  in  general  more  economical  than  a  lower  value  (except 
when  on  local  cubic  foot  basis  in  a  city  of  low  barometric  pres- 
sure) ;  and  although  this  generalization  will  not  hold  in  every  case, 
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it  appears  reasonable  that  where  a  company  desires  to  distributee 
gas  of  less  than  600  B.t.u.  the  burden  of  proof  should  rest  upon 
the  company  to  show  that  the  local  conditions  are  such  as  to  per- 
mit better  service  with  a  lower  heating  value.  If  the  number  of 
heat  units  to  be  delivered  for  the  dollar  is  greater  with  less  than 
600  B.t.u.j  then  such  lower  value  may  be  allowed;  certain  condi- 
tions where  this  may  be  the  case  have  already  been  made  clear." 

The  whole  evidence  in  the  case  shows  the  range  to  be  from  570  B.t.u. 
to  625  B.t.u.  As  the  gas  supplied  at  present  in  Maryland  is  approximately 
600  B.t.u.  with  fair  satisfaction  to  the  consumer,  and  as  the  weight  of  the 
evidence  conclusively  shows  that  around  600  B.t.u.  is  to  be  found  the 
scientific  standard,  we  have  determined  to  adopt  600  B.t.u.  as  the  value 
of  the  heating  standard  for  the  State  of  Maryland.  This,  however,  should 
not  be  done  in  the  case  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company  of  Baltimore  without  an  adjustment  of  the  rate. 

Relation  Between  Standard  and  Rate. 

The.  present  inquiry  is  not  a  rate  case,  and  theoretically  tlie  scientific 
standard  should  be  first  established  and  then,  should  the  operation  of  the 
standard  demonstrate  the  necessity  or  desirability  of  a  rate  adjustment, 
the  rate  question  should  be  handled  in  a  subsequent  proceeding.  However, 
a  change  in  the  standard  without  an  adjustment  in  the  price  would  not 
be  desirable.  We  have  but  a  comparatively  short  time  ago  completed  a 
most  exhaustive  investigation  of  the  rates  charged  by  the  said  Consolidated 
Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  of  Baltimore,  and  it  is  not  desir- 
able, nor  would  it  be  pliysically  possible,  for  the  Commission  again  to 
thoroughly  investigate  the  question  of  rates  for  that  particular  utility 
within  the  next  two  years.  Those  rates  were  fixed  upon  the  assumption 
not  only  that  they  were  fair  and  adequate  at  the  date  of  the  order,  but 
that  they  would  remain  fair  and  adequate  for  some  years  to  come,  and 
until  new  rates  could  be  established  in  due  course.  For  the  present,  there- 
fore, we  must  assume  that  they  are  fair  and  adequate,  and  that  they  were 
based  upon  the  assumption  that  the  company  would  continue  to  manu- 
facture gas  at  least  approximately  the  quality  and  kind  it  was  manu- 
facturing at  the  date  of  such  order.  The  Commission  is  now  engaged  in 
the  investigation  of  the  rates,  aiTairs,  etc.,  of  the  United  Railways  and 
Electric  Company  of  Baltimore  City,  and  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac 
Telephone  Company,  the  investigation  of  the  last  named  company  being 
state-Avide  in  its  scope.  Aside  from  these  two  most  important  investiga- 
tions there  are  several  others  which  are  now  in  the  preliminary  stages, 
and  which,  while  not  as  extensive  as  the  first  two,  will  in  the  aggregate 
involve  much  work  and  of  necessity  consume  considerable  time. 

In  the  meantime,  it  would  be  unwise  to  fix  an  unscientific  standard, 
meaning  thereby  a  standard  whereby  the  greatest  efficiency  would  not  be 
obtained  for  the  price  paid.  Nor  would  it  be  wise  or  just  to  fix  a  single 
standard  which,  while  insuring  a  good  and  efficient  quality  of  gas,  would 
still  permit  a  saving  in  the  cost  of  manufacture  as  compared  with  the 
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present  cost  without  a  consequent  reduction  in  the  price  paid  by  the 
consumer.  The  question  of  standards  is  so  interwoven  with  that  of  rates 
that,  if  we  are  to  establish  a  scientific  standard,  we  must  at  the  time  of 
fixing  the  standard  take  into  consideration  the  effect  of  such  standard  upon 
the  cost  of  production.  If  the  cost  of  production  is  materially  changedj 
either  increased  or  decreased,  the  result  should  of  necessity  be  reflected 
in  the  rates;  and,  for  the  reason  stated,  it  is  impracticable,  as  well  as 
physically  impossible,  thoroughly  to  investigate  at  this  time  the  said 
Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  of  Baltimore,  the 
corporation  which  distributes  and  controls  the  entire  output  of  gas  and 
electricity  for  Baltimore  City.  This  corporation  has  over  120,000  cus- 
tomers who  use  gas,  and  approximately  fifty  millions  of  dollars  invested 
in  its  enterprise,  distributed  among  thousands  of  security  holders;  any 
change  of  standard  would,  therefore,  affect  such  a  large  number  of  persons, 
either  as  consumers  or  investors,  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
the  rate  and  the  standard  be  settled  at  the  same  time,  if  it  be  possible. 

While  it  is  true,  as  above  stated,  that  only  from  6  to  10%  of  the  entire 
output  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  is  con- 
sumed through  the  flat  flame  burner,  the  fact  remains  that  those  who 
regularly  or  occasionally  use  the  flat  flame  burner  are  numbered  by  the 
thousands.  Practically  every  patron  of  the  company,  whether  his  con- 
sumption is  mainly  for  power,  heating  or  incandescent  lighting  purposes, 
uses  one  or  more  flat  flame  burners,  and  will  thereby  be  affected  to  a 
greater  or  a  less  degree  by  the  elimination  of  the  candlepower  standard. 
For  this  inconvenience  they  should  be  recompensed  in  some  way,  and  we 
can  conceive  of  no  fairer  recompense  than  to  distribute  among  all  the 
patrons  of  the  Company  at  least  a  part  of  the  saving  which  would  be 
effected  by  the  Company  through  the  abolishment  of  the  existing  candle- 
power  standard. 

It  would  certainly  not  be  fair  or  just  for  this  Commission  to  incon- 
venience this  great  number  of  consumers  by  abolishing  the  candlepower 
standard,  and  give  the  Company  the  benefit  of  a  profit  which  for  the 
present,  and  under  the  circumstances  above  recited,  we  must  assume  would 
be  in  addition  to  a  fair  return. 

We  have  decided,  therefore,  to  make  an  adjustment  of  the  rate  for  that 
company  to  conform  to  the  standard  adopted,  and  have  informed  ourselves 
with  all  the  available  data  on  the  subject  in  an  effort  to  establish  a  fair 
net  price  for  gas  to  the  utility  and  consumer  alike  for  the  quality  supplied. 
This  method  is  not  as  satisfactory  nor  as  scientific  as  a  rate  established 
in  a  case  heard  for  that  purpose  alone,  and  will,  therefore,  necessarily  be 
'subject  to  adjustment  in  the  future,  and  be  either  increased  or  decreased, 
as  the  results  warrant. 

To  do  otherwise  Avould  lead  either  to  the  adoption  of  an  unscientific 
standard  as  above  defined,  or  else  allow  the  company  to  produce  a  gas  at 
a  lower  cost  to  it  without  any  saving  to  the  consumer  during  the  two  years 
or  more  before  the  question  of  rates  could  be  disposed  of.  •  To  fix  a  rate 
under  the  circumstances,  which  would  be  just  and  equitable  to  all  con- 
cerned, is  indeed  most  difficult. 
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Saving  in  Coat  Through  Eeduction  in  Heating  Value. 

The  effort  is  made  more  difficult  for  the  reason  that  the  elements  of  cost 
which  enter  into  the  gas  distributed  by  the  said  Consolidated  Gas  Electric 
Light  and  Power  Company  are  not  constant  and  do  not  vary  in  any  rela- 
tion to  each  other.  The  gas  distributed  by  this  said  company  to  its  cus- 
tomers is  a  mixed  gas,  i.  e.,  a  mixture  of  carburetted  water  gas  manu- 
factured by  the  company,  and  of  coke-oven  gas,  which  is  a  by-product  gas 
distributed  from  the  works  of  the  Maryland  Steel  Company  at  Sparrow's 
Point.  The  proportion  of  coke-oven  gas  received  by  it  depends  upon  the 
conditions  of  manufacture  at  the  steei  works  of  the  said  Maryland  Steel 
Company;  the  coke-oven  gas  sent  out  to  Baltimore  will,  therefore,  vary 
from  time  to  time,  not  only  in  amount  but  as  to  quality  (by  quality  in 
coke-oven  gas  is  meant  its  heating  value  expressed  in  B.t.u*s).  As  the 
quantity  of  gas  received  from  Sparrows  Point  varies,  the  amount  of  car- 
buretted water  gas  manufactured  by  the  said  company  must  necessarily 
vary,  and  while  it  is  possible  to  maintain  a  reasonably  uniform  heating 
value  in  the  manufactured  gas,  it  is  not  possible  to  control  within  narrow 
limits  the  resulting  heating  value  in  the  mixed  gas  due  to  the  variation 
in  the  quality  of  coke-oven  gas. 

While  in  the  period  under  investigation  prior  to  the  reduction  in  rates, 
the  quantity  of  coke-oven  gas  received  from  Sparrows  Point  averaged  about 
30%  of  the  total  gas  distributed  by  the  said  company,  the  actual  quantities 
varying  between  24  and  40%,  the  heating  value  of  the  same  gas  varied 
between  509  and  576  B.t.u.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  in  addition  to  the 
necessity  for  manufacturing  carburetted  water  gas  to  maintain  the  total 
quantity  necessary  for  consumption,  at  the  same  time  it  is  necessary  to 
vary  the  quality  of  the  manufactured  gas  to  produce  a  result  in  mixed  gas 
to  conform  to  a  scientific  standard  to  be  fixed  for  a  heating  value. 

By  reason  of  a  falling  off  in  the  supply  of  coke-oven  gas  subsequent  to 
the  rate  reduction,  an  increasing  proportion  of  carburetted  water  gas  was 
required  to  be  manufactured,  the  quality  of  which  manufactured  gas  be- 
came the  value  of  the  total  gas  distributed,  when  in  December,  1913,  the 
supply  of  coke-oven  gas  from  Sparrows  Point  entirely  ceased.  This  condi- 
tion continued  until  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  year,  when  the  supply 
of  coke-oven  gas  began  and  has  been  slowly  increasing  in  proportion  until 
this  time,  and  consequently,  as  the  proportion  of  coke-oven  gas  increased 
and  the  proportion  of  carburetted  water  gas  necessary  to  be  manufactured 
decreased,  the  benefit  resulting  from  the  heating  value  of  the  coke-oven 
gas  will  be  more  and  more  reflected  in  the  heating  value  of  the  mixed  gas 
distributed  by  the  said  company.  This  will  clearly  indicate  that  the  said. 
Consolidated  Company  must  at  all  times  be  prepared  to  manufacture  a 
carburetted  water  gas  of  a  heating  value  and  in  quantity  which  may  vary 
from  that  necessary  when  all  the  gas  distributed  is  manufactured  gas,  to 
a  point  where  the  mixed  gas  contains  as  much  as  30  to  40%  of  coke-oven 
gas  with  its  consequent  value  in  the  mixture  in  heating  value. 
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An  extract  is  here  quoted  from  a  report  of  Charles  E.  Phelps,  Jr.,  Chief 
Engineer  to  the  Commission,  regarding  the  relation  of  the  reduced  price  of 
gas  with  the  reduced  quality,  under  these  conditions: 


"The  following  summary  will  give  the  changes  in  costs  of  oil 
on  the  basis  of  the  company  receiving  30%  coke  oven  gas  and  also 
on  the  basis  of  receiving  no  coke  oven  gas  from  Sparrows  Point; 
the  maximum  heating  value  being  taken  at  640  B.t-u's  which  was 
the  average  value  of  gas  distributed  by  the  Consolidated  Company 
from  December,  1910,  to  July  1,  1913,  at  which  time  the  reduced 
rate  went  into  eifect,  although  by  inspection  of  the  second  table 
before  given  it  will  be  seen  that  the  heating  value  as  an  average 
for  certain  periods  had  been  much  in  excess  of  this.

"The  second  column  in  the  above  table  represents  a  deduction 
from  actual  conditions  from  data  submitted  by  the  company  and 
which  are  undoubtedly  accurate. 

"The  third  column  under  the  heading  "Factor"  needs  some 
explanation.    In  analyzing  the  range  of  figures  over  the  percent- 
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ages  of  coke  oven  gas  in  the  mixture,  the  heating  Talue  of  suoh 
coke  oven  gas,  the  resultant  heating  values  as  determined  by  the 
Bureau  of  Standards,  together  with  other  variables  have,  when 
viewed  from  any  direction,  conclusively  indicated  that  the  amount 
of  oil  required  per  100  B.t.u's  was  not  the  same  at  570,  600  and 
640.  These  data  lead  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  critical  heating 
value  for  this  particular  gas  at  which  the  results  from  the  oil 
are  most  efficient  and  economical.  I  am  not,  however,  able  defi- 
nitely to  state  just  what  this  critical  point  is.  My  figures,  how- 
ever, which  have  been  put  into  the  form  of  curves  produce  the 
resultant  factors  of  colunm  three. 

"The  interpretation  of  these  factors  is  simply  this:  if  it  takes 
one  gallon  of  oil  to  produce  X  B.t.u's  at  a  total  value  of  670 
B.t.u's,  then  it  will  take  1.08  gallons  of  oil  to  produce  X  B.t.u's 
at  a  final  value  of  600,  and  1.20  gallons  to  produce  X  B.t.u's  at 
640.  No  matter  from  what  direction  I  have  approached  the  effect 
of  increasing  or  decreasing  the  B.t.u's  in  the  gas,  it  is  increasingly 
evident  that  this  condition  actually  obtains. 

"In  raising  the  heating  value  of  a  gas  there  are  certain  manu- 
facturing elements  which  enter  into  increasing  the  cost  in  addition 
to  merely  the  amount  of  oil  used.  These  matters  were  covered  in 
some  detail  before  the  Commission  at  its  hearings  on  January  6, 
7,  and  8th  as  indicated  in  the  testimony,  substantially  pages  169 
to  190  and  pages  269  to  284.  This  specific  testimony  seems  to 
relate  more  particularly  to  smaller  companies  outside  of  Balti- 
more, but  it  is  evident  that  to  an  extent  at  least  .it  would  be 
applicable  to  any  gas  company  manufacturing  carburetted  water 
gas." 

In  corroboration  of  this  report,  from  the  above  quoted  Circular  of  the 
Bureau  of  Standards,  there  is  taken  the  following  table  showing  the  varia- 
tions in  cost  for  producing  gases  of  heating  values  of  670.  600  and  630 
B.t.u's :

It  will  be  seen  that  thia  table  goes  to  630  B.t.u'8,  while  the  actual 
B.t.u'8  as  an  average  of  more  than  two  years  prior  to  the  rate  reduction 
of  the  gas  actually  furnished  by  the  Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and 
Power  Company  as  finally  determined  and  reported  by  the  Bureau  of 
Standards  was  645  B.t.u'8,  and  the  net  rate  as  reduced  SOf . 

By  adjusting  this  table  to  the  actual  conditions,  we  find:

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Bureau  of  Standards  finds  the 
difference  between  630  and  600  B.t.u's  amounted  to  4.4f .  By  still  further 
adjusting  this  table  to  the  value  of  reductions  below  645  B.t.u's,  which 
was  the  value  prior  to  the  rate  reduction,  it  is  found  that  a  reduction  in 
price  consequent  upon  reducing  the  heating  value  to  600  B.t.u'8  would 
amoimt  to  6.15^.  This  reduction  of  5.15f  in  pripe,  being  a  reduction  in 
the  heating  value  from  645  to  600  B.t.u's,  is  comparable  to  and  in  support 
of  the  reduction  indicated  in  the  table  quoted  from  Mr.  Phelps'  report  of 
from  4.7  to  5.0*. 
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Conclusion, 

The  evidence  Batisfies  the  CommisBion  that  the  company  can  fiumiah 
a  gas  of  a  heating  value  of  600  B.t.u.  without  the  candle  power  re- 
quirement, which  will  prove  efficient,  at  a  saving  of  approximately  5  cents 
net  per  1000  cubic  feet  under  what  it  will  cost  to  produce  gas  of  the 
quality  furnished  at  the  time  of  and  prior  to  the  rate  reduction.  This 
should  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  users,  and  when  reduced  to  dollars 
we  find  will  effect  a  saving  to  the  customers  of  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  who  use  gas,  of  approximately  $200,- 
000  annually,  which  fact,  together  with  the  other  evidence  in  the  case, 
justifies  the  adoption  of  a  single  standard  heating  value  requirement, 
although  it  at  the  same  time  might  make  it  necessary  for  the  users  of 
open  fiame  burners  (about  6  to  10%  of  the  total  consumption)  to  ex- 
pend small  amounts  to  adjust  their  fixtures  so  as  to  get  the  greatest 
efficiency  out  of  the  gas  used  under  the  new  standard. 

This  matter  being  one  for  fixing  standards  and  not  for  the  adjustment 
of  rates,  it  is  questionable  whether  any  order  directing  the  company  to 
reduce  the  rate  could  be  sustained;  we,  therefore,  have  decided  that  un- 
less the  company  voluntary  reduces  its  rate  when  the  new  standard 
becomes  effective  in  accordance  with  the  findings  of  the  Commission,  to 
wit:  five  cents  net  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  the  Commission  will  not  per- 
mit a  single  standard  of  heating  value  to  become  effective  by  the  Con- 
solidated Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company,  but  will  adopt  a  double 
standard  of  the  quality  of  gas  furnished  by  the  said  company  prior  to  the 
rate  reduction,  to  be  maintained  by  it  at  its  present  rate,  until  such  a 
time  as  the  Commission  can  investigate  the  rates  of  said  company. 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  companies  affected  by  this  order  begins  July  1, 
1915.  We  feel,  therefore,  that  any  order  passed  herein  should  become 
effective  on  that  day,  so  that  the  results  of  each  year's  work  will  be 
comparable. 

An  order  will  be  passed  adopting  the  rules  which  were  practically 
agreed  upon  in  conference,  and  which  it  was  not  considered  necessary 
to  discuss,  and  adopting  those  which  are  here  discussed,  in  conformity 
with   this   opinion.

This  case  having  been  duly  heard  and  full  investigation  of  the  mat- 
ters and  things  involved  having  been  had,  and  the  Commission  having  on 
the  date  hereof  made  and  filed  an  opinion  containing  its  findings  of  fact 
and  conclusions  thereon,  which  said  opinion  is  hereby  referred  to  and 
made  a  part  hereof. 

It  Is,  Thebefobe,  This  seventeenth  day  of  April,  Nineteen  Hundred  and 
Fifteen,  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland; 

i^titttif  ^^^^  ^^  ^^^  after  July  first.  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fifteen, 
the  following  Rules  shall  become  and  be  eiTective: 

GENERAL  RULES. 

A.  Applicaiion  of  Rules,  The  following  rules  shall  apply  to  all  per- 
sons, firms,  associations  or  corporations,  both  private  and  municipal, 
now  or  hereafter  engaged  as  a  public  utility  in  the  business  of  furnish- 
ing gas  to  domestic  or  commercial  consumers  within  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, except  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  adoption  of  these  rules  shall 
in  no  way  preclude  the  Commission  from  altering  or  amending  the  same, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  or  from  requiring  any  other  or  additional  service, 
equipment,  facility  or  standard,  either  upon  complaint  or  upon  its  own 
motion  or  upon  the  application  of  any  utility.  And,  furthermore,  these 
rules  shall  not  in  any  way  relieve  any  utility  from  any  of  its  duties 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

B.  Definitions,  The  word  "Commission"  used  in  these  rules  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  the   Public   Service  Commission  of   Maryland. 

The  word  "consumer"  used  in  these  rules  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation,  either  private  or  municipal, 
supplied  with  gas  by  any  public  utility. 

The  word  "utility"  as  used  in  these  rules  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
any  public  utility  referred  to  in  the  first  paragraph    (A). 

C.  Interruptions  to  Service,  Each  utility  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
interruptions  to  service  upon  its  entire  system,  or  larger  divisions 
thereof,  including  a  statement  as  to  the  time,  duration  and  cause 
of    any    such    interruption.     The    utility    shall   also    keep    a    record    of 
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the  inBtallation  and  period  of  use  of  all  district  regulators  and  the  daily 
use  of  manually  operated  regulators,  used  for  the  maintenance  of  uni- 
form gas  pressure.  These  records  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  in- 
spection of  an  authorized  representative  of  the  Commission. 

D,  Inspection  of  Plant  and  Equipment,  Each  utility  shall  inspect  its 
plant  and  distributing  equipment  and  facilities  in  such  manner  and 
with  such  frequency  as  is  in  accord  with  good  practice,  in  order  that  the 
same  may  be  maintained  in  proper  condition  for  use  in  rendering  safe 
and  adequate  service. 

E,  Testing  Facilities,  Each  utility  shall,  on  or  before  December  31, 
1915,  provide  itself  with  an  approved  type  of  meter  prover  having  not 
less  than  five  cubic  feet  capacity  when  full.  A  suitable  location  must  be 
provided  for  the  prover  with  facilities  for  adjusting  the  water  temperature. 
The  meter  prover  will  be  bottled  by  the  Commission  with  its  standard 
cubic  foot  bottle  which  has  previously  been  calibrated  and  certified  by 
the  Bureau  of  Standards,  Washington,  D.  C.  The  accuracy  of  the  prover 
having  been  established  to  within  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  the  prover 
will  be  sealed  and  certified  for  use  in  testing  the  service  meters;  and  no 
prover  after  the  above  date  shall  be  used  which  has  not  been  so  sealed 
and  certified. 

Each  utility  having  annual  sales  of  gas  of  15,000,000  cubic  feet  per 
annum,  or  more,  shall  on  or  before  December  31,  1015,  provide  and  main- 
tain a  calorimeter  and  all  necessary  accessories  therefor.  Each  utility 
whose  sales  exceed  15,000,000  cubic  feet  per  annum,  but  do  not  exceed 
30,000,000  cubic  feet  per  annum,  shall  determine  the  heating  value  of  the 
gas  supplied  by  it  on  at  least  three  days  of  each  week.  Each  utility 
whose  sales  exceed  30,000,000  cubic  feet  per  annum  shall  determine  the 
heating  value  of  the  gas  supplied  by  it  on  each  working  day. 

F,  Records  of  Tests  of  Gas  and  of  Meters,  (1)  A  complete  record  of 
the  tests  made  under  these  rules  of  the  quality  and  condition  of  service 
shall  be  kept  by  each  utility  accessible  to  the  Commission  at  all  times. 
The  record  so  kept  by  each  utility  shall  contain  complete  information 
concerning  each  test,  including  the  date  and  hour  when  and  the  place 
where  the  test  was  made,  the  name  of  the  inspector  conducting  the  test, 
the  result  of  the  test,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required 
by  these  rules  or  as  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time  direct  or  as 
the  utility  making  the  test  may  deem  desirable. 

(2)  Whenever  any  service  meter  is  tested  the  original  test  record  shall 
be  preserved,  indicating  the  information  necessary  for  identifying  the 
meter,  the  reason  for  making  the  test,  the  reading  of  the  meter  upon 
removal  from  service,  and  the  result  of  the  test,  together  with  all  data 
taken  at  the  time  of  the  test  in  sufficiently  complete  form  to  permit  the 
convenient  checking  of  the  methods  employed  and  the  calculations. 

(3)  A  record  shall  also  be  kept,  numerically  arranged,  indicating  for 
each  meter  owned  or  used  by  any  utility  the  date  of  purchase,  a  record 
of  the  use,  repairs,  and  tests  to  which  it  has  been  subjected,  and  its 
present  location. 
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0.  Iteporta  to  the  Commiaaion.  Each  utility  shall  report  to  the  Gom- 
miasion  as  and  when  called  upon  the  results  of  all  tests  required  to  be 
made,  or  the  information  contained  in  any  records  required  to  be  kept 
by  the  utility. 

H,  Accidents,  Each  utility  shall  as  soon  as  possible  report  to  the  Com- 
mission each  accident  happening  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  its 
property,  facilities,  or  service,  wherein  any  person  shall  have  been  killed 
or  injured  to  the  extent  of  three,  or  more,  days*  disability  or  whereby 
any  property  damage  in  excess  of  $150  shall  have  been  caused.  Such 
first  report  shall  later  be  supplemented  by  as  full  a  statement  as  is 
possible  of  the  cause  and  details  of  the  accident  and  the  precautions,  if 
any,  which  have  been  taken  to  prevent  similar  accidents.  And,  further- 
more, each  utility  shall  give  all  reasonable  assistance  to  the  Commission 
in  the  investigation  of  the  cause  of  and  suitable  means  for  prevention 
of  any  such  accidents. 

/.  Complaints.  Kach  utility  shall  make  a  full  and  prompt  investiga- 
tion of  all  complaints  made  to  it  by  its  consumers,  either  directly  or 
through  the  Commission,  and  it  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  complaints  re- 
ceived, which  shall  show  the  name  and  address  of  the  complainant,  the 
date  and  character  of  the  complaint,  and  the  adjustment  or  disposal 
made  thereof.    This  record  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  Commission. 

J,  Information  for  Cotisumera,  Each  utility  shall  give  to  its  con- 
sumers such  information  and  assistance  as  is  reasonably  possible,  in  or- 
der that  consumers  may  secure  safe  and  efficient  service  and  may  pur- 
chase lamps  and  appliances  properly  adapted  to  the  service  furnished. 
Each  utility  shall  inform  each  consumer  of  any  such  change  made  or 
proposed  to  be  made  in  any  condition  as  to  its  service  as  would  aiTect 
the  safety  of  operation,  or  would  require  changes  in  or  adjustments  of 
the  appliances  or  equipment  which  may  be  in  use  by  said  consumer.  Each 
utility  supplying  metered  service  shall  adopt  means  to  inform  its  con- 
sumers as  to  the  method  of  reading  meters,  in  some  form  to  be  readily 
understood  by  the  consumer. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  exhibition  meter  be  kept  on  display  in  each 
commercial  office  maintained  by  a  utility. 

A'.  Meter  Readings  and  Bill  Forms,  (1)  Each  service  meter  (except 
proportional  meters)   shall  read  directly  in  cubic  feet  of  gas. 

(2)  Bills  rendered  to  consumers  for  metered  service  shall  show  the 
readings  of  the  meter  for  the  beginning  and  ending  of  the  period  for 
which  the  bill  is  rendered,  the  number  of  cubic  feet  supplied,  the  date 
of  the  meter  readings  and  the  price  per  thousand  feet. 

(3)  Each  utility  having  prepayment  meters  in  service  shall  at  the  end 
of  each  collection  period  inform  the  consumer  of  the  readings  of  the 
meter  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  period  and  the  amount  of  money 
taken  from  the  meter  for  the  period  corresponding  to  the  meter  readings. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  a  utility  having  in  service  proportional  meters,  the 
Commission  will  prescribe  the  necessary  rules  to  suit  the  specific  con- 
ditions of  each  case. 
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L.  Meter  Rentals  and  Deposits  from  Consumers,  (1)  No  meter  rental 
shall  be  charged  by  any  utility  for  any  service  meter  installed  by  it  for 
measurements  upon  which  bills  are  rendered;  provided,  however,  that  in 
cases  where  service  meters  are  used  as  sub-meters  to  a  main  meter  a 
minimum  charge  for  such  sub-meter  may  be  established  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commission. 

(2)  No  utility  shall  require  from  any  consumer  or  prospective  con- 
sumer a  deposit  intended  to  pay  for  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost  of  ex- 
tension or  installation  of  service,  except  under  rules  and  regulations  ap- 
proved by  the  Commission  and  set  down  in  the  published  schedules  of 
the  utility. 

(3)  Any  utility  may  require  from  any  consumer  or  prospective  con- 
sumer a  deposit  intended  to  guarantee  payment  of  current  bills.  Such 
required  deposit  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  an  estimated  sixty  days' 
bill  of  such  consumer;  or,  in  the  case  of  a  consumer  whose  bills  are  pay- 
able in  advance,  it  shall  not  exceed  an  estimated  thirty  days'  bill  for 
such  consumer.  In  any  case  the  minimum  deposit  shall  be  two  dollars. 
Interest  shall  be  paid  by  the  utility  upon  such  deposits  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  upon  the  return  of  the  deposit,  or  an- 
nually upon  request  of  the  consumer  or  at  the  option  of  the  utility,  for 
the  time  such  deposit  was  held  by  the  utility  and  the  consumer  was 
served  by  the  utility  unless  such  period  be  less  than  six  months. 

SPECIAL   RULES 

1.  Definition  of  a  Cubic  Foot,  (a)  For  the  testing  required  by  these 
rules,  one  cubic  foot  of  gas  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  amount  of  gas 
which  occupies  a  volume  of  one  cubic  foot  when  saturated  with  water 
vapor  and  at  sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit  and  under  a  pressure  of  thirty 
inches  of  mercury. 

(h)  For  the  purpose  of  measurement  of  gas  to  a  consumer,  a  cubic  foot 
of  gas  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  amount  of  gas  which  occupies  a  volume 
of  one  cubic  foot  under  the  conditions  existing  in  such  consumer's  meter 
as  and  where  installed. 

2.  Heating  Value.  Each  utility  supplying  manufactured  gas  shall  sup- 
ply gas  which  at  any  point  within  one  mile  of  the  manufacturing  plant 
shall  have  a  monthly  average  total  heating  value  of  not  less  than  600 
British  thermal  imits  per  cubic  foot,  and  at  no  time  shall  the  heating 
value  of  the  gas  at  such  point  be  less  than  650  British  thermal  units 
per  cubic  foot;  provided,  that  in  case  any  utility  finds  it  impracticable 
to  manufacture  gas  of  the  heating  value  aforesaid  at  reasonable  cost  to 
the  consumer,  and  shall  file  an  application  with  the  Commission  so 
stating,  the  Commission,  after  such  investigation  of  the  facts  as  it  may 
deem  proper  to  make,  may  by  special  order  establish  a  lower  standard 
of  heating  value  for  such  particular  utility. 

Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  standard  of  heating  value  above 
prescribed  is  in  lieu  of  and  in  substitution  for  the  standard  of  illuminat- 
ing power  of  gas  heretofore  prescribed  by  law;  provided,  however,  that 
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right  and  power  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  Ck>miQis8ion  to  keep  supervision 
over  and  require  the  maintenance  of  a  sufficient  candle  power  to  insure 
adequacy  of  service  in  all  respects;  and  of  its  own  motion  or  upon  com- 
plaint, to  pass,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  orders  to  such  effect 
in  the  case  of  any  particular  utility  or  utilities  subject  to  its  jurisdiction. 

To  obtain  the  monthly  average  total  heating  value  of  a  gas  the  re- 
sults of  all  tests  of  heating  value  made  on  any  day  during  the  calendar 
month  shall  be  averaged,  and  the  average  of  all  such  daily  averages  shall 
be  taken  as  the  monthly  average. 

In  the  case  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company 
of  Baltimore  there  shall  be  maintained  until  the  further  order  of  this 
Commission  two  standards,  to-wit: 

(1)  A  heating  value  of  not  less  than  645  British  themtal  units 
per  cubic  foot,  calculated  and  measured  as  herein  provided  in  the 
case  of  utilities  generally  throughout  the  State,  and  at  no  time 
shall  the  heating  value  of  the  gas  furnished  by  it  be  less  than 
595  British  thermal  units,  calculated  and  measured  as  aforesaid; 

(2)  An  illuminating  power  of  not  less  than  20  sperm  candles 
of  six  to  the  pound,  and  burning  at  the  rate  of  120  grains  of 
spermaceti  per  hour,  tested  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than  one 
mile  from  the  place  of  manufacture  by  a  burner  consuming  five 
cubic  feet  of  gas  per  houi*. 

To  obtain  the  monthly  average  total  heating  value  of  a  gas 
the  results  of  all  tests  of  heating  value  made  on  any  day  during 
the  calendar  month  shall  be  averaged,  and  the  average  of  all 
such  daily  averages  shall  be  taken  as  the  monthly  average. 

Provided,  the  said  Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany of  Baltimore  shall  have  the  right  to  put  into  effect  a  single  standard 
which  at  any  point  not  less  than  one  mile  from  the  manufacturing  plant 
shall  have  a  monthly  average  total  heating  value  of  not  less  than  600 
B.t.u's,  with  not  less  than  550  B.t.u's  at  any  time,  on  condition  that  it 
reduces  the  price  of  gas  to  its  customers  to  85^  gross,  with  76^  net  if 
paid  within  ten  days  after  the  reading  of  the  meter,  for  every  1000  cubic 
feet  of  gas  supplied  by  it  to  its  customers  in  the  territory  now  served 
by  it  or  that  may  be  served  by  it  hereafter  until  the  further  order  of 
this  Commission  in  the  premises. 

3.  Purity  of  Qaa.  (a)  Hydrogen  Sulphide.  All  manufactured  gas  dis- 
tributed in  this  State  shall  not  contain  more  than  a  trace  of  hydrogen 
sulphide.  The  gas  shall  be  considered  to  contain  not  more  than  a  trace 
of  hydrogen  sulphide  if  a  strip  of  white  filter  paper  moistened  with  a 
solution  containing  five  per  cent,  by  weight  of  lead  acetate  is  not  dis- 
tinctly darker  than  a  second  paper  freshly  moistened  and  with  same 
solution  after  the  first  paper  has  been  exposed  to  the  gas  for  one  minute 
in  an  apparatus  of  approved  form  through  which  the  gas  is  flowing  at 
the  rate  of  approximately  five  cubic  feet  per  hour,  the  gas  not  impinging 
directly  from  a  jet  upon  the  test  paper. 
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(h)  Total  Sulphur  and  Ammonia.  All  manufactured  gas  distributed  in 
this  State  shall  contain  in  each  one  hundred  cubic  feet  not  more  than 
thirty  grains  of  total  sulphur  and  not  more  than  ten  grains  of  ammonia. 

(c)  Tests  of  Gas  Purity.  Each  utility  supplying  manufactured  gas  shall 
daily  test  the  gas  leaving  its  holders  for  the  presence  of  hydrogen  sul- 
phide in  the  manner  specified.  Each  utility  supplying  manufactured  gas 
whose  sales  exceed  one  hundred  million  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  year  shall 
provide  and  maintain  such  apparatus  and  facilities  as  are  necessary  for 
the  determination  of  total  sulphur  and  ammonia  in  gas;  and  each  such 
utility  shall  regularly  determine  the  amount  of  total  sulphur  and  am- 
monia in  the  gas  distributed  by  it;  provided,  however,  that  any  such 
utility  supplying  only  water  gas  or  oil  gas,  or  mixtures  of  these,  shall 
not  be  required  to  provide  apparatus  or  make  determinations  of  the 
amount  of  ammonia  in  gas. 

4.  Pressure  of  Qas.  [a)  The  pressure  of  gas  supplied  by  any  utility, 
as  measured  at  the  outlet  of  the  utility's  service  pipe  to  any  consumer, 
shall  never  be  less  than  two  inches  nor  more  than  six  inches  of  water 
pressure,  except  as  the  Commission  may  give  permission  for  the  main- 
tenance of  some  higher  pressure;  provided,  however,  that  the  maximum 
pressure  on  any  one  day  at  any  service  outlet  shall  never  be  greater 
than  twice  the  minimum  pressure  on  that  day  at  that  outlet. 

(6)  Any  utility  supplying  natural  gas  qhall  not  be  deemed  to  have  vio- 
lated the  preceding  paragraph  of  this  rule  if  it  can  be  shown  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  Commission  that  variations  in  gas  pressure  occurring 
are  due  to  extraordinary  demand  in  extreme  weather  or  to  inadequacy  of 
supply,  which  is  clearly  beyond  the  control  of  the  utility. 

(c)  Each  gas  utility  shall  maintain  on  its  distributing  system  at  least 
one  recording  gas- pressure  gauge  for  each  district  of  its  distributing 
system;  and  no  utility  shall  maintain  less  than  two  such  recording  pres- 
sure gauges. 

5.  Oas  Meter  Accuracy  and  Teats,  No  gas  service  meter,  whether  new, 
repaired  or  removed  from  service  for  any  cause,  shall  be  used  on  any 
consumer's  premises  (a)  if  it  is  not  in  good  condition  and  order;  (b) 
if  it  has  incorrect  gear  ratio;  (c)  unless  it  has  been  previously  tested 
and  found  to  be  accurate  within  one  per  cent.,  provided  that  in 
testing  a  number  of  new,  repaired  or  removed  meters  not  more 
than  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  tested  shall  exceed  an  error 
of  one  per  cent,  and  no  meter  to  exceed  an  error  of  two  per  cent.  The 
accuracy  of  a  meter  shall  be  considered  to  have  been  established  when 
upon  at  least  two  consecutive  runs  from  a  certified  prover  properly  main- 
tained and  operated,  they  agree  within  one-half  of  one  per  cent. 

No  meter  shall  be  placed  in  service  unless  its  accuracy  has  been  es- 
tablished and  has  been  approved  and  scaled  with  the  establishment  seal 
of  the  Commission. 
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The  test  rate  of  flow  for  any  meter  shall  be  six  cubic  feet  per  hour 
per  light  capacity,  and  at  the  lowest  practicable  pressure  and  with  tem- 
peratures uniformly  adjusted.  The  meters  to  be  tested  must  be  kept  in 
the  same  room  with  the  prover  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  hours 
before  the  test.  Care  must  be  exercised  that  all  connections  and  the 
meter  itself  are  free  from  leaks.  Upon  any  question  arising  as  to  the 
result  of  the  test  of  a  service  meter,  the  conclusive  test  shall  be  made 
with  gas. 

6.  Meter  Testing  on  Request  of  Consumers,  (a)  Each  gas  utility  shall, 
at  any  time  when  requested  by  a  consumer,  test  the  accuracy  of  the  meter 
in  «use  by  him;  provided,  (1)  that  the  meter  in  question  has  not  been 
tested  either  by  the  utility  or  by  the  Commission  within  one  year  pre- 
vious to  such  request;  and  (2)  that  the  consumer  will  agree  to  accept  the 
result  of  the  test  made  by  the  utility  as  determining  the  basis  for  set- 
tling the  difference  claimed.  No  charge  shall  be  made  to  the  consumer 
for  any  such  test.  A  report  giving  the  result  of  every  such  test  shall 
be  made  to  the  consumer  requesting  it. 

{h)  Upon  formal  application  by  a  consumer  to  the  Commission  a  test 
will  be  made  of  the  consumer's  meter  as  soon  as  practicable  by  an  in- 
spector of  the  Commission.  The  application  for  such  test  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  deposit  of  the  amount  fixed  by  the  following  schedule: 

For  each  meter  not  exceeding  10  lights'  capacity,  $1.00. 
From  10  lights,  not  exceeding  45  lights'  capacity,  $2.00. 
Exceeding  45  lights'  capacity,  a  fee  depending  upon  the   ex- 
pense to  the  Commission  of  making  such  test. 

If  the  meter  is  found  to  be  more  than  two  per  cent,  fast  the  deposit 
will  be  returned  to  the  consumer  by  the  Commission  and  the  amount 
thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  Commission  by  the  utility.  If  the  meter 
is  found  to  be  two  per  cent,  or  less  fast  the  deposit  will  be  retained  and 
turned  into  the  treasury  of  the  State, 

7.  Acceptance  of  Rules,  Each  utility  affected  by  these  rules  shall  notify 
the  Commission  within  five  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  certified  copy 
thereof  of  their  acceptance  of  their  terms  and  conditions  Upon  failure 
of  any  utility  so  to  notify  the  Commission  such  failure  will  be  construed 
as  an  acceptance  of  such  terms  and  conditions.

To  All  PeraonSy  Aaaociations  of  Persons,  Incorporated  or  Othertoiae,  Operat- 
ing Automobiles  or  Motor  Cars  or  Motor  Vehicles  for  Public  Use  in  the 
Conveyance  of  Passengers  or  Property  Within  the  State  of  Maryland: 

The  General  Assembly  in  1914  amended  the  Public  Service  Commission 
law  by  providing  that  the  term  "common  carrier"  when  used  in  the  law 
shall  include  all  automobile  transportation  companies  and  all  persons  and 
associations  of  persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not,  operating  automobiles 
or  motor  cars,  or  motor  vehicles  for  public  use  in  the  conveyance  of  pas- 
sengers or  property  within  the  State  of  Maryland. 

Section  13  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  declares  that  every 
"common  carrier"  shall  furnish  with  respect  to  transportation  of  passengers 
such  service  and  facilities  as  shall  be  safe  and  adequate  and  in  all  respects 
just  and  reasonable.  The  same  Section  further  provides  that  the  Com- 
mission shall  have  general  supervision  of  all  common  carriers  transporting 
passengers  from  one  point  to  another  within  the  State  of  Maryland,  and 
shall  have  power  to  and  shall  examine  the  same  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
examined  and  keep  informed  as  to  their  general  condition,  and  the  manner 
in  which  their  lines  are  conducted  or  operated  within  the  State  both  with 
respect  to  adequacy,  security  and  accommodation  afforded  by  their  service 
and  also  with  respect  to  their  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law  and 
orders  of  the  Commission. 

Section  23  of  the  law  declares  that  whenever  the  Commission  shall  be 
of  the  opinion  that  the  regulations,  practices,  equipment,  appliances  or 
services  of  any  common  carrier  in  respect  to  any  services  or  transportation 
of  persons  are  unjust,  unreasonable,  unsafe,  or  unreasonably  improper  or 
inadequate,  the  Commission  shall  determine  the  just,  reasonable,  safe,  or 
reasonably  adequate  and  proper  regulations,  practices,  equipment,  appli- 
ances and  service  to  be  in  force  and  to  be  observed  in  respect  to  such 
transportation  of  persons,  and  shall  fix  and  prescribe  the  same  by  order 
to  be  served  upon  every  common  carrier  to  be  bound  thereby.  The  same 
section  further  declares  that  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission  repairs 
to  or  improvements  or  changes  in  any  motive  power  or  any  other  property. 
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equipments,  facilities  or  device  used  by  any  common  carrier  in  connection 
with  the  transportation  of  passengers  ought  reasonably  to  be  made,  or 
additions  should  reasonably  be  made  thereto  in  order  to  promote  the 
security  or  convenience  of  the  public  or  employes,  or  in  order -to  secure 
more  adequate  service  or  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
the  Ck>mmission  shall  make  and  serve  an  order  directing  such  to  be  made 
within  a  reasonable  time  and  in  a  manner  to  be  specified  therein.

(d)  Every  accident  shall  be  reported  to  the  Commission  not  later  than 
the  15th  of  the  month  following,  whether  covered  by  a  preliminary  report 
by  telephone  or  otherwise  of  all  classes  of  accidents  occurring  in  connection 
with  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  of  all  sorts  affected  with  a  public  use.

to  become  efTective  on  June  tenth,  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fifteen,  and  to 
continue  in  force  until  revoked  or  amended  by  further  order  of  this 
Commission : 

REGUT.ATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  OPERATION  OF  PUBLIC 

MOTOR  VEHICLES. 

1.  All  motor  vehicles  (hereinafter  called  public  busses)  engaged  in  the 
transportation  of  passengers  or  property  within  the  State  of  Maryland,  for 
which  service  a  charge  is  made,  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Com- 
mission to  the  same  extent  as  are  other  "common  carriers."  (See  Circular 
No.  48.) 

2.  All  public  busses  now  in  operation  shall  be  properly  registered  at  the 
office  of  the  Commission  before  June  1,  1915:  After  June  1,  1916,  it  shall 
be  unlawful  to  operate  any  public  bus  without  having  first  complied  with 
the  requirements  of  Circular  No.  48.  Upon  proper  registration,  the  owner 
or  owners  will  be  furnished  with  an  identification  card,  one  for  each  vehicle, 
whether  in  actual  operation  or  held  in  reserve.  Such  card  will  give  the 
name  and  address  of  owner  or  owners;  the  license  number  issued  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles;  the  maximum  numbers  of  persons  each 
vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  carry  at  any  one  time;  the  definite  route  to 
be  traveled,  and  the  schedule  of  operation  to  be  maintained.  Each  such 
public  bus  shall  follow  such  route,  and  maintain  such  schedule,  under  the 
provisions  of  Circular  No.  41  (providing  for  the  reporting  to  the  Com- 
mission of  "Interruptions  to  Service")  to  the  same  effect  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  said  Circular  No.  41  is  applicable  to  "Electric  Railways.*'  The 
identification  card  shall  be  carried  by  the  operator  of  the  public  bus,  upon 
the  vehicle  itself,  and  shall  always  be  presented  for  inspection  upon  the 
demand  of  an  authorized  representative  of  the  Commission,  or  other  legally 
constituted  State  or  Municipal  authority.  Failure  to  produce  said  card 
shall  subject  the  owner  or  owners  to  the  penalty  set  out  in  Circular  No.  48. 

3.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  any  public  bus  fails  to  render 
satisfactory  service,  or  is  operated  under  such  conditions  as  to  render  such 
service  inadequate,  unsafe  or  improper,  the  registration  of  such  public  bus 
shall  be  annulled  and  further  operation  prohibited. 

4.  All  the  provisions  of  Circular  No.  3-B  in  respect  to  "Accidents'*  shall 
be  applicable  to  public  busses  to  the  same  extent  that  they  are  applicable 
to  "Electric  Railways";  and  to  such  further  conditions  as  may  be  imposed 
by  any  revision  or  revisions  of  said  Circular  No.  3-B. 

5.  Each  public  bus  shall  be  provided  with  an  indicator,  counter  or  register 
upon  which  all  fares  collected  shall  be  registered,  showing  both  the  fares 
collected  during  the  current  trip,  and  also  the  total  fares  collected.  A 
permanent  record  shall  be  kept  by  the  owner  or  owners,  of  the  total  fares 
collected  during  each  tour  of  duty  of  each  public  bus;  giving  the  index  of 
the  register  when  first  starting  out,  and  the  index  at  the  end  of  the  day  or 
completion  oi  the  tour  of  duty. 
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6.  Violations  of  existing  laws  or  of  street  traffic  regulations  shall  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Commission,  cause  annulment  of  registration. 

7.  Public  busses  shall  adhere,  as  closely  as  is  practicable,  to  the  estab- 
lished routes  and  schedules ;  and  any  departures  therefrom  must  be  reported 
to  the  Commission  in  accordance  with  Section  2  of  these  Regulations. 

8.  Representatives  of  this  Commission  are  provided  with  appropriate 
badges  which  will  identify  them  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  public  busses. 

9.  Not  more  than  one  person  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  the  front  seat 
of  a  public  bus  in  addition  to  the  driver. 

10.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  ride  upon  the  top  of  any  public  bus, 
unless  such  top  has  been  designed  and  constructed  for  such  use,  and  is 
properly  provided  with  seats  and  protective  railings. 

11.  The  schedule  of  charges,  tariffs  and  rates  of  fare  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Commission^  before  becoming  effective,  as  provided  by  law  (Acts  of 
1010,  Chapter  180,  Section  16). 

12.  The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  arrange  or  rearrange  routes 
and  schedules  so  as  to  prevent  unnecessary  congestion  on  streets  and 
highways. 

13.  Sufficient  reserve  equipment  shall  be  maintained  in  good  operating 
condition  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  shall  be  necessary  to 
insure  the  reasonable  maintenance  of  the  established  routes  and  schedules. 

14.  The  maximum  number  of  persons  each  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to 
carry  at  any  one  time,  and  which  carrying  capacity  shall  be  designated  on 
the  identification  card  when  issued,  shall  be  based  upon  the  following 
rating;  this  rating  being  based  upon  the  total  length  of  seats  in  inches, 
allowing  sixteen  inches  per  passenger  when  such  number  so  4csignated  does 
not  exceed  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  chassis,  allowing  an  average  of  140 
pounds  per  passenger:

The  prosperity  of  the  City  of  Westminster  and  of  the  Western  Maryland 
Railway  Company  is  so  inter -dependent  that  we  cannot  refrain  from  ex- 
pressing regret  that  the  representatives  of  the  City  and  of  the  Railroad 
could  not  agree  between  themselves  upon  a  settlement  of  the  matters  at 
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issue  in  the  pending  controversy.  As  suggested  by  us  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  hearing,  as  well  as  subsequently,  such  an  agreement,  based  upon  the 
equitable  circumstances  of  the  case,  would  have  afforded  a  more  complete 
and  effectual  remedy  for  the  existing  differences  than  the  Commission, 
fettered  by  the  limitations  of  law,  is  able  to  give. 

But  neither  party  being  willing  \o  accept  the  compromise  proposition 
submitted  by  the  other,  we  must  deal  with  the  situation  according  to  the 
law,  apart  from  some  considerations  that  would  influence  our  judgment 
if  our  jurisdiction  was  complete  over  both  parties  and  we  could  deal  with 
all  the  equities  of  the  situation.  Inasmuch  as  the  merits  of  the  case  were 
fully  disclosed  at  the  hearing,  we  feel  disposed  to  venture  an  opinion  that 
a  fair  adjustment  of  the  dispute  would  be  for  the  Railroad  to  convey  its 
right-of-way  to  the  City  upon  the  understanding  and  agreement  that  the 
City  would  immediately  improve  the  same  and  forever  maintain  it  as  one 
of  its  public  thoroughfares.  But  we  cannot  compel  either  the  Railroad  or 
the  City  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement. 

In  the  twelfth  paragraph  of  the  petition  the  complainant  sets  forth: 
"That  the  land  owned  by  the  Railway  Company  and  purchased  as  aforesaid 
and  now  used  by  it  as  approaches  to  its  freight  station  and  yard  aforesaid, 
lies  in  low  ground  and  in  wet  weather  it  is  filled  with  deep  and  dangerous 
holes  and  is,  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  either  filled  with  mud  holes  or 
rough  and  uneven  places,  rendering  the  transportation  of  heavy  loads  of 
freight  over  it  difficult  and  unsafe,  particularly  in  view  of  the  large  and 
heavy  loads  of  farm  produce  and  freight  handed  over  it,  many  of  its  patrons 
using  teams  of  six  horses  or  mules,  and  hauling  from  three  to  five  tons 
at  a  load." 

These  allegations  are  fully  sustained  by  the  testimony  and  were  con- 
firmed by  the  personal  observation  made  by  the  members  of  the  Commission. 

The  testimony  in  the  case  further  shows  that  the  freight  station  of  the 
respondent  is  located  to  the  eastward  of  Main  Street,  in  the  City  of  West- 
minster, about  200  feet  therefrom,  and  that  it  is  approached  from  Main 
Street  by  an  alleyway,  40  feet  in  width,  running  back  a  distance  of  198 
feet  to  a  public  alley,  which  runs  parallel  with  Main  Street.  The  way 
running  from  Main  Street  to  the  said  alley  is  partly  owned  by  the  City 
and  partly  by  the  Railroad  Company,  each  owning  a  strip  of  about  20  feet 
in  width  and  ninning  from  the  street  to  the  rear  alley,  as  aforesaid.  After 
leaving  the  rear  alley,  for  a  distance  of  approximately  452  feet,  the  way  is 
the  private  property  of  the  respondent  and  the  distance  intervening  between 
the  Railroad's  private  property  and  the  County  Road  known  as  the  Man- 
chester Road,  a  distance  of  between  five  hundred  and  six  hundred  feet,  is 
owned  partly  by  the  City  of  Westminster  and  partly  by  the  County  of 
CarrolL  This  thoroughfare,  originally  intended  as  a  means  of  approach 
to  the  freight  station,  has  developed  into  a  busy  street,  much  traversed  by 
the  general  public.  Industrial  concerns,  having  no  connection  with  the 
Railroad,  have  sprung  up  on  both  sides,  and  the  thoroughfare  has  become 
the  principal  connecting  link  between  the  business  heart  of  Westminster 
and  the  fertile,  prosperous  and  populous  agricultural  section  which  skirts 
along  the  Manchester  Road.     A  tabulation  made  by  the  respondent,  and 
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which  impressed  us  as  having  been  fairly  and  impartially  made,  shows  that 
the  traffic  over  this  thoroughfare  by  patrons  of  the  railroad  was  much 
smaller  than  the  traffic  for  other  purposes,  the  proportion  being  about  one- 
third  to  two-thirds. 

It  would  be  futile  for  this  road  to  be  only  partially  repaired,  but  it 
should  be  improved  as  an  entirety. 

By  the  express  terms  of  Section  23  of  the  Public  Service  Ck>mmission  Law, 
this  Commission  was  given  authority  over  the  terminals  and  terminal 
facilities  of  all  common  carriers.  Without  pausing  to  demonstrate  that 
the  approach  to  a  railroad  station  is  a  part  of  its  terminal  facilities,  but 
resting  that  proposition  upon  its  obvious  common  sense,  we  are  next  to 
consider  the  kind  of  improvement  that  is  in  the  power  of  the  Commission 
to  authorize.  It  is  clear  that  adequate  facilities  and  convenient  service  are 
flexible  terms,  adaptable  to  the  conditions  and  circumstances  and  methods 
of  the  carrier,  and  to  the  character  and  nature  of  the  right-of-way  traversed 
by  it.  What  would  be  adequate  service  in  a  rural  neighborhood  would  be 
totally  inadequate  in  an  urban  section.  The  right-of-way  that  would  be 
ample  and  convenient  for  a  country  station,  or  in  a  sparsely  populated 
locality,  would  be  inadequate  and  unsuitable  in  a  town  or  city  terminal 
with  its  thickly  settled  environments.  Westminster  is  the  county  seat  of 
Carroll  County  with  a  population  of  3,500  inhabitants,  and  with  streets 
finely  paved  in  modern  fashion.  The  Manchester  Road  is  likewise  a  newly 
built  road,  improved  by  the  State.  Of  necessity,  the  link  connecting  the 
city  street  with  the  Manchester  Road  should  be  of  a  kind  in  keeping  with 
these  conditions.  Though  we  may  have  the  power  to  specify  in  our  order 
the  materials  to  be  used  in  the  improvement  of  this  connecting  thorough- 
fare, yet,  in  the  order  to  be  passed,  we  prefer  to  leave  that  to  the  judgment 
of  the  parties  themselves,  contenting  ourselves  with  the  general  statement 
that  any  improvements  made  should  be  in  keeping  with  the  surroundings. 

As  above  set  forth,  it  is  essential  that  the  thoroughfare,  for  its  entire 
length,  should  be  improved  in  order  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  railroad  and 
to  the  public,  and,  as  our  jurisdiction  is  limited  to  the  railroad  approaches, 
we  are  obliged  to  pass  a  conditional  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
situation.  The  question  that  remains  for  settlement  concerns  the  proportion 
of  cost  that  should  be  imposed  upon  the  parties.  We  must  deal  with  the 
facts  as  they  appear  today.  However  much  it  may  appear  that  when  the 
respondent  purchased  its  private  right-of-way  it  had  in  contemplation  the 
improvement  thereof,  at  its  own  expense,  yet,  the  passing  years  have  made 
important  changes  in  the  circumstances.  In  view  of  the  public  character 
of  this  thoroughfare,  the  volume  of  general,  other  than  railroad,  traffic 
over  it,  the  fact  that  other  industries  are  located  on  it,  it  does  not  seem 
to  us  that  even  the  entire  cost  of  improving  its  own  part  of  the  thorough- 
fare should  be  placed  upon  the  Railroad  Company.  We  think  that  justice, 
BO  far  as  our  jurisdiction  can  administer  it,  makes  it  fair  for  us  to  pass  an 
order  that  the  respondent  company  shall  repair  and  improve  that  part  of 
the  approach  and  street  leading  to  its  freight  station,  owned  by  it,  in  a 
suitable  manner,  having  in  view  the  condition  and  character  of  the  city 
streets  and  county  road  with  which  it  connects,  provided  that  the  City  of 
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Westminster  shall  agree  to  pay  one-half  of  the  expense  of  making  such 
improvement  and  provided  that  the  City  of  Westminster  shall  agree  to 
improve  that  part  or  parts  of  said  thoroughfare,  which  is  public  and  belongs 
to  it,  in  a  manner  similar  to  the  improvements  to  be  made  by  the  Railroad, 
so  that  the  entire  roadway  from  Main  Street  to  the  end  of  the  city  limits 
may  be  improved  at  the  same  time,  with  like  materials  and  in  like  manner. 
There  remains  a  small  detail  concerning  the  tracks  of  the  respondent  where 
they  cross  the  alley  at  its  intersection  with  Main  Street.  We  think  the 
Railway  Company  should  make  these  tracks  safe  and  convenient,  as  prayed 
in  the  petition,  and  shall  so  order.

The  application  herein,  filed  with  the  Commission  on  February  26th,  1916, 
is  for  authority  to  issue  bonds  of  the  applicant  to  the  amount  of  $25,000 
for  the  purpose  of  (1)  capitalizing  the  earnings  of  the  company  expended 
prior  to  April  1st,  1914,  in  the  extension  and  improvement  of  its  plant, 
amounting  to  $13,574.45,  as  permitted  under  Chapter  445,  Acts  of  1914 
(Section  34^  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law) ;  and  (2),  to  provide 
funds  to  pay  for  further  extensions  and  permanent  improvements  in  its 
plant  and  system,  as  outlined  in  detail  by  exhibit  filed  with  the  application. 
The  bonds  to  be  issued  to  capitalize  the  earnings  expended  are  not  to  be 
sold  or  distributed,  but  are  to  be  issued  as  treasury  bonds. 

The  case  was  heard,  after  due  notice  by  advertisement,  on  March  12th, 
1915,  no  one  appearing  at  this  hearing  to  protest  the  application.  Applicant 
offered  testimony  in  support  of  its  application. 

By  order  of  this  Commission  entered  on  the  11th  day  of  January,  1911, 
The  Suburban  Water  Company  was  permitted,  among  other  things,  to  issue 
its  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $75,000  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  6%  per 
annum,  payable  semiannually  and  secured  by  first  mortgage  upon  all  of  the 
property  of  the  company.  This  order  further  provides  that  "the  said 
$75,000  of  bonds  may  be  part  only  of  series  of  bonds  secured  by  first  mort- 
gage or  deed  of  trust  upon  the  property  aforesaid  and  all  other  property 
that  the  said  company  may  acquire;  provided  such  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust  shall  be  of  a  form  and  to  a  trustee  to  be  approved  by  this  Commission 
and  shall  contain  provisions  prohibiting  the  issue  of  additional  bonds  there- 
under except  for  the  acquisition  of  additional  property  or  other  purpose 
to  be  approved  by  this  Commission."  Under  the  authority  so  conferred  the 
petitioner  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  1911,  made  mortgage  deed  of  trust 
to  the  Baltimore  Trust  Company  for  its  property  to  secure  an  authorized 
issue  of  $250,000  of  bonds.  As  set  out  in  application  said  mortgage  deed  of 
trust  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

''The  remainder  of  said  authorized  issue,  to  wit,  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  bonds,  aggregating  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars  ($175,000),  shall  be  forthwith  executed  by  said 
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Water  Company  and  deposited  in  the  treasury  of  said  Trustee  and 
issued  by  said  Water  Company  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  other 
property  appropriate  and  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  the  Water

demand,  as  fully  and  completely  as  if  the  same  were  required  by  a  special 
order  of  the  Commission  in  the  premises.

The  evidence  in  this  case  shows  that  for  more  than  twenty  years  prior  to 
March,  1915,  the  respondent  maintained  at  its  Parkton  station  a  station- 
master  and  one  assistant  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  but  that  in 
March,  1915,  by  way  of  retrenchment  made  necessary  by  reduction  in  freight 
rates,  it  dispensed  with  the  services  of  such  assistant;  that  since  that  date 
all  of  the  duties  at  this  important  station  have  devolved  upon  the  station- 
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master,  who  has  been  required  to  go  on  duty  at  5  A.  M.  and  remain  on 
duty  constantly,  with  twenty  minute  intermissions  for  his  meals,  until 
7.40  P.  M.;  that  the  duties  of  the  station-master  are  to  furnish  patrons 
information  which  may  be  desired,  sell  tickets,  receive,  deliver  and  check 
baggage,  receive  and  deliver  freight  and  express  packages,  and  perform  all 
the  other  manifold  duties  of  station-master. 

The  complainants  contend  that  the  station-master  who  has  had  sole 
charge  of  the  Parkton  office  since  March  last  is  overworked,  with  the  result 
that  patrons  of  the  Company  are  subjected  to  much  inconvenience  and 
many  unreasonable  delays  in  transacting  business  at  this  point.  Numerous 
instances  of  such  inconvenience  and  delays  were  g^ven  in  the  testimony. 
The  complainants  further  contend  that  the  present  practice  of  the  Company 
in  relieving  the  station-master  from  duty  at  7.40  P.  M.,  thus  making  no 
provision  for  the  aceonunodation  of  passengers  arriving  on  train  No.  207 
from  Baltimore  or  those  arriving  or  departing  by  train  No.  32  from  Harris- 
burg,  en  route  to  Baltimore,  results  in  great  inconvenience  to  the  complain- 
ants and  other  patrons  of  the  Company. 

The  evidence  further  shows  that  the  former  assistant  at  this  point  was 
paid  $32.50  per  month,  and  that  the  patronage  of  these  two  trains  last 
above  referred  to  is  very  slight  so  far  as  Parkton  is  concerned. 

Considering  all  the  evidence  before  it,  the  Commission  is  clearly  of  the 
opinion  that  the  station  service  furnished  by  the  respondent  at  its  Parkton 
station  is  wholly  inadequate,  and  that  such  inadequacy  can  be  corrected 
by  the  reinstatement  of  an  additional  employe  to  assist  the  station-master 
in  the  performance  of  his  many  duties  at  this  point. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  evidence  to  indicate  that  the  Company's  business 
at  this  point  is  any  less  at  the  present  time  than  it  was  prior  to  March, 
1915.  Before  that  date,  as  we  have  seen,  it  was  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
pany that  an  assistant  to  the  station-master  was  reasonably  required.  The 
necessity  for  a  general  retrenchment  in  operating  expenses  was  the  only 
reason  given  by  the  respondent  for  dispensing  with  the  services  of  such 
assistant.  But  since  that  date  the  Company  has  made  a  5%  increase  in  its 
freight  rates  and  approximately  20%  increase  in  its  passenger  rates.  In 
view  of  these  facts  it  will  not  suffice  for  the  Company  to  retrench  to  the 
extent  of  this  $32.50  a  month  at  the  expense  of  its  patrons. 

If  the  Parkton  station  is  so  far  unprofitable  to  the  Company  as  to  justify 
its  discontinuance  entirely,  the  law  points  out  the  way  in  which  it  can 
lawfully  be  discontinued  upon  a  proper  showing  to  that  effect. 

But  so  long  as  the  Company  chooses  to  maintain  this  station  service  at 
all,  it  must  maintain  adequate  service. 

An  order  will  be  passed  accordingly.

Shipments  moved  over  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  from  Ashland  to  Balti- 
more and  thence  over  line  of  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to 
destination. 

Slag  ordinarily  moves  at  same  rate  applied  to  crushed  stone  and  rate  on 
the  latter  commodity  of  60  cents  per  net  ton  between  points  involved  was 
established  on  November  Ist,  1914.  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Ck>mpany  filed 
with  this  Commission  on  May  1st,  1915,  effective  June  1st,  1915,  Supple- 
ment No.  4  to  its  tariff  GO — P.  S.  C.  Md.

This  is  an  application  by  the  Hyattsville  Gas  &  Electric  Company  of 
Hyattsville,  Maryland,  for  authority  to  issue  first  mortgage  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $101,000  for  the  purpose  of  refunding  outstanding  obligations, 
represented  by  promissory  notes,  to  the  amount  of  $65,000.00  and  capitaliz- 
ing earnings  invested  in  the  plant  to  the  amount  of  $36,000.00,  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  34%,  Chapter  445,  of  the  Acts  of  1014. 

An  examination  of  the  books  of  the  Company,  made  by  the  Special 
Auditor  of  the  Commission,  as  of  March  31st,  1014,  shows  outstanding 
obligations  of  $66,000.00,  but  this  amount,  according  to  the  testimony  in 
the  proceedings,  has  been  increased  since  that  date  by  the  issuance  of  two 
additional  notes  of  $5,000.00  each,  upon  one  of  which  a  partial  payment  of 
$1,000.00  was  made  in  February  last,  making  a  net  amount  of  $0,000.00  to 
be  added  to  the  $56,000.00,  and  increasing  the  total  amount  of  notes  to  be 
refunded  to  $65,000.00. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  about  the  propriety  of  permitting  the  issuance  of 
bonds  to  refund  the  obligations  of  the  Company  on  said  notes. 

The  Company  also  claims  that  it  has  placed  back  in  the  plant  out  of 
earnings  the  sum  of  $36,000.00,  which  should  be  capitalized  under  the  Act 
above  mentioned.  According  to  the  statement  of  the  Special  Auditor  filed 
in  these  proceedings,  the  amount  of  surplus  invested  in  the  plant  is  shown 
to  be  $34,882.07,  from  which  should  be  deducted  the  accrued  depreciation 
amounting,  according  to  the  calculation  and  estimate  of  the  Special  Auditor, 
to  $13,133.00,  leaving  the  sum  of  $21,740.07  as  the  net  amount  of  surplus 
invested  in  the  plant  which  can  properly  be  capitalized  under  the  Act  of 
1014.  Adding  this  amount  to  the  $65,000  of  outstanding  obligations  would 
make  in  round  figures  the  sum  of  $87,000.00,  for  which  we  consider  it 
proper  to  authorize  an  issue  of  bonds.

This  case  was  instituted  before  the  Commission  on  the  second  day  of 
June,  1914,  and  after  numerous  delays  and  various  postponements,  the  hear- 
ing and  arguments  were  completed  on  March  23,  1915,  since  which  time 
the.  testimony  and  exhibits  and  the  law  in  the  case  have  been  considered 
by  the  Commission.

Under  tbe  offer  of  the  company  to  make  an  ezteaBion  of  its  Columbia 
Avenue  line  for  a  distance  of  2,100  feet,  hereinafter  referred  to,  it  becomes 
unnecessary  to  discuss  the  legal  propositions  involved  in  tbe  controversy, 
such  as  the  obligation  Imposed  upon  tbe  defendant  corporation  by  its  pro- 
fession of  service  to  the  suburban  settlements  of  Baltimore  City*  and  the  . 
right  of  the  Commission  to  compel  extensions  of  its  lines. 

Soon  after  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing,  the  Commission  reached  the 
unanimous  opinion  that  some  relief  ought  to  be  granted  to  the  populous 
neigborhood  which  would  be  benefited  by  tbe  extension  of  the  Columbia 
Avenue  line.  The  Commission  concluded  that  the  public  convenience,  as 
well  as  the  obligation  of  the  defendant,  require  that  this  line  should  be 
extended  from  its  present  terminus  at  Gwynn's  Falls  a  distance  of  about 
2,100  feet  to  the  bridge  over  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  tracks  at  the 
top  of  the  hill  in  Morrell  Park. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  defendant  corporation,  as  well  as  by  our  own 
engineers,  that  it  will  cost  approximately  ^0,000  to  make  the  extension  as 
above.  We  have  deferred  passing  a  peremptory  order  requiring  such  exten- 
sion, because  of  the  company's  diminished  revenue,  as  well  as  from  the 
general  business  depression  prevailing  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  through- 
out the  country.  These  considerations,  however,  cannot  permanently  pre- 
vent the  Commission  from  passing  an  order  that,  we  think,  will  naake  an 
improvement  in  the  service  given  to  the  neighborhood  in  question,  although 
it  has  made  us  give  heed  to  a  request  on  the  part  of  the  company  for  a 
postponement  of  the  time  when  the  order  shall  become  effective. 

By  the  offer  made  to  the  Commission  on  tbe  29th  day  of  July,  1915,  the 
respondent  expressed  a  willingness  to  construct  a  double  track  extension  of 
their  Columbia  Avenue  Line  from  Gwynn's  Falls  to  the  railroad  bridge 
above  referred  to,  being  a  distance  of  about  2,100  feet,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  May,  1916,  and  to  maintain  meanwhile  between  Gwynn's  Falls 
and  the  bridge  aforesaid  a  bus  service  which  shall  be  sufficient  and  adequate 
to  conveniently  meet  all  reasonable  needs  of  the  traffic  between  those  two 
points,  and  to  operate  the  same  without  extra  charge  to  any  of  the  pas- 
sengers either  going  from  or  coming  towards  the  city. 

The  Commission,  in  view  of  all  the  aforegoing  circumstances,  and  others 
which  it  is  not  necessary  to  enumerate  in  this  opinion,  has  deemed  it  best 
for  the  interests  of  all  concerned  to  adopt  the  offer  so  made  by  the  respond- 
ent corporation.  As  respects  the  complainants  in  these  proceedings,  it 
means  merely  a  postponement  of  the  establishment  of  the  service  they  have 
asked  for,  to  a  point  where  the  Commission  feels  justified  in  requiring  it  to 
be  given,  and  we  find  justification  for  the  postponement  of  the  date  on 
which  the  extension  shall  l^e  completed  in  the  financial  situation  to  which 
we  have  above  alluded. 

The  Commission  has  never  felt  that  the  situation  and  circumstances 
j.istified  them  in  compelling  an  extension  of  this  Columbia  Avenue  line  for 
the  full  distance  asked  for  in  the  complaint  filed  in  this  case,  it  being  our 
judgment  that  the  distance  of  2,100  feet  is  all  that  can  be  reasonably  asked 
for  at  the  present  time.

No.  330,  the  shipments  being  prepaid  and  freight 
charges  therefor  paid  by  complainant.  Prior  to  November  21st,  1914,  rate 
of  70  cents  per  2,000  pounds,  on  ice,  carloads,  was  applicable  from  Berlin, 
Maryland,  to  Showell,  Maryland,  but  through  error  this  rate  was  not  carried 
in  reissue;  Defendant  filed  with  this  Commission  on  August  6th,  1915, 
effective  September  7th,  1915,  Supplement  No.  6  to  its  tariff  BE— P.  S.  C. 
Md.  No.  84,  establishing  rate  of  74  cents  per  2,000  pounds  (6%  above  former 
rate)  on  the  commodity  in  question  between  the  points  herein  Involved. 

The  complainant  claims  and  the  defendant  admits  that  the  rate  lawfully 
applicable  at  the  time  and  over  the  route  shipments  moved  was  under  all 
the  circumstances  and  conditions  then  existing  excessive  and  imreasonable, 
and  that  the  rate  of  74  cents  per  2,000  pounds,  as  set  forth  in  Supplement 
No.  6  to  defendant's  tariff  EE^P.  S.  C.  Md.  No.  84  would  be  a  proper  and 
reasonable  rate  to  be  applied  to  the  shipments  in  question.

This  case  involves  the  apportionment  of  expense  incurred  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  side-track  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  complainant,  on  the  line 
of  railway  of  the  defendant  company. 

Complainant  has  leased,  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  a  sand-bank  located 
on  the  Chesapeake  Beach  Railway  about  midway  between  Pennsylvania 
Junction  and  Upper  Marlboro.  The  distance  from  sand-bank  to  Upper 
Marlboro,  where  freight  siding  is  located,  is,  it  was  testified,  slightly  less 
than  %  of  a  mile.    By  wagon  road  the  distance  is  somewhat  greater. 

It  seems  that  shortly  after  the  sand-bank  was  leased  the  complainant 
entered  into  negotiations  with  the  respondent  for  the  construction  of  a 
freight  siding  adjoining  the  sand-bank,  so  as  to  permit  a  direct  loading 
into  cars.  The  complainant  is  quoted  as  having  informed  the  officials  of 
the  railway  company  that  there  are  approximately  2,000,000  tons  of  sand 
in  the  bank,  which  he  proposes  to  get  out  and  ship  during  the  term  of  hit 
contract.  The  respondent  refused  to  construct  the  siding  unless  the  com- 
plainant would  agree  to  bear  initial  cost  thereof,  aitd  explained  its  refusal 
on  the  ground  that  it  did  not  feel  justified  in  making  the  construction  at 
its  own  expense  when  the  siding  could  be  used  by  no  other  shipper  than 
the  complainant  and  also,  that  the  proposed  siding  would  be  less  than  %  of 
a  mile  away  from  a  regular  freight  station.  Mr.  Childress  and  the  railway 
company  seem  to  have  had  little  difficulty  in  reaching  a  satisfactory  agree- 
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ment,  and  on  July  22nd9  1915,  Mr.  Childress  wrote  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Hayward, 
General  Superintendent  of  the  respondent,  agreeing  to  make  a  payment  of 
$100.00  on  account,  and  to  pay  the  remainder  of  the  cost  of  construction  at 
rate  of  $10.00  per  car  after  siding  was  constructed  and  shipments  started, 
and  on  July  8th  he  forwarded  a  check  to  cover  the  initial  payment,  $100.00, 
with  request  that  formal  contract  be  prepared  and  that  the  construction 
proceed  without  delay.  Contract  was  prepared  by  the  railroad  company 
and  sent  to  Mr.  Childress  to  be  executed,  the  preamble  of  contract  reading 
in  part  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  The  party  of  the  first  part  (complainant)  desires  to 
secure  for  his  use  the  construction  of  a  spur  track  or  siding  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part  (respondent),  to  be  located  about  half 
way  between  the  stations  of  Upper  Marlboro,  Maryland,  and  Penn- 
sylvania Junction,  Maryland,  on  the  main  line  tracks  of  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  for  the  use  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  in 
shipping  and  receiving  sand  and  other  freight  from  and  to  land 
adjacent  to  such  proposed  spur  track  or  siding;  and 

^'Wheseas,  The  party  of  the  second  part  does  not  consider  the 
freight  offered  sufficient  in  amount  to  justify  it  in  building  such  a 
spur  track  or  siding  at  its  own  expense,  but  is  willing  to  construct 
the  same  for  the  considerations,  and  subject  to  the  conditions, 
hereinafter  mentioned." 

By  the  contract  it  is  agreed  that: 

"The  party  of  the  second  part  will  construct  and  maintain  for 
the  use  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  a  spur  track  or  siding  upon 
its  right  of  way  about  half  way  between  the  stations  of  Upper 
Marlboro,  Maryland,  and  Pennsylvania  Junction,  Maryland,  both 
situated  upon  its  main  line  tracks  from  Chesapeake  Beach,  Mary- 
land, to  Washington,  D.  C,  such  spur  track  or  siding  to  be  of  suffi- 
cient length  to  receive  one  freight  car;  the  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  furnish  all  of  the  materials  and  labor  necessary  for  the  proper 
construction  of  said  spur  track  or  siding,  with  the  exception  of  the 
cross  ties,  and  the  materials  and  labor  for  grading,  which  shall 
be  furnished  by  the  party  of  the  first  part; 

The  party  of  the  first  part  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  above 
agreements  hereby  agrees  to  pay  unto  the  party  of  the  second  part 
the  total  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Eighty  (180)  Dollars,  payable 
as  follows:  One  Hundred  ( 100)  Dollars  upon  the  signing  and  seal- 
ing of  these  presents,  the  receipt  whereof  is  acknowledged  by  the 
signing  and  sealing  hereof  by  the  party  of  the  second  part;  the 
balance  of  Eighty  (80)  Dollars  to  be  payable  in  eight  installments 
of  Ten  (10)  Dollars  each,  each  of  such  installments  to  become  due 
and  payable  on  or  before  ten  days  after  the  shipment  of  each  of 
the  first  eight  (8)  carloads  of  sand  shipped  by  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part  from  said  spur  track  or  siding  over  the  tracks  of  the 
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party  of  the  second  part;  and  the  party  of  the  first  part  further 
agrees  to  provide  the  labor  and  material  for  the  grading  necessary 
to  the  construction  of  said  spur  track  or  siding,  and  to  supply  the 
cross  ties  therefor. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto 
that  said  spur  track  or  siding  when  completed,  with  all  the  grad- 
ing, cross  ties,  and  other  material  necessary  to  its  proper  construc- 
tion and  existence,  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  and  its  successors,  and  that  the  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  same  for  the  period  of 
years,  except  as  hereinafter  provided." 

The  amount  to  be  paid  by  Mr.  Childress,  $180.00,  represents  the  actual 
cost  of  the  construction,  exclusive  of  grading  and  ties  furnished  by  Mr. 
Childress,  and  also  exclusive  of  rails  used  on  the  spur,  these  rails  being 
furnished  by  the  railroad  company  out  of  its  stock.  The  complainant 
refused  to  execute  the  contract,  claiming  that  the  material  used  in  the 
siding  should  belong  to  him,  whereas  the  contract  provided  that  same  should 
become  the  property  of  the  company  upon  the  completion  of  the  siding,  the 
siding  being  located  wholly  upon  the  railroad's  right  of  way.  No  payment 
other  than  the  one  of  $100.00  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Childress.  The  con- 
struction was  completed  on  July  17th,  1915,  and  since  that  time  the  com- 
plainant has  shipped  out  two  cars  of  sand,  one  on  July  20th,  and  the  other 
on  August  4th.  The  evidence  shows  the  company's  earnings  on  this  traffic 
to  be  40  cents  per  ton. 

Complainant  now  comes  to  this  Commission  and  in  effect  asks  that  the 
contract  he  voluntarily  entered  into  with  the  railroad  be  set  aside.  If  the 
complainant  is  entitled  to  any  relief  in  this  respect  it  must  be  had  through 
the  courts.  Section  14  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  is  cited  as 
conferring  the  necessary  authority  upon  the  Commission  to  annul  the  con- 
tract.   The  Section  in  question  reads  as  follows: 

"A  railroad  corporation,  upon  the  application  of  any  shipper  ten- 
dering trafiic  for  transportation,  shall  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  upon  reasonable  terms  a  switch  connection  or  connections 
with  a  lateral  line  of  railroad  or  private  side-track  owned,  operated 
or  controlled  by  such  shipper,  and  shall,  upon  the  application  of 
any  shipper,  provide  upon  its  own  property  a  side-track  and  switch 
connection  with  its  line  of  railroad,  whenever  such  side-track  and 
switch  cdnnection  is  reasonably  practicable,  can  be  put  in  with 
safety  and  the  business  therefor  is  sufiicient  to  justify  the  same. 

If  any  railroad  corporation  shall  fail  to  install  or  operate  any 
such  switch  connection  with  a  lateral  line  or  railroad,  or  any  such 
side-track  and  switch  connection  as  aforesaid,  after  written  appli- 
cation therefor  has  been  made  to  it,  any  corporation  or  person  in- 
terested may  present  the  facts  to  the  Commission  by  written  peti- 
tion, and  the  Commission  shall  investigate  the  matter  stated  in 
such  petition,  and  give  such  hearings  thereon  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
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sary  or  proper.  If  the  GommisBion  be  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  safe 
and  practicable  to  have  a  connection,  subBtantially  as  prayed  for, 
established  or  maintained,  and  that  the  business  to  be  done  thereon 
justifies  the  construction  and  maintenance  thereof,  it  shall  make 
an  order  directing  the  construction  and  establishment  thereof 
specifying  the  reasonable  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  con- 
struction, establishment  and  maintenance  thereof,  and  may  in  like 
manner  upon  the  application  of  the  railroad  corporation,  order 
the  discontinuance  of  such  switch  connection." 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  above  section  I  am  unable  to  find 
support  for  the  complainant's  contention.  If,  before  the  siding  was  con- 
structed, the  complainant  and  the  respondent  had  been  unable  to  reach  an 
agreement  as  to  the  terms  of  the  construction,  the  Commission's  jurisdic- 
tion could  properly  have  been  invoked.  In  that  case  the  Commission  would, 
after  hearing,  determine  (1)  if  the  proposed  siding  is  safe  and  practicable 
and  (2)  if  the  business  to  be  done  thereon  justifies  the  construction  and 
maintenance  thereof;  if  it  found  these  two  conditions  favorable  it  would 
enter  an  order  directing  the  construction  and  establishment  thereof  and 
specifying  the  reasonable  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  construction, 
establishment  and  maintenance  thereof.  I  feel  constrained  to  add  that 
even,  if  the  case  was  properly  before  the  Commission  for  adjudication  upon 
its  merits  the  Commission  would,  upon  the  record  herein,  hardly  be  war- 
ranted in  ordering  the  construction  of  the  siding  upon  t^rms  more  favor- 
able to  the  eomplainant  than  those  heretofore  agreed  upon  by  the  parties. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  complaint  be  dismissed.

On  June  1,  1915,  the  Artesian  Water  Company  filed  with  the  Commission 
a  schedule  of  rates,  to  become  effective  July  1,  1915.  Shortly  thereafter 
a  protest  was  filed  against  the  proposed  rates  by  the  complainant  herein, 
and  additional  protests  were  subsequently  filed  by  several  other  persons, 
on  behalf  of  themselves  and  certain  improvement  associations.  One  of  the 
associations  representing  business  interests  in  the  general  locality  served 
by  the  respondent,  however,  filed  with  the  Commission  an  endorsement  of 
the  proposed  rates,  its  action  being  predicated  to  some  extent  upon  a  report 
as  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  submitted  by  Mr.  Ezra  B.  Whitman, 
a  consulting  engineer  and  formerly  Water  Engineer  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

The  respondent  furnishes  water  in  Howard  Park,  West  Forest  Park  and 
other  suburban  settlements  adjacent  to  Baltimore  City.  The  water  system 
was  established  some  years  ago  by  Mr.  Charles  E.  Hill  as  part  of  a  general 
development  of  suburban  property.  Later  Mr.  Hill  decided  to  sever  the 
water  system  from  the  real  estate  development  and  the  respondent  company 
was  incorporated  to  take  over  the  property.  On  October  13,  1914,  this 
Commission  entered  its  order  authorizing  the  Artesian  Water  Company 
to  purchase  the  water  works  from  Mr.  Hill,  and  fixing  the  compensation  to 
be  paid  therefor  to  Mr.  Hill.  Since  the  corporation  took  over  the  operation 
of  the  plant,  on  January  1,  1915,  the  rates  formerly  charged  by  Mr.  Hill 
have  been  continued  in  effect.  The  company  had,  therefore,  operated  under 
the  old  rates  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  present  year. 
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Ab  the  answer  of  the  respondent  was  not  satisfactorj  to  the  protestants 
the  case  was  set  for  hearing.  At  this  hearing  much  testimony  was  intro- 
duced by  the  different  interests  and  later  argument  was  had  by  the  counsel. 

The  respondent  filed  with  the  Commission,  in  compliance  with  request 
made  by  the  complainant,  a  statement  of  the  earnings  and  expenses  of  the 
company  for  the  first  six  months  of  1915,  being  the  entire  period  of  its 
existence  as  a  corporate  entity.  This  statement  shows  total  receipts  of 
$2775.81  and  expenses  of  $3142.73  during  the  corresponding  period,  leaving 
a  deficit  of  $366.92  for  the  first  six  months'  operation.  The  expenditures 
cover  only  actual  operating  expenses  and  taxes,  no  provision  being  made 
for  any  depreciation  or  return  upon  the  investment.  It  is  proper  to  add 
that  under  the  terms  of  the  Commission's  order  of  October  13,  1914,  Case 
No.  774,  mention  of  which  has  already  been  made,  Mr.  Hill  received  for 
the  water  system  $70,000.00  of  first  mortgage  6%  thirty  year  bonds,  and 
common  stock  of  the  company  of  the  aggregate  par  value  of  $50,000.00. 
The  interest  coupons  for  the  first  four  years  of  the  life  of  the  bonds  were 
detached  and  cancelled,  and  in  addition  Mr.  Hill  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  company  $5,000  in  cash,  to  be  expended  in  paying  reasonable  charges 
incident  to  the  organization  of  the  company  and  the  balance  retained  in 
the  treasury  to  provide  working  capital. 

Leaving  aside  all  question  of  return  upon  the  investment,  we  are  still 
confronted  with  an  actual  deficit  of  $366.02  for  six  months'  operation,  and, 
if  the  same  ratio  between  income  and  expenditures  continues,  this  deficit 
will  approximate  $734.00  for  the  year.  The  estimated  increase  in  revenue 
under  the  new  rates  is  $2,000  per  annum.  We  consider  this  estimate  as 
liberal,  and  not  likely  to  be  exceeded.  If  the  compan3r's  expectations  as  to 
increased  revenue  are  realized  there  would  be  left,  over  and  above  operating 
expenses,  $1,266  to  be  applied  to  depreciation  and  return.  This  Com- 
mission's regulations  prescribing  a  uniform  system  of  accounts  for  water 
companies  provides  that  at  the  close  of  eacli  year  the  amounts  charged  to 
the  various  repair  accounts  during  the  year  shall  be  compared  with  the 
amount  estimated  to  be  necessary  to  cover  such  wear  and  tear  and  obsoles- 
cence and  inadequacy  as  have  accrued  during  the  year  in  the  tangible 
capital  of  the  corporation,  such  portion  of  the  life  of  the  intangible  fixe4 
capital  as  has  expired  or  been  consumed  during  the  year,  and  the  amount 
estimated  to  be  necessary  to  provide  a  reserve  to  cover  the  cost  of  property 
destroyed  by  extraordinary  casualties.  If  the  estimated  deterioration,  etc., 
exceeds  total  repairs,  a  depreciation  reserve  for  the  excess  shall  be  set 
aside.  This  accounting  requirement  is  designed  to  protect  the  patrons  of 
the  utility,  as  well  as  stockholders  thereof,  by  insuring  the  creation  of  such 
a  fund  as  to  provide  for  the  renewal  or  replacement  of  the  plant  or  any  of 
its  parts  when  the  same  become  unfit  for  efficient  use.  In  case  No.  744, 
supra.,  the  Commission  found  the  value  of  the  tangible  property  of  this 
utility  to  be  $71,860,  intangibles  bringing  the  total  value  up  to  $100,000. 
If  the  estimated  earnings  in  excess  of  operating  expenses  and  taxes  are 
applied  to  the  depreciation  fund  the  amount  so  set  aside  annually  will  be 
but  1.75%  of  the  actual  physical  value  of  the  property.  Mr.  Ezra  B.  Whit- 
man, in  writing  to  one  of  the  improvement  associations  intervening  in  this 
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case,  states  that  the  annual  depreciation  on  the  plant  of  the  Artesian  Water 
Company  would  probably  amount  to  between  two  and  one-half  and  three 
per  cent. 

Considerable  objection  was  made  to  the  reasonableness  of  some  of  the 
items  of  expense  listed  on  the  statement  of  earnings  and  expenses  filed  by 
the  respondent.  One  of  the  items  is  for  telephone  service,  the  monthly 
charge  being  $5.50.  It  seems  that  this  covers  pro  rata  chargeable  to  com- 
pany for  telephonic  service  furnished  in  office  of  the  solicitors  of  the  com- 
pany, the  company's  office  being  located  in  same  suite  with  solicitors. 
While  this  item  is  probably  not  excessive,  we  agree  that  the  proper  place 
for  the  location  of  the  telephone  is  at  the  water-works  in  West  Arlington, 
so  that  in  case  of  any  emergency  the  employees  of  the  company  can  be 
promptly  notified.  W^e  will,  therefore,  expect  the  company  to  arrange  for 
the  installation  of  a  telephone  in  accordance  with  these  views.  The  reason- 
ableness of  charge  of  $25.00  per  month  for  office  rent  was  also  questioned, 
but  we  do  not  find  this  amount  to  be  excessive.  The  item  of  expense  bring- 
ing forth  most  protest  was  the  salary  of  $1800  per  annum  paid  the  Secre- 
tary, Treasurer,  Engineer,  Bookkeeper  and  General  Manager.  The  question 
of  the  selection  and  compensation  of  employees,  so  long  as  the  employees 
are  competent  and  the  compensation  not  flagrantly  unreasonable,  is  a  detail 
of  management  which  should  not  be  interfered  with  by  the  Commission 
unduly.  Admitting  for  the  moment  the  claim  of  one  of  the  protestants  that 
a  competent  man  could  be  obtained  at  such  compensation  as  would  reduce 
the  expenses  of  the  company  to  the  amount  of  the  earnings  and  thus  elimi- 
nate the  deficit,  the  estimated  increased  earnings  under  the  new  rate,  $2,000, 
if  applied  entirely  to  a  dividend  upon  the  outstanding  common  stock  of  the 
company,  $50,000,  would  yield  a  return  of  but  four  per  cent  thereon.  Even 
with  the  reduced  expenses,  however,  there  would  still  be  no  earnings  avail- 
able for  dividend  purposes,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Commission's  account- 
ing requirementf^  make  the  creation  of  a  reasonable  depreciation  reserve 
necessary  before  dividends  may  be  paid,  and,  according  to  the  estimates  of 
the  amount  necessary  to  take  care  of  the  depreciation  of  this  utility  most 
of  tlie  estimated  additional  earnings,  $2,000,  would  likely  be  required  for 
the  purpose. 

It  follows  that  the  complaint  must  be  dismissed,  and  it  will  be  so  ordered.

This  is  an  application  of  the  Chesapeake  &  Curtis  Bay  Railroad  Com- 
pany, a  corporation  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  Maryland,  asking  the 
passage  of  an  order  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  authorizing  the  pur- 
chase, construction,  equipment  and  operation  by  the  petitioner  of  a  line  of 
railroad  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  beginning  at  the  pier  on  the 
property  of  the  United  States  Asphalt  Refining  Company,  on  the  north  side 
of  Curtis  Bay,  and  running  northerly  and  easterly  to  the  tracks  of  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  at  East  Brooklyn,  and  for  the  exercise 
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of  all  the  franchises  and  rights  applicable  thereto.  The  petition  also  asks 
the  Commission  to  authorize  the  issuance,  by  the  said  railroad  company, 
of  capital  stock  to  the  amount  of  $50,000.00,  as  authorized  by  its  Charter. 
The  petition  itself  is  defective  in  several  particulars  for  failure  to  conform 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Commission,  but  we  shall  waive  these 
formal  irregularities  because  the  facts  elicited  at  the  hearing,  supplemented 
by  an  inspection  of  the  property  by  the  Commissioners,  are  of  sufficient 
clearness  and  fullness  to  enable  us  to  pass  upon  the  merits  of  the  appli- 
cation. 

To  the  granting  of  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  a  protest  in  writing  was 
filed  by  the  Baltimore  A,  Ohio  Railroad  Company  on  the  following  grounds, 
as  alleged  in  said  protest: 

*'l.  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  has  for  a  number 
of  years  made  a  systematic  effort  to  develop  the  territory  contigu- 
ous to  Curtis  Bay,  and  has  developed  said  territory  by  the  building 
of  approximately  seven  miles  of  main  tracks  and  sidings  for  the 
accommodation  of  industries  situated  inland  and  along  the  water- 
front between  Brooklyn  and  Curtis  Bay;  that  it  purposes  further 
to  develop  said  territory  by  increasing  said  trackage;  that  it  serves 
each  and  all  of  the  industries  proposed  to  be  served  by  the  Chesa- 
peake and  Curtis  Bay  Railroad;  that  the  exercise  of  its  franchise 
by  said  Chesapeake  &  Curtis  Bay  Railroad  would  retard  the  de- 
velopment aforesaid  and  interefere  with  the  plans  of  The  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  Railroad  Company  for  increasing  its  present  facilities;  that 
said  territory  is  the  only  section  adjacent  to  the  City  of  Baltimore 
in  which  there  is  an  opportunity  for  The  Baltimore  &,  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  to  assist  in  the  development  of  large  manufacturing 
industries. 

"2.  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  is  furnishing  ade- 
quate facilities  for  all  shippers  whose  plants  are  proposed  to  be 
served  by  the  Chesapeake  &  Curtis  Bay  Railroad;  that  no  com- 
plaints are  being  made  to  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany with  respect  to  facilities,  accommodations  or  service;  that 
no  useful  purpose  would  be  served  by  the  granting  of  the  order 
asked  for,  and  that  the  exercise  of  said  franchise  is  neither  neces- 
sary nor  convenient  for  the  public  service." 

The  petition  was  filed  on  the  11th  day  of  June,  1916,  and  the  case  came 
on  for  hearing  on  the  29th  of  the  same  month,  when  testimony  was  taken 
both  on  behalf  of  the  petitioner  and  the  protestant,  and  the  case  was  fully 
argued  by  counsel  for  the  respective  parties  on  the  2nd  day  of  July,  1915. 

The  Baltimore  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Canned  Goods  Exchange  and 
the  Merchants  ft  Manufacturers'  Association  intervened  in  the  proceedings 
in  support  of  the  petition,  on  the  ground  that  the  proposed  road  would  tend 
to  do  away  with  what  is  known  as  "premium  rates"  upon  freight  shipped 
from  the  Curtis  Bay  district  by  any  route  other  than  the  Baltimore  ft  Ohio 
Railroad.    Since  the  date  of  the  hearing  a  report  has  been  made  and  filed 
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in  the  record  by  our  transportation  expert  stating  that  by  private  negotia- 
tion between  the  railroad  companies  themselves  these  premium  rates  have 
been  voluntarily  abolished  upon  all  commodities  shipped  from  the  plants 
located  on  the  line  of  the  proposed  railroad,  so  that  we  may  dismiss  argu- 
ments based  upon  this  point  from  our  consideration.  Such  intervention  by 
these  commercial  bodies,  however,  coupled  with  news  items  and  editorial 
expressions  from  a  Baltimore  newspaper,  some  of  which  were  read  at  the 
hearing  and  some  of  which  have  been  filed  in  the  record  since  the  hearing, 
lias  made  it  clear  that  public  interest  is  fixed  upon  the  decision  of  the 
question  before  us.  We  fully  appreciate  the  developments  which  have 
taken  place  in  the  Curtis  Bay  district,  its  growing  importance  as  a  manu- 
facturing section  and  as  a  shipping  point,  for  both  foreign  and  domestic 
commerce.  It  is  admirably  located  on  deep  water  and  it  is  entitled  to 
have  convenient  and  adequate  facilities  for  transportation  by  rail  so  that 
the  section  may  continue  to  develop  and  to  contribute  to  the  value  of  the 
commerce  of  the  port  of  Baltimore.  The  United  States  Asphalt  Refining 
Company,  the  Inter -Ocean  Oil  Company,  the  Asphalt  Products  Company, 
Prudential  Oil  Company,  the  Texas  Oil  Company,  the  Martin -Wagner  Com- 
pany and  other  industries  at  present  have  manufacturing  plants  in  this 
district,  and  it  is  a  reasonable  expectation  that  within  a  short  period  of 
time  other  industries  beneficial  to  Baltimore  will  be  established  there. 

Until  a  few  months  ago  the  Seawall  Branch  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  furnished  the  only  means  of  rail  transportation  to  the 
industries  above  enumerated,  but  since  the  spring  of  1915  when  the  Western- 
Maryland  Railroad  erected  a  car  slip  at  the  pier  on  the  property  of  the 
United  States  Asphalt  Refining  Company  by  means  of  which  fioats  trans- 
port across  the  harbor  loaded  cars  for  shipment  over  that  line  and  over  the 
lines  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  three  of  the  aforesaid  indus- 
tries, namely,  the  United  States  Asphalt  Refining  Company,  the  Asphalt 
Products  Company  and  the  Inter-Ocean  Oil  Company  have  direct  connec- 
tion by  means  of  the  plant  railroad  hereinafter  described  with  all  three  of 
the  trunk  lines  that  enter  Baltimore. 

For  some  years  the  United  States  Asphalt  Refining  Company  has  been 
operating  a  plant  railroad,  about  two  miles  in  length,  running  entirely  on 
its  own  property  from  a  pier  on  Curtis  Bay  to  the  tracks  of  the  Baltimore 
k  Ohio  Railroad  Company  at  East  Brooklyn,  with  switches  and  side-tracks 
in  convenient  places  for  loading  and  unloading  its  own  freight  and  that  of 
the  allied  industries,  the  Asphalt  Products  Company  and  the  Inter-Ocean 
Oil  Company.  This  railroad  serves  no  other  person  or  corporation  than  the 
three  named  above.  It  has  no  stations  and  its  tracks  cannot  be  reached  at 
any  point  by  the  general  public  except  by  crossing  over  property  of  the 
United  States  Asphalt  Refining  Company  not  devoted  or  given  up  to  rail- 
road purposes.  It  has  no  rolling  stock,  except  two  switching  locomotives, 
using  the  tank  cars  provided  by  the  industries  which  it  serves  or  the  box 
cars  furnished  by  the  line  carriers.  Along  the  route,  about  two  miles,  there 
is  no  general  public  to  be  reached  and  served  for  either  passenger  or  freight 
service,  and  the  activities  of  the  road  consist  in  switching  cars  from  one 
point  to  another  to  be  loaded  or  unloaded  by  the  industries  aforesaid,  and

then  hauling  such  cars  to  the  point  of  interchange  with  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  on  the  one  end  or  with  the  car  floats  of  the  Western-Maryland  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Ck>mpanies  on  the  other  end. 

The  incorporators  of  the  petitioning  railroad  are  the  Vice  President  and 
General  Manager,  the  General  Counsel,  Manager  of  the  Baltimore  Befinery 
of  the  United  States  Asphalt  Refining  Company,  and  two  other  individuals 
who,  it  is  stated,  are  not  connected  with  said  company.  The  majority, 
therefore,  of  the  incorporators  are  officials  of  the  United  States  Asphalt 
Refining  Company  or  its  allied  industries. 

According  to  the  testimony,  it  costs  the  industries  named  $18,000.00  per 
annum  to  maintain  and  operate  this  road,  and  if  recognized  as  a  common 
carrier  by  the  Commission  it  expects  to  obtain  a  division  of  rates  from 
the  line  carriers  which  will  amount  to  a  sum  sufficient,  at  least,  to  defray 
the  expense  of  maintenance  and  operation. 

This  is  the  railroad  that  the  Chesapeake  &  Curtis  Bay  Railroad  Company 
proposes  to  buy  from  the  United  States  Asphalt  Refining  Company  for 
$50,000.00.  The  only  tangible  question  before  us  is  as  to  whether  this  road 
is  a  real  railroad  and  common  carrier  which  comes  within  the  provisions 
of  Section  26  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  or  whether  it  is  a 
mere  plant  facility  that  comes  within  the  scope  of  Section  14  of  said  law. 
If  it  is  not  in  reality  a  common  carrier,  then  the  application  in  this  case 
does  not  fall  within  our  jurisdiction  and  we  have  no  alternative  but  to 
dismiss  the  petition. 

The  mere  act  of  incorporation  cannot  transform  what  is  in  reality  a  plant 
facility  into  a  common  carrier,  or  change  a  shipper's  service  into  a  service 
of  transportation.    Let  us  inquire  as  to  the  definition  of  a  common  carrier. 

American  &  English  Encyclopedia  of  Law,  Volume  6,  Folio  207,  says: 

"According  to  the  general  accepted  definition  a  common  carrier 
is  one  who  undertakes  for  hire  or  reward  to  transport  from  place 
to  place  the  goods  of  those  who  choose  to  employ  him." 

Wyman  on  Public  Service  Corporations,  Section  177,  says: 

''This  is  a  short  line  of  railway,  owned  by  an  industrial  corpora- 
tion or  by  the  owners  of  some  business  enterprise,  and  connecting 
the  factory  or  the  place  of  business  with  the  main  line  of  some 
railway.  (See  U.  S,  v.  Atchison,  T.  &  S.  F.  Ry.  Co.,  142  Fed.  176). 
When  such  a  road,  however  short  it  may  be,  is  actually  operated 
independently  with  its  own  locomotives  and  cars,  it  would  seem  to 
be  an  independent  carrier,  though  it  is  operated  for  the  exclusive 
benefit  of  the  industrial  enterprise  which  uses  it,  provided  it  would 
accept  such  general  traffic  along  its  line  as  might  be  offered  to  it." 

Hutchinson  on  Common  Carriers,  Sections  47  and  48,  says: 

''Sec.  47.  A  common  or  public  carrier  is  one  who  undertakes  as  a 
business,  for  hire  or  reward,  to  carry  from  one  place  to  another  the 
goods  of  all  persons  who  may  apply  for  such  carriage,  provided  the 
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goods  be  of  the  kind  which  he  professes  to  carry,  and  the  person  so 
applying  will  agree  to  have  them  carried  upon  the  lawful  terms 
prescribed  by  the  carrier;  and  who,  if  he  refuses  to  carry  such 
goods  for  those  who  are  willing  to  comply  with  his  terms,  becomes 
liable  to  an  action  by  the  aggrieved  party  for  such  refusal. 

''Sec.  48.  To  bring  a  person,  therefore,  within  the  description  of 
a  common  carrier  the  following  must  appear:  1.  He  must  be  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  carrying  goods  for  others  as  a  public 
employment,  and  must  hold  himself  out  as  ready  to  engage  in  the 
transportation  of  goods  for  persons  generally  as  a  business,  and 
not  as  a  casual  occupation.  2.  He  must  undertake  to  carry  goods 
of  the  kind  to  which  his  business  is  confined.  3.  He  must  under- 
take Uf  carry  by  the  methods  by  which  his  business  is  conducted 
and  over  his  established  road.  4.  The  transportation  must  be  for 
hire.  5.  An  action  must  lie  against  him,  if  he  refuses  without 
sufficient  reason  to  carry  such  goods  for  those  who  are  willing  to 
comply  with  his  terms.  And  this  duty  or  obligation  to  the  public 
by  reason  of  the  public  nature  of  the  employment  and  the  increased 
responsibility  imposed  upon  him  by  the  law  upon  the  grounds  of 
public  policy,  mainly  distinguish  the  common  from  the  mere  pri- 
vate carrier  for  hire." 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  Volume  33,  page  92,  in  A.  T.  & 
S.  F.  Railway  Company  vs.  Kansas  City  Stock  Yards  Company,  said: 

"The  principal  test  of  common  carriers  is  whether  there  is  a 
bona  fide  holding  out  coupled  with  the  ability  to  carry  for  hire." 

And  the  Supreme  Court,  in  what  is  known  as  the  tap  line  cases,  regarding 
the  characteristics  of  a  common  carrier,  said: 

"It  is  the  right  of  the  public  to  use  the  road-s  facilities  and  to 
demand  service  of  it  rather  than  the  extent  of  its  business  which 
is  the  real  criterion  determinative  of  its  character." 

These  definitions,  taken  from  various  sources,  must  be  applied  to  the 
facts  of  this  case  in  a  practical  way.  Theoretically,  any  railroad,  whether 
a  mere  plant  facility  or  a  genuine  common  carrier,  by  nominally  offering 
to  transport  for  hire  the  freight  of  the  general  public  could  bring  itself 
within  the  scope  of  these  definitions,  but  we  take  it  that  there  must  be  a 
genuine  holding  out  of  public  service  so  that  the  public  may  avail  itself 
of  such  service. 

There  must  be  a  public  to  serve  as  well  as  an  offer  to  serve  the  public. 
There  seems  to  be  no  absolute  test  of  what  constitutes  a  common  carrier. 
It  cannot  be  determined  by  the  length  of  the  road  or  by  the  volume  of  the 
traffic,  but  we  conceive  that  any  railroad  aspiring  to  the  dignity  of  a  com- 
mon carrier,  one  that  may  meet  the  obligations  and  enjoy  the  advantages 
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of  such  a  status,  should  at  least  have  an  independent  policy  of  its  own  and 
should  not  be  an  enterprise  whose  existence  can  be  terminated  at  the  will 
of  the  industries  which  it  serves. 

Looking  through  form  into  the  substance  of  this  project,  therefore,  we 
are  convinced  that  it  does  not  meet  the  essential  requirements  of  a  genuine 
common  carrier,  but  that  the  manifest  purpose  of  the  application  here 
seems  to  be  to  secure  recognition  at  our  hands,  and  by  virtue  of  that  recog- 
nition to  obtain  from  the  line  carriers  a  division  of  rates  which  will  enable 
it  to  derive  an  income  sufficient  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  operation  of 
the  road,  and  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  transfer  this  cost  to  the 
general  public,  inasmuch  as  the  line  carriers  must  reimburse  themselves 
by  levying  a  relatively  higher  rate. 

It  appears  in  the  testimony  that  the  Baltimore  &,  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, the  protestant  in  this  cause,  had  in  contemplation  an  enlargement 
of  its  facilities  in  this  locality,  which,  when  made,  would  afford  ample 
space  for  the  storage  of  freight  cars  and  for  the  delivery  of  cars  to 
shippers  without  the  delay  and  loss  of  time  which  has  heretofore  been 
complained  of.  We  have  been  advised  that  the  said  railroad  has  already 
erected,  if  it  has  not  finally  completed,  a  part  of  the  improvements  in  con- 
templation at  the  time  of  the  hearing  and  that  hereafter  it  will  be  able  to 
handle  the  freight  traffic  in  that  neighborhood  in  a  convenient  and  adequate 
manner.  We  cannot  see  that  public  necessity  requires,  or  that  public 
convenience  would  be  advanced,  at  the  present  time  at  least,  by  granting 
the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  in  this  case.  As  we  have  heretofore  stated,  we 
think  the  industries  in  the  section  should  have  ample  facilities  both  by  land 
and  water  for  loading  and  unloading  and  shipping  their  freight,  but  we  are 
of  the  opinion  that  better  service  for  the  territory  in  question  may  be 
obtained  by  holding  to  strict  accountability  responsible  carriers,  capable  of 
meeting  the  reasonable  requirements  of  business,  than  by  establishing  con- 
ditions whereby  such  carriers  may  be  forced  to  divide  rates  with  mere 
plant  facilities,  incapable  of  general  public  service,  and  which  can  only  live 
by  sapping  the  vitality  of  other  roads. 

An  order  will  therefore  be  passed  dismissing  the  petition.

This  is  a  petition  filed  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  by 
C.  S.  Wight,  its  General  Freight  Traffic  Manager,  and  joined  in  by  Mary- 
land Electric  Railways  Company  by  M.  C.  Sauerwein,  its  General  Freight

The  petition  sets  forth  that  on  June  5th  and  June  7th,  1915,  shipments 
were  made  by  the  complainant  herein  over  the  railroads  of  the  defendant 
companies  from  Locust  Point,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  Arnold,  Maryland, 
of  four  carloads  of  sand  and  gravel  weighing  423,100  pounds  on  which  were 
ciiarged  rate  of  5.3  cents  per  100  pounds,  as  per  B.  &  O.  R.  R.  freight  tariff 
P.  S.  C.  Md.  428  (Supplement  No.  7) .  Shipments  moved  over  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  from  Locust  Point  to  Clifford,  Maryland,  and  thence  over  line 
of  the  Maryland  Electric  Railways  to  destination.  There  was  in  effect  at 
time  these  shipments  moved  rate  of  63  cents  per  2,000  pounds  on  sand  and 
gravel  carloads,  minimum  40,000  pounds,  from  Locust  Point  to  West 
Annapolis,  Maryland,  which  point  is  in  same  direction  and  on  same  line  of 
road  and  more  distant  than  Arnold,  thereby  violating  Section  19  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  Law,  as  regards  the  greater  charge  demanded 
for  the  shorter  haul.

The  petition  in  this  case,  filed  on  the  25th  day  of  March,  1916,  is 
follows : 

"1.  The  Water  Company  is  a  corporation,  duly  organized  under 
the  general  incorporation  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland.  The 
objects  and  purposes  of  the  corporation  are  "the  supplying  of  a 
su£Scient  quantity  of  water  to  the  citizens  of  Hagerstown  and  to 
the  corporations  of  Hagerstown,  and  to  other  persons  adjacent  to 
Hagerstown  and  along  the  line  of  said  water  works,  for  protection 
against  fire  and  other  uses  for  water,  and  the  sale  of  same  to  said 
citizens  and  corporations  of  Hagerstown  aforesaid. 

"2.  The  Water  Company  was  organized  in  1881  and  promptly 
thereafter  constructed  reservoirs  in  the  mountains  near  to  Hagers- 
town, and  completed  in  1882  the  construction  of  its  water  plant 
and  distribution  system,  and  began  the  supplying  of  good  and  pure 
water  to  the  corporations  of  Hagerstown,  inhabitants  thereof,  and 
persons  adjacent  thereto  pursuant  to  its  charter,  and  such  supply 
of  water  has  continued  down  to  and  including  the  present  time. 
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"3.  At  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  said  Water  Company, 
the  number  of  inhabitants  of  Hagerstown  and  vicinity  was  approxi* 
mately  seven  thousand  persons,  but  the  popukition  of  the  territory 
served  has  increased  from  time  to  time  imtil  it  now  embraces 
approximately  twenty-five  thousand  persons.  This  great  increase 
in  population  has  naturally  caused  from  time  to  time  a  very  great 
increase  in  the  consumption  of  water  in  the  territory  served,  and 
a  still  greater  increase  has  been  caused  by  the  fact  that  the  supply 
of  water  from  the  reservoirs  in  the  mountains  is  by  gravity  pres- 
sure, and  further  very  largely  by  the  fact  that  the  supply  of  water 
to  the  domestic  consumers  is  not  metered,  but  has  been  on  a  very 
low  flat  rate,  and  there  is,  therefore,  a  very  great  waste  furnished 
to  domestic  consumers  in  Hagerstown.  In  order  to  meet  this  ever 
growing  demand  for  the  quantity  of  water,  the  Water  Company 
has  from  time  to  time  constructed  additional  reservoirs  in  this 
mountains  and  nearby  Hagerstown,  building  successively  a  reser- 
voir of  about  20,000,000  gallons  capacity  at  or  near  Smithsburg, 
and  another  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  about  100,000,000  gallons 
of  water  known  as  the  Edgemont  Reservoir  and  still  later  another 
reservoir  of  about  10,000,000  gallons  capacity  on  a  hill  just  west 
of  Hagerstown.  But  for  some  years  past  even  this  reservoir  capac- 
ity has  proven  inadequate  and  in  summers  having  prolonged 
drouths  (of  which  there  have  been  a  number  in  recent  years — 
and  the  tendency  thereto  is  constantly  increasing)  the  mountain 
source  of  supply  has  proven  entirely  inadequate  and  the  Company 
has  been  forced  to  install  and  equip  a  pumping  plant  on  the  waters 
of  the  Antietam  Creek,  from  which  stream  water  is  pumped  into 
Hagerstown.  During  the  year  1914,  the  Water  Company  was 
forced  to  pump  from  this  auxiliary  supply  for  a  period  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty-six  days  at  great  expense. 

"4.  It  has  always  been  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  Water 
Company  to  furnish  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome 
water  for  all  the  purposes  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  territory 
served  by  the  Company.  The  mountain  water  impounded  in  reser- 
voirs has  always  proved  satisfactory  to  the  consumers  of  the 
Water  Company.  The  character  of  the  water  is  soft  and  its 
wholesomeness  is  beyond  question.  The  auxiliary  supply  pumped 
from  Antietam  Creek  is,  however,  a  hard  water,  which  is,  there- 
fore, quite  unsatisfactory  both  to  domestic  consumers  and  to 
manufacturers  and  for  other  commercial  purposes  in  that  the  pipes 
and  machinery  through  which  the  water  is  conducted  becomes 
encrusted  with  a  deposit  of  lime.  The  waters  of  Antietam  Creek 
are  also  not  free  from  criticism  on  the  ground  of  purity,  and  it  has 
been  necessary  for  the  Company  to  artificially  purify  this  water, 
which  nevertheless  is  not  generally  liked  by  the  community,  and 
is  for  many  reasons  nnich  lees  satisfactory  than  the  mountain 
supply. 
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"5.  It  is,  therefore,  considered  necessary  by  the  Water  Company 
at  the  present  time  in  the  interests  of  efficient  and  satisfactory 
public  service,  both  in  the  quantity  and  quality  of  water  supplied, 
to  make  immediate  provision,  if  possible,  for  the  construction  of  an 
additional  mountain  reservoir  having  an  approximate  capacity  of 
400,000,000  gallons,  which  will  be  sufficient  in  size  to  furnish  an 
abundant  supply  of  water  for  all  consumers  in  Hagerstown 
throughout  the  whole  year  and  thereby  render  unnecessary  (except 
possibly  in  the  greatest  emergency)  resort  to  the  auxiliary  supply 
pumped  from  Antietam  Creek. 

"The  Water  Company  has  had  careful  surveys  and  estimates 
made  by  a  competent  engineer  as  to  the  feasibility  of  constructing 
this  additional  reservoir  and  the  probable  cost  thereof,  and  is 
informed  that  the  project  is  entirely  feasible,  and  that  the  approxi- 
mate cost  would  be  three  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars 
<  $320,000)  with  all  necessary  piping. 

"As  hereafter  stated,  the  Water  Company  is  also  proposing  to 
extend  the  application  of  its  meter  system  to  all  consumers  of 
water,  with  the  exception  of  the  very  smallest  in  quantity  of  con- 
sumption; and  to  provide  the  necessary  meters  will  cost  about 
ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000). 

"The  Water  Company  also  has  at  present  an  unfunded  debt  of 
approximately  fifty-two  thousand  dollars  ($52,000). 

"0.  The  present  capitalization  of  the  Water  Company  is  as 
follows : 

"It  has  issued  and  outstanding  three  hundred  and  forty-five 
thousand  dollars  ($345,000)  par  value  of  four  per  cent  bonds, 
constituting  a  portion  of  an  authorized  bond  iraue  of  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($500,000).  It  also  has  issued  and  outstanding 
three  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($320,000)  par  value 
of  common  stock,  with  no  preferred  stock  either  authorized  or 
issued.  To  provide  the  money  sufficient  to  fund  the  present  debt, 
buy  the  new  meters  and  build  the  new  reservoir,  the  Company  is 
advised  that  the  most  practicable  and  desirable  method  is  to  issue 
and  dispose  of  additional  common  stock,  leaving  the  unissued  bonds 
still  in  the  treasury  for  purposes  of  further  necessary  financing. 

"7.  And  the  Water  Company  furtlier  shows  that  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  1914,  Chapter  445,  it  is  now 
entitled  to  increase  its  capitalization  by  the  issuance  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000)  par  value 
of  stock,  for  the  following  reasons: 

"The  Water  Company  shows  that  the  cost  of  its  plant  to  Feb- 
ruary 1st,  1915,  excluding  any  valuation  of  franchises  or  organiza- 
tion expenses  amounts  to  eight  hundred  and  seventy  thousand,  two 
hundred  and  thirty  dollars  and  forty -five  cents  ($870,230.45)  of 
which  amount  there  has  been  furnished  from  the  sale  of  securities 
(stocks  and  bonds)  only  six  hundred  and  tliirty -eight  thousand, 
eight  hundred  and  fifty -nine  dollars  and  eleven  cents  ($638,850.11 )  ; 
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and  the  Water  Company  further  shows  that  the  present  fair  value 
of  its  plant  is  not  less  than  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($885,000),  and  that  its  plant  could  not  be  reproduced  for 
said  sum  at  this  time.  And  the  Water  Company  further  shows 
that  the  difference  between  the  cost  of  its  plant  and  the  amount 
spent  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  securities  represents 
(with  the  exception  of  money  borrowed  and  now  unfunded  in  the 
amount  of  fifty -two  thousand  dollars  ($52,000)  earnings  of  the 
Company,  which  from  time  to  time  have  heretofore  been  expended 
in  the  betterment  or  extension  of  the  property  of  the  Water  Com- 
pany and  in  other  additions  to  its  plant  and  property  (that  is, 
in  the  acquisition  of  property,  the  construction,  maintenance, 
completion,  extension  or  improvement  of  its  facilities),  and  that 
the  other  earnings  so  expended  prior  to  April  1st,  1914,  will  be 
shown  by  the  books  of  account  and  vouchers  of  the  Company,  and 
are  greatly  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($150,000). 

"8.  And  the  Water  Company  further  shows  that  in  addition  to 
the  increase  in  its  capitalization  by  the  present  issuance  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000)  of  common  stock 
as  set  out  in  the  aforegoing  paragraph,  it  is  advised  that  it  will 
require  to  issue  and  dispose  of  over  four  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($400,000)  additional  common  stock,  and  that  by  the  issuance  and 
disposition  of  all  said  additional  common  stock  on  terms  hereafter 
to  be  more  definitely  provided  for,  the  Water  Company  will  be  able 
to  build  its  new  reservoir,  fund  its  present  debt  and  buy  a  sufficient 
number  of  new  meters. 

"0.  The  Water  Company  further  shows  that  it  will  not  be  justi- 
fied in  undertaking  the  large  new  capital  expenditure  for  new 
impounding  reservoir  for  water  as  herein  proposed,  unless  effective 
measures  are  taken  to  prevent  the  very  abnormal  amount  of  water 
wasted  by  the  domestic  consumers  in  the  City  of  Hagerstown, 
and  the  only  effective  way  to  prevent  this  waste  of  water  is  to 
furnish  water  consumers  only  through  a  metered  service — ^with  the 
exception  only  of  very  small  users,  having  one  outlet  or  spigot. 
And  in  this  connection,  the  Company  further  shows  that  while  it 
has  always  from  its  organization  reserved  the  right  to  supply 
water  to  all  consumers  only  through  a  metered  service,  yet  up  to 
the  present  time  it  has  not  installed  meters  in  the  houses  of 
domestic  consumers  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Hagerstown 
prior  to  the  enlarged  area  thereof  under  the  Act  of  Assembly  of 
1914,  because  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Hagerstown  object 
to  the  Water  Company  installing  meters  for  domestic  consumers 
in  Hagerstown  and  have  filed  a  bill  in  equity  in  the  Circuit  Court 
for  Washington  County  against  the  Water  Company,  praying  for 
the  issuance  of  an  injunction  against  the  installation  of  meters  as 
aforesaid.  This  defendant  has  answered  the  suit  which  is  still 
pending.    The  alleged  basis  for  the  application  for  the  injunction 
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is  two  contracts  entered  into  between  the  Water  Company  and  the 
City  of  Hagerstown  in  the  years  1881  and  1896,  respectively, 
copies  of  which  are  filed  herewith  as  'Petitioner's  Exhibits  A  and 
B/  for  the  fuller  information  of  the  Commission.  With  the  con- 
tract of  1881  is  also  filed  a  copy  of  the  Schedule  B  therein  referred 
to,  which  is  the  original  schedule  or  basis  of  charges  for  water 
furnished  by  the  Water  Company.  The  Water  Company  further 
says  that  it  has  full  and  ample  right  and  authority  under  both 
of  these  contracts  to  now  install  and  extend  its  meter  system  as 
above  mentioned,  but  however  this  fact  may  be,  the  Water  Com- 
pany says  it  is  advised  that  by  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  1910; 
Chapter  180,  and  amendments  thereto,  creating  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  Maryland,  the  power  to  regulate  and  prescribe 
rates  to  be  charged  for  water  has  been  committed  now  in  the  first 
instance  solely  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Honorable  Commission, 
and  whatever  regulating  or  supervisory  power  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Hagerstown  theretofore  had  over  the  subject  of  the 
rates  of  the  Water  Company  has  necessarily  been  repealed. 

"10.  And  the  Water  Company  further  prays  leave  to  file  its 
new  schedule  of  charges  for  water  and  to  obtain  the  approval  of 
this  Honorable  Commission  thereof,  and  files  herewith  as  its 
'Exhibit  C  its  new  proposed  schedule  of  rates.  By  reference 
thereto  and  comparison  with  the  original  water  rates  continued  in 
Schedule  B,  adopted  in  1881  (and  the  present  schedule  of  rates  on 
file  with  this  Commission),  it  will  be  found  that  the  only  change 
made  relates  to  domestic  consumers  who  now  are  charged  on  the 
basis  of  flat  rates,  and  the  only  change  consists  in  charging  them 
at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  30  cents  per  1000  gallons  for  water 
consumed  quarterly  in  excess  of  the  amount  allowed  them  at  said 
rate  for  the  fiat  rates  they  are  now  paying  and  which  they  will 
continue  to  pay  as  a  minimum  meter  charge;  that  is  to  say,  each 
of  the  domestic  consumers  of  the  City  of  Hagerstown,  who  are  now 
paying  a  flat  rate,  will  continue  to  pay  the  same  amount  as  a 
minimum  meter  charge,  for  which  charge  they  will  be  allowed  to 
consume  water  to  an  amount  purcliasable  at  said  minimum  on 
the  basis  of  30  cents  per  thousand  gallons,  and  for  quantities  iii 
excess  thereof  they  will  be  charged  on  a  sliding  scale  basis,  but 
at  a  rate  not  greater  in  any  case  than  30  cents  per  thousand 
gallons. 

''And  your  petitioner  files  herewith  s  statement  of  its  financial 
condition  as  required  by  Rule  VII  of  the  Commission. 

In  View  of  the  Premises,  it  is,  Therefore,  Prated: 
1.  That  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land make  an  order  authorizing  and  approving  the  issue  by  the 
Water  Company  of 

"(a)   One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars   ($150,000)   addi- 
tional common  stock  on  account  of  increase  in  capitalization 
hereinbefore  set  forth; 
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"(6)  Four  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($400,000)  additional  com- 
mon stock;  proceeds  of  both  said  issues  to  be  used  and  applied  on 
the  terms  hereafter  to  be  provided  for  for  the  new  financing  of 
the  Water  Company. 

"2.  That  the  Water  Company  be  authorized  to  apply  the  pro- 
ceeds of  said  new  stock  issue  as  follows: 

"(a)  To  the  liquidation  and  payment  of  its  unfunded  debt  of 
fifty-two  thousand  dollars  ($52,000). 

"(b)  To  the  purchase  of  new  necessary  water  meters  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  ten  thousand  dollars   ($10,000). 

"(c)  To  the  cost  and  expense  of  constructing  a  new  reservoir 
AS  herein  described. 

"(d)  The  surplus,  if*  any,  for  its  other  corporate  purposes  sub- 
ject to  subsequent  orders  of  this  Commission. 

"3.  That  the  Water  Company  be  authorized  to  file  herewith  its 
new  proposed  schedule  of  rates,  and  that  the  same  may  be  duly 
authorized  and   approved  by   this  Honorable   Commission." 

The  schedule  of  rates,  of  which  our  approval  is  asked,  is  as  follows: 

"A  yearly  minimum  charge  will  be  made  for  all  domestic  service 
for  which  the  allowance  of  water  will  be  according  to  the  amount 
paid,  as  per  the  following  classification: 

"1.  Ou  all  houses  with  rental  value  under  $100  per  year,  the 
minimum  charge  will  be  $4  per  year,  or  $1  per  quarter,  without 
meter,  but  the  Company  reserves  the  option  to  install  a  meter  in 
Any  house  of  this  class  with  the  same  minimum  charge,  for  which 
the  allowance  of  water  will  be  3,333  gallons  per  quarter. 

"2.  On  all  houses  with  rental  value  of  $100  to  $150  per  year, 
the  minimum  meter  or  rental  charge  will  be  $6  per  year,  or  $1.50 
per  quarter,  for  which  minimum  charge  there  will  be  an  allowance 
of  5,000  gallons  per  quarter. 

"3.  On  all  houses  with  rental  value  of  $150  to  $200  per  year, 
there  will  be  a  minimum  or  meter  charge  of  $8  per  year,  or  $2  per 
quarter,  for  which  there  will  be  an  allowance  of  6,666  gallons  per 
quarter. 

'*4.  On  all  houses  with  rental  value  of  $200  and  upwards  per 
jear,  there  will  be  a  minimum  or  meter  charge  of  $10  per  year, 
or  $2.50  per  quarter,  for  which  there  will  be  an  allowance  of  8,333 
gallons  per  quarter 

"For  all  water  furnished  to  domestic  consumers  in  excess  of  the 
Allowances  for  the  respective  classifications  above,  a  charge  of  30c 
per  1000  gallons  will  be  made  until  the  amoimt  equals  10,000 
gallons  per  quarter.  And  for  all  water  furnished  in  excess  of 
10,000  gallons  per  quarter,  charges  will  be  made  according  to  the 
iollowing   scliedule: 
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"First  excess,  12,000  gallons  per  quarter,  25c  per  1000  gallons. 

"21,000  gallons  per  quarter,    20c  per  1000  gallons. 

"105,000  gallons  per  quarter,     15c  per  1000  gallons. 

"270,000  gallons  per  quarter,     12c  per  1000  gallons. 

"750,000  gallons  per  quarter,     10c  per  1000  gallons. 

"1,800,000  gallons  per  quarter,      8c  per  1000  gallons. 

"6,000,000  gallons  per  quarter,      7c  per  1000  gallons. 

"21,000,000  gallons  per  quarter,  6^c  per  1000  gallons. 

''All  over  21,000,000  gallons  per  quarter,      6c  per  1000  gallons. 

"The  size  of  meter  to  be  used  shall  be  determined  by  the  Com- 
pany, according  to  the  size  of  service. 

"All  meters  on  domestic  services  will  be  read  quarterly  and  bills 
rendered  quarterly. 

"All  service  pipes  from  main  to  curb,  including  digging  of 
trench,  must  be  paid  for  by  property  owner. 

"The  charge  for  service  pipes  will  be  $5,  which  includes  tapping 
the  main,  stopcock  in  main,  stopcock  and  box  at  curb,  1  inch 
galvanized  pipe  will  be  furnished  from  main  to  curb  for  20c  per 
foot. 

'An  additional  charge  of  $4  for  making  double  service. 

'Larger  service  pipes  when  required  at  special  prices/' 
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We  have  set  forth  the  petition  in  full  because  it  states  clearly  the  facts. 
Under  the  direction  of  the  Commission,  our  Auditor  made  an  examination 
of  the  books  of  the  Company  and  reported  that  more  than  $160,000.00  had 
been  taken  from  the  earnings  of  the  company  and  applied  to  the  betterment 
and  extension  of  its  plant,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  April,  1914. 

Under  our  direction,  also,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Commission  made 
an  examination  and  valuation  of  the  company's  plant  and  reported  that 
its  present  value  was  in  excess  of  its  outstanding  bonds  and  stocks,  and 
that  the  improvements  contemplated,  as  set  forth  in  the  petition,  would 
cost  approximately  the  sum  of  money  estimated  by  the  petitioner.  During 
the  progress  of  the  hearing,  Mr.  Yellott,  the  counsel  for  the  people,  duly 
assigned  to  represent  them  at  said  hearing,  made  the  following  statement: 

"I  was  asked  to  do  three  things  in  this  case  and  to  assist  in 
doing:  first,  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  this  company  was  entitled 
to  capitalize  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  earnings — 
in  other  words,  whetlier  the  earnings  were  actually  there  and  such 
were  contemplated  by  the  Legislature  to-be  capitalized.  We  found 
they  were  there;  the  account  established  that  beyond  what  seemed 
to  mc  any  question.  I  have  so  reported  to  the  Commission,  that 
the  company  is  entitled  to  capitalize  that  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  of  earnings.  Second:  whether  or  not  the  engi- 
neer's report  in  tliis  case  fixing  the  present  value  of  this  company's 
property  as  to  tlie  date  of  the  inquiry,  was  $1,046,000;  whether 
that  was  correct.     I  have  gone  over  the  report  very  carefully  and 
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I  find  ho  objection  can  be  made  to  that  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  see. 
I  find,  moreover,  that  this  company  is  capitalized  as  follows  at  the 
present  time,  $345,000  of  bonds  and  $320,000  of  stock,  a  total  of 
$665,000;  they  only  propose  to  capitalize  this  $150,000  which 
will  bring  it  up  to  $815,000  and  then  issue  $400,000  of  additional 
stock,  which  will  bring  it  up  to  $1,215,000.  I  find  the  engineer's 
report  of  $1,046,000  which  it  now  has,  and  to  which  should  be 
added  the  other  things  and  the  $10,000  for  the  meters  and  the  total 
amount  of  this  property  at  a  total  issue  of  $1,215,000  will  be  over 
$1,300,000.  Therefore,  I  am  prepared  to  submit  to  the  Com- 
mission so  far  as  the  public  is  concerned  which  is  supposed  to  be 
looked  after  in  this  matter  that  the  Commission  can  safely  author- 
ize this  capitalization  up  to  the  desire<l  amount  of  $1,215,000." 

No  objection  in  writing  was  made  to  the  application  but,  at  the  hearing, 
on  the  11th  day  of  October,  1915,  the  Mayor  of ,  Hagerstown  and  the  city 
attorney  appeared  in  person  with  the  objection  that  the  proposed  rates  are 
unreasonable  and  incidentally  objecting  to  the  installation  of  meters.  No 
objection  was  made  to  the  proposed  construction  of  a  new  reservoir,  nor  to 
the  issuance  of  common  stock  to  raise  money  for  that  purpose.  The  evi- 
dence showed  that  the  reservoir  was  a  public  necessity.  It  seems  to  be 
likewise  conceded  that  in  order  to  realize  the  sum  of  $400,000.00  for  the 
improvements  outlined  in  the  petition  it  will  be  necessary  to  sell  the  entire 
$550,000.00  applied  for  ($150,000.00  of  which,  representing  earnings  prior 
to  April  1st,  1914,  belongs  as  a  matter  of  right  to  the  stockholders  of  the 
company),  inasmuch  as  the  stock  under  existing  conditions  cannot  be  sold 
at  more  than  80  per  cent  of  its  par  value. 

The  only  disputed  question,  therefore,  before  us  is  not  as  to  the  advis- 
ability of  erecting  a  new  reservoir  and  of  issuing  stock  for  this  and  other 
improvements,  but  merely  as  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  proposed 
to  be  established.  In  this  connection,  w^e  desire  to  say  that  we  have  no 
doubt  of  the  right  of  this  Commission  to  fix  a  reasonable  rate  schedule, 
regardless  of  any  contract  now  existing  between  the  Washington  County 
Water  Company  and  the  Mayor  &  City  Council  of  Hagerstown.  It  has 
been  held  by  us  on  more  than  one  occasion  that  contracts  for  supplying 
water  to  a  town  or  to  its  inhabitants  are  not  binding  upon  this  Commission, 
but  that  rates  established  in  such  contracts  are  always  subject  to  revision 
and  regulation,  in  a  proper  case,  by  the  Commission  in  the  exercise  of  the 
police  power  delegated,  to  it  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State.  Our  con- 
clusion upon  this  point  has  recently  been  upheld  by  the  Court  of  Appeals 
of  Maryland,  in  the  case  of  Yeatman  vs.  Towers,  decided  in  June  of  the 
present  year. 

In  the  opinion  in  this  case  the  Court  of  Appeals  says: 

''The  right  to  regulate  rates  for  which  water  will  be  supplied  is 
in  its  nature  the  execution  of  one  of  the  powers  of  the  State,  of 
which  it  can  not  more  divest  itself  than  it  can  part  with  its  power 
of  taxation.    The  power  may  or  may  not  be  exercised,  but  its  non- 
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uae  is  not  an  abandonment  of  the  right.  The  nature  of  the  right 
as  an  exercise  of  the  power  of  the  State  is  commonly  referred  to 
that  cbiss  of  powers  designated  as  the  'police  power,'  and  the  right 
extends  not  merely  to  the  regulation  of  rates,  but  to  the  regulation 
of  other  matters  connected  with  the  service  afforded  to  the  public 
This  power  is  one  which  may  be  exercised  by  the  Legislature 
directly,  or  its  exercise  may  be  committed  by  the  Legislature  to  a 
board  or  commission,  as  has  been  done  in  this  State  by  the  creation 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  and  since  the  supplying  of  water 
must,  by  reason  of  the  nature  of  the  service,  be  deemed  to  be  a 
public  service,  the  regulation  of  the  rates  at  which  it  shall  be 
furnished  falls  clearly  within  the  powers  of  the  Commission." 

if  •  •  •  •  •  Contracts,  even  as  between  individuals,  when 
entered  into,  are  necessarily  subject  to  the  control  of  the  police 
power  of  the  State,  whenever  such  contract  relates  to  matters 
which  are  or  may  be  subject  to  the  exercise  of  such  powers,  and  as 
far  back  as  the  case  of  Munn  v.  Illinois,  04  U.  S.  113,  24  L.  ed.  77, 
it  was  laid  down  that  when  the  owner  of  property  devotes  it  to  a 
use  in  which  the  public  has  an  interest,  he,  in  effect,  grants  to  the 
public  an  interest  in  such  use,  and  must,  to  the  extent  of  that 
interest,  submit  to  be  controlled  by  the  public  for  the  common 
good  as  long  as  he  maintains  the  use." 

In  view  of  this  opinion  of  our  Highest  Court,  it  becomes  unnecessary  to 
refer  to  the  earlier  statements  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  on  the 
same  point. 

Nor,  in  view  of  the  express  reservations  in  the  contracts  of  1881  and 
1896,  can  the  right  of  the  company,  without  invoking  the  aid  of  this  Com- 
mission, to  substitute  meter  measurements  for  the  prevailing  flat  rates  be 
questioned.  Apart  from  the  legality  of  such  a  change,  it  is  fully  justified 
by  the  necessity  of  economy  in  the  use  of  water  and  in  order  to  protect 
the  people  from  the  hardships  produced  by  a  shortage  of  the  supply  in 
periods  of  drouth.  These  points  being  true,  the  question  resolves  itself  back 
into  the  simple  one,  as  above  stated,  of  the  reasonableness  of  the  schedule 
submitted  for  our  approval.  There  is  no  difference  between  the  old  and 
new  schedules  as  respects  the  minimum  charge  of  $4^00,  $6.00,  $8.00  and 
$10.00  per  annum,  according  to  the  rental  value  of  the  houses,,  except  that 
in  the  new  schedules  a  limitation  is  placed  upon  the  quantity  of  water 
supplied  at  such  prices,  and  the  increase,  if  any,  in  charge  will  arise  from 
the  excess  used  over  and  above  the  stipulated  quantities. 

It  was  estimated  by  witnesses,  that  the  consumption  of  water,  in  excess 
of  the  limitation  prescribed  in  the  schedule  to  be  supplied  for  a  minimum 
charge,  would  furnish  an  increased  annual  income  of  $12,000.00  or  about 
3  per  cent  on  the  capital  to  be  expended  for  the  improvement  of  the  plant. 
As  respects  a  minimum,  or  ready-to-serve  charge,  a  public  service  corpora- 
tion has  the  right  to  impose  such  a  charge  upon  its  customers,  but  it 
rarely  happens,  as  in  the  present  case,  that  such  a  charge  is  made  to  vary 
according  to  the  rental  value  of  the  houses  served.     This  seems  to  have 
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been  adopted  for  historical  reasons,  and  in  an  effort  not  to  disturb  the 
relative  conditions  existing  in  Hagerstown  ever  since  the  formation  of 
the  company  in  1880.  A  more  scientific  method  would  have  been  to  base 
such  a  charge  on  the  size  of  the  meter,  and  it  would  have  been  a  usual  way 
to  make  the  minimum  charge  the  same  to  all  users.  But  inasmuch  as  the 
variance  is  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  quantity  of 
water  allowed  to  the  consumers  paying  the  higher  prices,  we  are  not  will- 
ing to  disturb  the  schedule  in  this  request. 

An  examination  of  the  rates  prevailing  in  other  Maryland  towns,  whether 
the  plants  are  owned  by  the  municipalities  or  by  private  corporations, 
shows  that  the  Hagerstown  rates  are  as  low  as  the  average  and  that  the 
minimum  charge  of  $4.00  per  annum  is  as  low  as  that  of  any  company  in 
the  State  and  lower  than  the  great  majority  of  them.  Such  a  comparison 
as  this  is  not  an  infallible  guide  as  no  two  towns  are  so  similar  in  environ- 
ments  and  pliysical  conditions  as  to  admit  of  exact  comparison,  but  when 
we  take  notice  of  the  conditions  and  difficulties  attending  the  furnishing 
of  water  to  the  people  of  Hagerntown  it  is  a  matter  of  some  weight  to  us 
to  find  that  the  price  of  water  is  lower  there  than  in  many  other  places. 
Moreover,  it  appears  that  the  company  has  reaped  no  excessive  profits  from 
its  operations.  According  to  the  testimony  it  has  paid  to  the  stockholders 
during  the  period  of  its  life  an  average  annual  return  of  4.8  per  cent  and 
it  hopes  to  be  able  to  pay  hereafter  a  dividend  of  5  per  cent. 

This  is  not  an  exorbitant  return  surely.  In  some  of  the  towns  referred 
to  in  the  proceedings  as  furnishing  water  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  Hagers- 
town the  plants  are  owned  by  the  municipalities  and  are  not  operated  for 
profit.  The  people  of  Hagerstown,  at  an  election  in  1878,  decided — ^whether 
wisely  or  unwisely,  it  is  not  for  us  to  say — not  to  install  its  own  water- 
works but  to  leave  the  field  open  to  private  capitalists. 

The  Washington  County  Water  Company  is  a  business  concern  in  which 
private  capital  is  invested  and  upon  which  the  investors  are  entitled  to  a 
reasonable  return.  When  we  consider,  therefore,  the  value  of  the  property 
which  this  company  has  devoted  to  the  public  service,  when  we  consider  the 
amount  of  money  which  it  proposes  to  apply  to  the  development  of  its 
system  in  order  to  fulfill  its  obligations  to  serve  the  city  and  its  citizens 
with  an  ample  supply  of  pure  mountain  water,  when  we  consider  the  rate 
of  return  which  the  company  in  years  past  has  been  paying  to  its  stock- 
holders, when  we  consider  that  the  last  reported  sale  shows  that  the  stock 
of  the  company  is  selling  slightly  below  par,  when  we  contrast  the  rates 
of  the  proposed  schedule  with  rates  existing  in  other  towns  comparable  with 
Hagerstown,  we  feel  that  we  can  with  entire  justice  to  that  city  and  to  its 
citizens  approve  in  its  entirety  the  schedule  of  rates  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission. 

We  shall,  therefore,  pass  an  order  approving  the  issuance  of  stock  as 
prayed  for  in  the  petition  and  approving  the  schedule  of  rates  as  filed  by 
the  petitioner.

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  44  of  Chapter  180  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1910,  known  as  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission Law,  this  case  has  been  returned  to  us  by  Circuit  Court  No.  2  of 
Baltimore  City  (Heuisler,  Judge),  to  which  tribunal  it  was  removed  by 
the  petitioner.  We  have  read  the  testimony  produced  in  the  aforesaid  Court 
and  find  that  facts  were  developed  there  which  make  a  change  in  the  situa- 
tion. This  change  is  brought  about  not  so  much  by  anything  done  by  the 
Chesapeake  &  Curtis  Bay  Railroad  itself,  since  the  hearing  before  this  body, 
as  in  the  developments  which  have  lately  taken  place  on  the  land  adjacent 
to  the  territory  intended  to  be  served  by  the  proposed  railroad.  It  is  true 
that  the  railroad  has  extended  its  tracks  several  hundred  feet  into  the 
grounds  of  the  Prudential  Oil  Company,  and  it  is  stated  in  the  testimony, 
that  a  further  extension  into  the  property  of  the  same  corporation  has  been 
halted  awaiting  the  decision  of  this  Commission  in  reference  to  the  granting 
of  the  franchise  asked  for.  It  also  appears  that  a  corporation,  called  by 
some  of  the  witnesses  the  Alcohol  Company  and  by  others  the  Vinegar 
Company,  is  erecting  a  large  plant  to  the  westward  of  the  petitioner's 
tracks  and  that  permission  has  been  granted  the  petitioner  to  enter  with 
its  tracks  the  property  of  that  company.  The  connection  with  the  Pru- 
dential Oil  Company,  the  permitted  extension  to  the  works  of  the  Alcohol 
Company,  now  being  erected,  to  say  nothing  of  the  establishment  of  a  plant 
in  the  same  vicinity  by  the  German  American  Car  Company,  which  as  yet 
is  uncertain  and  indefinite,  opens  a  wider  field  for  the  operations  of  the 
Chesapeake  &  Curtis  Bay  Railroad  which,  under  the  testimony  originally 
before  us,  was  limited  to  the  three  industries  which  have  heretofore  been 
operating  it  as  a  plant  facility. 

But  if  the  proposed  railroad  is  to  extend  its  tracks  so  as  to  reach  the 
property  of  the  corporations  aforesaid,  as  well  as  the  lines  of  other  indus- 
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tries  that  may  be  establislied  in  this  neighborhood,  and  is  also  to  purchase 
cars,  locomotives  and  other  equipment  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  objects  of  its  Charter  in  a  vigorous  and  successful  manner,  it  must  be 
financed  more  liberally  than  appears  from  the  record.  With  the  capital 
of  $50,000.00  authorized  by  the  Charter,  it  could  not  respond  to  the  needs 
and  requirements  of  the  business  established  in  that  section  and  about  to 
be  established  there.  The  capital  would  be  almost  exhausted  in  paying  for 
the  tracks  already  laid  and  the  tiYO  locomotives  mentioned  in  the  evidence, 
leaving  only  a  small  sum  for  operating  expenses  and  for  extensions  of  the 
trackage  as  proposed.  It  is  estimated  tliat  the  project,  efficiently  carried 
out,  would  cost  about  $200,000.00. 

In  deciding  upon  an  application  like  the  present,  each  case  must  depend 
upon  its  own  circumstances.  As  pointed  out  in  our  previous  opinion, 
almost  any  carrier,  professing  to  serve  the  public,  may  come  within  the 
text-book  definitions  of  what  constitutes  a  common  carrier.  But  we  con- 
ceive it  to  be  the  duty  of  a  body,  like  the  Public  Service  Commission,  to 
deal  with  realities  and  not  with  shadows,  to  look  for  a  corporate  vitality 
that  can  produce  efficient  results  rather  than  to  apply  a  definition  witli 
technical  exactness. 

There  are  various  kinds  and  classes  of  common  carriers.  A  messenger 
boy  who  for  hire  serves  the  public  indiscriminately  may  meet  the  definition 
of  a  common  carrier  in  its  simplest  form.  The  ordinary  drayman  in  a 
certain  section,  along  a  certain  route,  in  town  or  country,  serving  th^  public 
along  that  route  at  fixed  charges  to  all  may  be  technically  denominated  a 
common  carrier.  But  common  carriers  such  as  these  derive  little  or  no 
benefit  from  that  status,  nor  are  they  burdened  with  any  heavy  responsibili- 
ties. It  is  different  in  the  case  of  a  railroad.  A  railroad  which  claims  to 
be  a  common  carrier,  immediately  upon  being  placed  in  such  a  status,  de- 
rives under  the  law  certain  privileges  and  advantages  and  also  incurs 
certain  responsibilities  and  liabilities.  Among  these  advantages  may  be 
named  the  right  to  connect  with  the  tracks  of  any  other  railroad  already 
established,  as  well  as  to  ask  for  the  establishment  of  joint  rates  for  traffic 
with  such  other  railroads.  Under  Section  13  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission law  a  common  carrier  is  required  to  furnish  safe  and  adequate 
facilities  for  transportation  of  passengers,  freight  or  property,  or  for  any 
service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  in  connection  tlierewith;  under  Section 
14  of  said  law  such  a  railroad  is  obliged  upon  the  application  of  any  shipper 
tendering  traffic  for  transportation,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
upon  reasonable  terms  a  switch  connection,  or  connections,  with  a  lateral 
line  of  railroad  or  private  side-track  owned,  operated  or  controlled  by  such 
shipper;  under  Section  15  it  is  required  to  file  its  schedule  of  rates,  fares 
and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property  within  the 
State  between  each  point  upon  its  route  and  all  other  points  thereon ;  under 
Section  IP,  it  is  required  to  furnish  suitable  cars  for  the  transportation  of 
freight  in  carload  lots  and  to  have  sufficient  cars  and  motive  power  to  meet 
all  the  requirements  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property  that 
may  be  anticipated ;  under  Section  23  it  shall  be  made  to  provide  under  the 
order  of  the  Commission  safe  and  adequate  equipment  in  the  discharge  of 
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its  public  duties.  As  at  present  capitalized,  we  do  not  see  how  the  Chesa- 
peake &  Curtis  Bay  Railroad  Company  could  respond  to  any  order  of  the 
Commission  to  compel  it  to  comply  with  the  obligations  which  it  would 
assume. 

It  will  appear  from  the  foregoing  that  our  objections  to  the  granting  of 
the  right  to  exercise  the  franchise  have  not  been  removed  by  the  testimony 
in  the  Court. 

Our  objections  are  twofold,  one  relating  to  the  sphere  of  operations  as 
limited  by  the  Charter,  and  the  other  to  the  inadequate  capital  to  finance 
the  project.  By  the  Charter  of  the  company,  its  termini  are  fixed  as: 
"Beginning  at  the  pier  on  the  property  of  the  United  States  Asphalt  Re- 
fining Company  on  the  south  side  of  Curtis  Bay  and  running  northerly  and 
easterly  to  the  tracks  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  in  East  Brooklyn, 
all  of  which  is  in  Anne  Arundel  County  in  the  State  of  Maryland." 

The  distance  between  the  termini  of  the  road,  as  thus  defined  in  the 
Charter,  is  less  than  a  mile,  and  the  Prudential  Oil  Company,  the  Alcohol 
Company,  the  German  American  Car  Company  lie  beyond  the  limits  thus 
laid  down.  It  has  not  been  shown  affirmatively  that  these  plants  are  not 
now  adequately  served  and  desire  further  railroad  facilities,  but,  if  we 
should  decide  to  modify  our  previous  opinion  and  order  because  of  the 
service  proposed  to  be  extended  to  them,  we  could  not  authorize  the  exercise 
of  the  franchise  without  an  amendment  to  the  Charter,  covering  the  terri- 
tory in  which  such  industries  are  located. 

For  the  aforegoing  reasons,  as  well  as  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  our 
original  opinion,  the  Commission  is  unwilling  to  alter,  modify,  amend  or 
rescind  its  order  of  September  30th,  1916,  and

Gentlemen : 

I  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  5th  inst.  submitting  to  me  a  letter 
dated  the  2l8t  ult.  from  Mr.  W.  Scott  Whiteford,  of  Whiteford,  Maryland, 
to  the  Commission,  in  which  he  alleges  that  a  car  containing  1133  cases 
of  canned  peas  shipped  by  him  from  Massey^  Maryland,  over  the  P.  B.  &  W. 
R«  R.  under  a  shipper's  count  bill  of  lading,  arrived  at  its  destination, 
New  York  City,  with  38  cases  of  peas  missing. 

''What  redress  have  I  on  this?*'  Mr.  Whiteford  asks.  None,  I  answer,  so 
far  as  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland  is  concerned.  The  ship- 
ment was  an  interstate  shipment  to  start  with  and  therefore  beyond  the 
scope  of  the  purely  intrastate  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  Commission. 
In  the  next  place,  if  what  Mr.  Whiteford  desires  to  do  is  to  recover  damages 
for  the  loss  of  the  38  missing  cases,  he  should  resort  to  the  courts  for  his 
remedy  as  is  done  in  other  cases  of  the  same  sort  involving  a  judicial 
controversy.  If  what  he  asks  is  the  establishment  of  an  administrative 
practice  requiring  the  issuance  under  similar  circumstances  of  some  other 
form  of  bill  of  lading  than  a  shipper's  count  bill  of  lading,  he  should  apply 
to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  the  establishment  of  such  a 
practice.  The  Public  Service  Commission  has  no  power,  in  my  judgment, 
to  adopt  an  order  establishing  such  a  practice  in  relation  to  an  interstate 
shipment.

€tentlemcn : 

I  reply  to  the  communication  of  your  Si^c-retary,  dated  the  12th  inst.,  in 
the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  for 
permission  to  increase  certain  of  its  intra-state  freight  rates  in  view  of 
your  order  No.  2145  allowing  a  general  five  per  cent  increase  in  intra-state 
freight  rates  with  certain  reservations,  to  the  various  railroad  companies  in 
the  State  of  Maryland. 

The  rates  which  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  now  desires  to  change  are 
rates  covered  by  one  of  these  reservations,  that  is  to  say,  rates  held  by 
unexpired  orders  of  the  Commission  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
your  order  No.  2145.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  thinks  that  these  unex- 
pired orders  should  be  revoked  by  the  Commission  because  they  are  out  of 
harmony  with  the  general  five  per  cent  increase  operated  by  your  order  No. 
2145,  and  therefore  involve  an  unjust  and  unreasonable  discrimination  as 
between  rates  on  sliipments  covered  by  your  unexpired  orders  and  shipments 
covered  by  the  general  five  per  cent  increase.  In  other  words,  it  thinks 
that  shipments  covered  by  your  unexpired  orders  should  likewise  receive  the 
benefit  of  the  general  five  per  cent  increase.  The  particular  reservation  in 
your  order  No.  2145  which  continued  in  force  the  unexpired  orders  of  the 
Commission  was  copied  from  the  recent  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  allowing  the  same  five  per  cent  increase  on  interstate  shipments 
with  certain  exceptions.  In  a  general  sense  the  reservation  does  seem  to 
me  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  five  per  cent  increase  allowed  by  the  Public 
Service  Commission  and  to  place  the  shipments  covered  by  the  reservation 
on  an  arbitrary  footing.  The  abrogation  of  the  unexpired  orders  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  unless  resting  in  some  instance,  or  instances, 
upon  special  conditions  peculiar  to  themselves  would  appear  to  be  the  logical 
sequel  to  the  five  per  cent  increase  allowed  by  you.  One  unexpired  order  of 
the  Commission,  which  seems  to  me  to  rent  upon  such  special  conditions/ is 
its  order  or  orders  regulating  switching  rates  within  the  City  of  Baltimore. 
I  call  your  attention,  therefore,  to  the  fact  that  at  least  two  classes  of 
shipments  covered  by  unexpired  orders  of  the  Commission  are  covered  by 
the  switching  order  or  orders  of  the  Commission  and  are  yet  asked  by  the 
present  application  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  to  be  subject  to 
the  five  per  cent  increase.  I  refer  to  bulk  rye  moving  between  Canton  and 
Colgate  Creek  and  tallow  moving  between  Claremount  Stock  Yards  and 
Camden  Station.  The  other  shipments  involved  in  the  proposed  application 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  are  also,  with  the  exception  of  those  moving 
between   Brager,  Maryland,  and  Bay  View,   shipments  moving  between  a 
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point  within  the  Baltimore  City  Switching  District  and  another  point 
within  that  district,  but  the  final  terminus  in  these  instances,  as  stated  in 
the  application  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  is  only  a  stage  in 
interstate  or  foreign  transportation.

Gentlemen : 

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  28th  inst.  asking  me  in  connection  with 
the  case  of  A.  B.  Banghart  et  al.  vs.  United  Railways  &  Electric  Co.  of 
Baltimore,  whether  any  length  of  time  is  prescribed  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission  Law  within  which  a  petition  for  a  rehearing  must  be  filed. 

Sec.  11  of  the  law,  which  deals  specifically  with  rehearings',  is  silent  as 
to  the  period  within  which  an  application  for  a  rehearing  must  be  made. 
So,  too,  is  Paragraph  8  of  Rule  4  of  the  Commission,  which  likewise  relates 
specifically  to  rehearings.  But  by  Sec.  43  of  the  Public  Service  Commission 
Law  it  is  provided  that  every  proceeding,  action  or  suit  to  vacate  or  amend 
an  order  of  the  Commission  of  to  enjoin  its  enforcement  or  to  prevent  (in 
any  way)  it  from  becoming  effective,  shall  be  commenced  and  every  resort  to 
the  courts  shall  be  taken  or  exercised  within  sixty  days  after  the  entry  of 
such  an  order.  The  immediate  object  of  an  application  for  a  rehearing, 
of  course,  is  not  to  vacate  or  amend  an  order  of  the  Commission.'  It  is, 
howeverj  but  the  first  step  to  this  end  and  it  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that 
the  sixty  day  requirement  of  Sec.  43  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law 
is  broad  enough  in  its  terms  to  include  a  petition  to  the  Commission  for  a 
rehearing.  I  am  brought  to  this  conclusion  all  the  more  readily  by  the 
fact  that  Sec.  43  plainly  contemplates  not  one  class,  but  two  distinct 
classes  of  proceedings  to  which  recourse  may  be  had  for  the  purpose  of 
vacating  or  amending  an  order  of  the  Commission,  namely,  proceedings 
before  the  Commission  itself  and  proceedings  involving  an  appeal  to  the 
courts. 

In  my  judgment,  therefore,  an  application  to  the  Commission  for  a  re- 
hearing should  be  treated  as  barred  by  lapse  of  time  when  not  made  within 
sixty  days  after  the  entry  or  rendition  of  the  order  of  the  Commission.

Grentletnen : 

I  have  received  your  communication  of  the  16th  inst.  in  the  matter  of 
the  claim  of  the  M.  J.  Grove  Lime  Company  against  the  Hagerstown  and 
Frederick  Railway  Company  for  the  refund  of  an  excess  freight  charge 
amounting  to  $4.55.  You  have,  in  my  judgment,  no  jurisdiction  to  enter- 
tain this  application.  The  question  involved  is  one  not  for  you  but  for  the 
courts  in  the  exercise  of  their  ordinary  jurisdiction.  Refunds  of  this 
description  are  sometimes  ordered  by  the  Commission,  but  as  I  understand 
it,  never  except  upon  the  joint  application  of  the  shipper  and  the  carrier 
made  for  the  purpose  of  anticipating  the  suspicion  of  collusion  that  might 
otherwise  attach  to  them.  Of  course,  if  the  excess  freight  charge  in  this 
case  originated  in  some  bad  administrative  practice  of  the  carrier,  the 
corrective  authority  of  the  Commission  could  be  invoked  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  the  practice  to  an  end.

Commission's  Power  in  the  Matter  of 
Disorder  on  Street  Cars. 

Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 


March  1,  1916. 


Gentlemen : 

I  have  read  the  stenographic  record  of  the  statements  made  to  the  Com- 
mission by  Messrs.  Edel,  Focke  and  Mulholland  on  behalf  of  the  Grand 
Jury,  of  which  they  were  members,  in  relation  to  the  disorderly  and  obscene 
condition  at  times  prevalent  on  the  Middle  and  Back  River  cars  of  the 
United  Railways  and  Electric  Company. 

When  this  record  was  handed  to  me  I  was  asked  by  your  Chairman  to  say 
whether  in  my  judgment  the  powers  of  the  Commission  with  respect  to 
requiring  a  safe  as  well  as  an  adequate  service  from  public  service  corpora- 
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tions  are  broad  enough  to  include  a  lack  of  personal  security  on  the  part 
of  a  passenger  on  an  electric  railway  car  due  to  the  disorderly  deportment 
or  violence  of  fellow-passengers. 

In  my  opinion,  they  are.  By  Sec.  13  of  the  Public  Service  Commission 
Law  it  is  provided  that  every  corporation  subject  to  that  law  shall  furnish 
sucli  service  and  facilities  as  shall  be  safe  and  adequate,  and  by  Sec.  23  of 
the  same  law  it  is  provided  among  other  things  that  whenever  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  of  the  opinion  after  hearing  had  upon  its  own  motion  or 
upon  complaint  that  the  regulations,  practices  and  equipment,  appliances 
or  services  of  any  common 'carrier  in  respect  to  any  services  or  trans- 
portation of  persons  within  this  State  are  unjust,  unreasonable,  unsafe, 
unreasonably  improper  or  inadequate,  the  Commission  shall  determine  the 
just,  reasonable,  safe,  reasonably  adequate  and  proper  regulations  and 
practices,  equipment,  appliances  and  service  to  be  in  force  and  to  be  ob- 
served in  respect  to  such  transportation  of  persons,  and  shall  fix  and  pre- 
scribe the  same  by  order  to  be  served  upon  every  common  carrier  to  be 
bound  thereby;  and  thereafter,  this  section  further  provides,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  such  common  carrier  to  observe  and  obey  each  and  every 
requirement  of  every  such  order  so  served  upon  it  and  to  do  everything 
necessary  or  proper  in  order  to  secure  absolute  compliance  with  and  observa- 
tion of  every  such  order  by  all  its  officers,  agents  or  employees. 

It  is  obvious  that  Sec.  23  contemplates  something  more  than  those  forms 
of  personal  safety  which  are  io  be  secured  by  the  purely  material  equipment 
and  appliances  of  railway  companies.  It  plainly  contemplates  insecurity  of 
the  passenger  resulting  from  defect  of  service  as  well  as  of  equipment  and 
appliances.  Manifestly  the  position  of  a  passenger  may  be  rendered  unsafe 
as  much  by  the  failure  of  the  railway  company  to  adopt  and  enforce  the 
proper  administrative  regulations  and  practices  for  repressing  lawless 
violence  on  one  of  its  cars  as  by  its  failure  to  equip  one  of  its  cars  with  a 
necessary  safety-device  of  a  mechanical  nature.  It  does  not  make  much 
difference  to  a  peaceful  passenger,  so  far  as  practical  results  are  concerned, 
whether  his  skull  is  fractured  in  consequence  of  some  shortcoming  in  the 
equipment  of  the  car  on  which  he  happens  to  be  or  in  consequence  of  a 
violent  blow  inflicted  on  it  by  somt.  ruffianly  fellow-traveller  swollen  with 
beer  and  insolence. 

It  is  competent,  in  my  judgment,  for  the  Commission  to  require  the 
United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  to  adopt  and  enforce  whatever 
reasonable  regulations,  practices  or  means  the  Commission  may  deem 
proper  to  quell  lawlessness  on  the  Back  and  Middle  River  cars  of  the 
United  Railways,  and  to  secure  the  safety  of  their  passengers. 

It  would  be  beyond  my  province  to  say  what  form  the  action  of  the 
Commission  should  take  in  this  direction,  but  it  might  not  be  amiss  under 
the  circumstances  for  me  to  call  its  attention  to  the  fact  that  by  Sec.  406 
of  Art.  23  of  the  Maryland  Public  General  Code  (Bagby's  Revision)  cor- 
porations owning  or  using  any  railroad  may  apply  to  the  Qovernor  to 
commission  such  persons  as  such  corporations  may  designate  to  act  as 
policemen  for  the  preservation  of  peace  and  good  order  on  their  railroad 
trains.     It  may  be  that  this  section  is  applicable  only  to  steam  railroads. 
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though  there  was  no  real  reason  why  its  application  should  be  so  limited. 
However  this  may  be,  it  is  at  least  suggestive  in  connection  with  the  extent 
to  which  the  powers  of  the  Commission  might  be  analogously  pushed.

Gentlemen : 

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  1st  inst.  accompanied  by  an  unsig^ned 
letter  (or  copy  of  a  letter)  dated  February  27,  1915,  from  the  Mayor  of 
Westminster,  Maryland,  to  the  CommisHion  and  !)y  copies  of  the  two  fol- 
lowing deeds,  one  from  Charles  BilHngslea  and  Clara  Billingslea,  his  wife, 
to  the  Western  Maryland  Railroad  Company  dated  August  7,  1888,  and  the 
other  from  William  B.  Thomas  and  Rebecca  B.  Thomas,  his  wife,  and  Rlias 
O.  Grimes  and  Helen  V.  Grimes,  his  wife,  to  the  same  grantee,  dated  June 
9,  1886. 

By  the  deed  first  mentioned  the  grantors  convey  to  the  railroad  company 
the  right  to  use  as  a  street  in  common  with  Charles  Billingslea,  one  of 
the  grantors,  or  any  other  person  or  persons  while  transacting  business 
with  either  of  them,  or  their  successors  or  assigns,  a  strip  of  land  twenty 
feet  wide  in  Westminster.  The  deed  also  contains  an  acknowledgment  that 
the  railroad  company  had  donated  an  additional  twenty  feet  of  land  to 
make  this  strip  forty  feet  in  width.  The  deed  secondly  mentioned  conveys 
a  lot  of  land  to  the  railroad  company  and  states  that  it  is  agreed  between 
the  parties,  in  addition  to  other  covenants  contained  in  the  deed,  that  this 
lot  of  land  is  to  be  kept  open  as  a  thoroughfare  for  the  use  of  the  grantors 
and  each  of  their  heirs  and  assigns  and  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the 
grantee  (railroad  company),  its  patrons  and  assigns. 

The  complaint  of  the  town  authorities  of  Westminster  is  that  the  rail- 
road company  has  never  macadamized  any  part  of  the  land  conveyed  to  it 
by  these  deeds,  though  from  time  to  time  dumping  ashes  and  a  few  stones 
on  it  thereby  recognizing  its  obligation  to  repair. 
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Assuming  that  the  effect  of  the  two  deeds  is  to  cast  upon  the  railroad 
company  the  obligation  to  deal  with  the  land  conveyed  b^  them  in  a  dif- 
ferent manner  from  that  in  which  the  company  is  dealing  with  it  at  present, 
it  is  obvious  that  the  subject  of  the  complaint  in  question  is  one  that  falls 
entirely  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Service  Commission.  The 
enforcement  of  the  rights  of  the  parties  in  the  premises  is  a  matter  for 
the  courts  and  not  for  the  Commission.  As  the  case  is  presented  to  me  it 
involves  nothing  more  than  the  allegation  that  a  railroad  company  is  not 
keeping  a  road  or  streetway  in  the  condition  that  it  should  do  under  its 
covenants  with  its  grantors.

Discontinuance  of  Service. 

Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen : 

I  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  9th  inst.  laying  before  me  a  letter 
from  Oliver  D.  Collins,  Esq.,  the  president  of  the  Worcester  Steamboat 
Company,  to  the  Commission  asking  what  action,  if  any,  should  be  taken 
by  the  company  looking  to  a  discontinuance  of  the  motor  boat  service  now 
maintained  by  his  company  between  Snow  Hill  and  Pocomoke  City. 

By  Sec.  1  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  the  term  "common 
carrier"  is  expressly  extended  to  power  boats.  It  seems  to  me,  therefore, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Commission  has  never  taken  cognizance 
of  this  company,  that  the  latter  cannot  lawfully  discontinue  its  service 
without  first  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  Commission  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  Sec.  26^  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  relating  to 
the  abandonment  of  franchises.

Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen : 

I  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  5th  inst.  submitting  to  me  a  letter 
from  the  Hon.  Joseph  B.  Seth,  Mayor  of  Easton,  asking  you  in  what  manner 
the  contract  in  relation  to  lighting  the  streets  of  Easton  between  the  Easton 
Light  &  Fuel  Co.  of  Talbot  County  and  the  town  of  Easton  could  now  be 
terminated  and  what  action  on  the  part  of  the  town  would  be  necessary  to 
terminate  the  same.    I  quote  Mayor  Seth's  words. 

The  contract  in  question  is  evidenced  by  an  original  agreement  between 
the  parties,  dated  May  5,  1902,  and  a  supplemental  agreement  between  them 
dated  June  20,  1903.  By  the  original  agreement,  the  lighting  company 
agreed  for  the  period  of  five  years  from  June  1,  1902,  to  May  3,  1907,  to 
maintain  certain  electric  lights  on  the  highways  of  Easton  from  darkness 
to  dawn,  and  for  this  service  the  town  agreed  to  pay  the  lighting  company 
the  sum  of  $1700.00  per  annum.  By  the  supplemental  agreement  the  con- 
tract price  was  reduced  to  $1200.00  and  the  period  of  illumination  was 
reduced  to  the  interval  between  darkness  and  midnight  except  on  Saturday 
nights  when  the  lights  were  to  burn  a  half  hour  longer. 

As  the  term  of  five  years  during  which  the  contract  was  to  be  in  force 
has  long  ago  expired,  I  am  a  little  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  Mayor  Seth 
should  ask  in  what  manner  the  contract  can  be  terminated.  It  would  appear 
to  have  terminated  itself.  So  far  as  I  can  gather  from  the  papers  handed 
me,  the  town  of  Easton  is  now  being  charged  for  the  lamps  not  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  contract  but  to  the  terms  of  the  schedule  or  sched- 
ules of  the  lighting  company  filed  with  the  Commission.  If  this  is  true, 
the  rates  of  the  lighting  company  are  dependent  for  their  validity  not  upon 
the  original  and  supplementary  agreements  above  mentioned,  but  upon  the 
schedule  or  schedules  filed  by  the  company  with  the  Commission.  The  only 
way  to  terminate  rates  in  schedules  filed  by  a  public  service  corporation 
with  the  Commission  is  to  assail  them  as  unjust  and  unreasonable  and  to 
ask  the  Commission  to  fix,  after  hearing,  maximum  rates  in  lieu  of  them. 

The  effect  of  the  ordinance  of  the  town  of  Easton  mentioned  in  the  papers 
handed  me,  assuming  that  it  is  still  in  force,  is  only  to  restrain  the  lighting 
company  in  consideration  of  the  rights  and  franchises  granted  to  it  by  the 
ordinance  from  charging  private  consumers  for  gas  and  electricity  more 
than  the  rates  set  forth  in  the  ordinance.  I  do  not  see,  therefore,  that  this 
ordinance  would  hamper  in  any  way  the  operations  of  the  proposed 
municipal  light  and  power  plant  of  the  town  of  Easton.  If  a  private  con- 
sumer did  not  care  to  get  his  gas  or  electric  current  from  the  lighting 
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company  because  he  thought  that  the  rates  fixed  by  the  ordinance  were  too 
high,  or  for  any  other  reason,  there  is  nothing  that  I  can  see  that  would 
prevent  him  from  getting  his  gas  or  electric  current  from  the  proposed 

municipal  plant.

Capitalization  of  Earnings  Expended 

Prior  to  April  1,  1914. 

Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen : 

I  reply  to  your  inquiry  addressed  to  me  in  the  letter  of  Judge  Henry  of 
February  1,  1915. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that,  in  addition  to  Sec.  27% 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law,  relating  to  the  capitalization  of 
earnings,  expended  prior  to  April  1,  1914,  by  public  service  corporations  of 
every  kind,  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  there  is  a  section 
in  the  law.  Sec.  34%,  which  especially  relates  to  the  capitalization  of  such 
earnings  by  gas  and  electrical  corporations.  For  the  purposes  of  your 
inquiry,  however,  there  would  appear  to  be  no  material  difference  between 
the  two  sections. 

In  my  opinion,  the  capitalization  contemplated  by  Sec.  34%  is  that  of 
a  sum  of  money  shown  by  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  a  gas  or  electrical 
corporation  to  have  been  expended  out  of  its  earnings  prior  to  April  1, 
1914,  in  the  acquisition  of  property  for  the  corporation  or  in  the  construc- 
tion, completion,  extension,  maintenance  or  improvement  of  the  facilities 
of  the  corporation.  The  object  of  the  section  is  to  permit  a  gas  or  electrical 
corporation,  under  the  restricted  conditions  prescribed  by  the  section,  to  re- 
store to  its  stockholders  in  the  form  of  a  stock  dividend  the  sum  which 
would  have  been  distributed  to  them  in  the  form  of  cash  dividends  in  the 
usual  way,  had  the  sum  not  been  diverted  to  certain  capital  purposes  of 
the  corporation.  The  measure  of  the  amount  so  diverted  for  these  purposes 
is  the  measure  of  the  par  amount  of  the  stock  dividend  allowed  by  this 
section  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law.  I  think,  however,  that  the 
value  of  the  property,  which  has  absorbed  the  earnings,  proposed  to  be  capi- 
talized, at  the  time  that  the  application  for  leave  to  capitalize  is  made  to 
the  Commission,  cannot  be  ignored.  Its  appreciation  or  depreciation  at  that 
time  should  be  duly  taken  into  account  by  the  Commission.     If  for  any 
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reason  at  that  time  the  property  of  the  corporation  has  not  been  enhanced 
in  value  by  the  expenditure  of  the  earnings  to  the  extent  of  the  par  value 
of  the  stock  proposed  to  be  distributed  as  a  dividend  the  issuance  of  such 
a  stock  dividend  would  be  irregular  and  improper.  Every  dollar  of  stock 
issued  as  a  dividend  by  a  corporation  should  be  represented  at  the  time  of 
its  issuance  by  a  dollar  of  property  added  to  the  corpus  of  the  corporate 
assets.  On  the  other  hand,  the  amount  of  a  stock  dividend  should  not  be 
fixed  with  regard  to  a  rise  in  the  value  of  the  corporate  property,  after  the 
application  of  the  earnings,  over  and  above  the  initial  increase  of  value 
worked  by  the  application  of  the  earnings.  Cole  vs.  Adams,  19  Tex.  Civ. 
App.  507.  Stock  dividends  are  sometimes  issued  when  the  corporate  plant 
is  increased  in  value  independently  of  dividend  earnings,  and  it  seems 
better  to  issue  new  stock  to  represent  the  excess  of  value  than  to  sell  the 
increment  and  declare  a  cash  dividend  but  cases  of  this  kind  are  plainly  not 
within  the  purview  of  Sec.  34^.  Its  outlook  is  limited  to  the  capitalization 
of  earnings  expended  prior  to  a  certain  day  for  certain  specific  corporate 
purposes.  Apart  from  Sees.  27^  and  34^  of  the  Public  Service  Commission 
Law,  the  Public  Service  Commission  has  no  authority  to  authorize  the 
issuance  of  a  stock  dividend  except  under  such  limited  conditions  as  those 
that  existed  in  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company  stock  dividend  case 
(Case  No.  72)  in  which  the  circumstances  were  of  such  an  exceptional 
nature  as  to  warrant  the  Commission  in  authorizing  the  issue  of  a  stock 
dividend  under  its  power  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  corporate  securities 
for  the  discharge  of  the  obligations  of  a  public  service  corporation.

Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen : 

Your  ask  me  whetlier  the  vehicle  of  transportation,  popularly  known  as 
the  **Jitney  Bus,"  and  now  frequently  seen  upon  the  streets  of  Baltimore 
City,  is  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  Commission,  and,  if 
so,  to  what  extent. 

In  mv  opinion,  it  is  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  the  Com- 
mission in  every  respect  that  the  steam  car  or  the  electric  car  is,  except  so 
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far  as  essential  differences  of  structure  and  operation  necessarily  limit  the 
application  to  it  of  provisions  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  relat- 
ing to  the  latter. 

To  settle  all  doubts  as  to  the  power  of  the  Commission  to  regulate  the 
operation  of  motor  vehicles  of  all  sorts  affected  with  a  public  use,  the 
General  Assembly  in  1914  amended  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  by 
providing  that  the  terms  "common  carrier"  when  used  in  the  law,  should 
include  all  automobile  transportation  companies,  and  all  persons  and  asso- 
ciations of  persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not,  operating  automobiles  or 
motor  cars,  or  motor  vehicles  for  public  use  in  the  conveyance  of  persons  or 
property  within  the  State  of  Maryland. 

A  'Mitney  Bus"  is  self-propelled  through  the  agency  of  a  gasoline  motor; 
it  solicits  passengers  by  moving  to  and  fro  over  the  public  highways  between 
more  or  less  fixed  termini  and  along  more  or  less  fixed  routes,  and  its 
service  is  given  for  hire  to  any  citizen  who  desires  to  be  transported  from 
one  point  to  another  in  such  a  vehicle.  It  is  therefore  clearly  a  "motor 
vehicle  for  public  use  in  the  conveyapce  of  passengers.*' 

It  diflers  from  a  railroad  or  street  railroad  car  in  that  it  does  not  move 
within  definite  physical  boundaries  and  over  a  prescribed  track  in  the 
public  highways,  and  therefore  does  not  require  an  exclusive  franchise  or 
right  to  use  these  highways  for  its  purposes.  The  privileges  of  operating 
such  a  vehicle  over  them  is  enjoyed  by  the  citizen  as  a  matter  of  common 
right  because  of  his  liberty  to  engage  at  pleasure  in  any  lawful  business 
involving?  the  use  of  public  highways  which  does  not  call  for  any  special 
concession  from  the  public  property  in  them. 

It  follows  from  what  I  have  said  that  the  owner  of  a  "Jitney  Bus"  need 
not  apply  under  Sec.  26  of  tlie  Public  Service  Commission  Law  as  a  railroad 
or  street  railroad  corporation  must  do,  for  the  leave  of  the  Commission  to 
him  "to  begin  construction"  or  to  "exercise  any  franchise  or  right"  under 
any  provision  of  any  law.  The  operation  of  such  a  vehicle  does  not  necessi- 
tate any  track  work  or  any  such  special  franchise  or  right. 

It  is  also  observable  that  the  fact  that  the  ownership  of  "Jitney  Buare.s" 
is  usually  limited  to  a  single  bua  and  consequentlj'  to  a  very  rc-tricted 
field  of  activity,  makes  the  application  to  them  of  some  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  in  relation  to  railroad  and  street 
railroad  corporations  more  or  less  negligible.  Such,  for  illustration,  are 
the  provisions  of  Sec.  25  of  that  law  authorizing  the  Commission,  whenever 
it  deems  it  advisable,  to  establish  a  system  of  accounts  to  be  used  by 
railroad  and  street  railroad  corporations,  and  the  provisions  of  Sec.  21 
of  the  same  law  which  require  public  service  corporations  generally  to  file 
annual  reports  with  the  Commission.  Theoretically,  "Jitney  Busses"  are 
subjoct  to  even  these  provisions.  If  they  were  not  enforced  against  every 
"Jitney  Bus"  even  in  cases  where  the  owner  had  but  one  such  bus,  it  would 
be  merely  upon  some  such  practical  principle  as  de  mini7nifi  lex  non  curat. 
But  were  an  individual,  or  association  of  individuals,  incorporated  or  other- 
wise, to  operate  a  considerable  number  of  "Jitney  Busses"  the  application 
of  even  such  provisions  as  these  to  them  would  be  manifest. 
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With  the  qualifications  just  mentioned  by  me  I  see  nothing  to  intercept 
the  relevancy  to  "Jitney  Busses"  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  Law  relating  to  railroad  and  street  railroad  corpora- 
tions. Sec.  13  of  the  law  declares  that  every  common  carrier  shall  furnisli 
with  respect  to  the  transportation  of  passengers  such  service  and  facilities 
as  shall  be  safe  and  adequate  and  in  all  respects  just  and  reasonable.  The 
Hame  section  provides  that  the  Commission  shall  have  the  general  super- 
vision of  all  common  carriers  transporting  passengers  from  one  point  to 
another  within  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
examine  the  same  or  cause  the  same  to  be  examined  and  keep  informed  as 
to  their  general  condition,  and  the  manner  in  which  their  lines  are  con- 
ducted or  operated  within  the  State  of  Maryland  both  with  respect  to  the 
adequacy,  security  and  accommodation  afforded  by  their  service,  and  also 
with  respect  to  their  compliance  with  all  provisions  of  law  and  orders  of 
the  Commission. 

Sec.  23  of  the  law  declares  that  whenever  the  Commission  shall  be  of  the 
opinion  that  the  regulations,  practices,  equipment,  appliances  or  services  of 
any  common  carrier  in  respect  to  any  services  or  transportation  of  persons 
are  unjust,  unreasonable,  unsafe,  or  unreasonably  improper  or  inadequate, 
the  Commission  shall  determine  the  just,  reasonable,  safe,  or  reasonably 
adequate  and  proper  regulations,  practices,  equipment,  appliances  and  serv- 
ice to  be  in  force  and  to  be  observed  in  respect  to  such  transportation  of 
persons,  and  shall  fix  and  prescribe  the  same  by  order  to  be  served  upon 
every  common  carrier  to  be  bound  thereby.  The  same  section  further 
declares  that  if  in  the  judgment  of  tlie  Commission  repairs  to  or  improve- 
ments or  changes  in  any  motive  power  or  any  other  property,  equipments, 
facilities  or  device  used  by  any  common  carrier  in  or  in  connection  with 
the  transportation  of  passengers  ought  reasonably  to  be  made,  or  additions 
should  reasonably  be  made  tliereto  in  order  to  promote  the  security  or 
convenience  of  the  public  or  employees,  or  in  order  to  secure  adequate 
Hcrvice  or  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  the  Commission 
Hhall  make  and  serve  an  order  directing  such  repairs,  improvements,  changes 
or  additions  to  bo  made  within  a  reasonable  time  and  in  a  manner  to  be 
specified  therein. 

Sec.  24  of  the  same  law  provides  that  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mission any  railroad  or  street  railroad  corporation  does  not  possess  or 
operate  motive  power  enough  reasonably  to  accommodate  the  passenger 
traffic  transported  by  or  offered  for  transportation  to  it,  or  does  not  run 
its  trains  or  cars  with  sufficient  frequency,  or  at  a  reasonable  or  proper 
time,  having  regard  to  safety,  or  does  not  run  any  train  or  trains,  car  or 
cars  upon  a  reasonable  time  schedule  for  the  run,  the  Commission  shall 
have  power  to  make  an  order  directing  any  sucli  railroad  or  street  railroad 
corporation  to  increase  its  motive  power,  or  to  change  the  time  for  starting 
its  trains  or  cars,  or  to  change  the  time  schedule  for  the  run  of  any  train 
or  car,  or  make  any  other  suitable  order  that  the  Commission  may  deter- 
mine to  be  reasonably  necessary  to  accommodate  and  transport  the  pas- 
senger traffic  transported  or  offered  for  transportation. 
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All  of  these  provisions  looking  to  safety  and  adequacy  of  service  are 
manifestly  as  fully  applicable  in  a  legal  and  in  a  measurably  practical 
sense  as  well  to  "Jitney  Busses."  They  empower  the  Commission  to  subject 
"Jitney  Busses''  to  some  settled  system  of  inspection ;  to  require  the  owners 
of  such  busses  to  operate  only  vehicles  safe  and  serviceable  in  point  of  con- 
struction, equipment,  state  of  repair  and  management;  to  require  such 
owners  to  operate  their  vehicles  in  such  a  well-ordered  and  systematic  way 
as  to  best  promote  tlie  public  security  and  convenience;  and  to  prohibit 
such  owners  from  overloading  their  vehicles  or  pursuing  or  lapsing  into  any 
other  dangerous  or  negligent  practices  of  such  a  character  as  to  imperil 
the  public  safety  or  to  impair  the  public  comfort. 

As  plainly  applicable  also,  to  "Jitney  Busses,"  in  my  opinion,  are  the 
provisions  of  Sec.  13  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  prohibiting 
excessive  charges  by  public  service  corporations  and  tlic  provisions  of  Sec. 
16  of  the  law  requiring  common  carriers  to  file  with  the  Commission  sched- 
ules showing  their  rates,  fares  and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers within  the  State  of  Maryland;  the  provisions  of  Sec.  16  of  the  law 
prohibiting  special  rates,  rebates,  drawbacks  and  others  forms  of  unjust 
discrimination;  Uie  provisions  of  Sec.  27  of  the  law  (where  the  ownership 
of  "Jitney  Busses"  is  a  corporate  one)  requiring  the  approval  by  the  Com- 
mission of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  payable 
at  periods  of  more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  thereof  issued  by  rail- 
road and  street  railroad  corporations  for  any  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in 
that  section;  and  the  provisions  of  Sec.  22  of  the  law  directing  the  Com- 
mission to  investigate  the  causes  of  all  railroad  or  street  railroad  accidents 
which  result  in  loss  of  life  or  injury  to  persons  or  property,  and  which  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Commission  require  investigation. 

If  these  conclusions  of  mine  are  warranted  by  the  circumstances,  the 
Commission  would  not  seem  to  lack  the  authority  to  impose  upon  the 
operation  of  "Jitney  Busses"  every  wholesome  public  restraint  that  does 
not  conflict  with  the  jurisdiction  of  other  state  administrative  agencies  or 
unduly  abridge  the  right  of  the  citiz(>n  to  freely  engage  in  and  pursue  any 
lawful  business  that  he  pleases. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  tlie  chauffeurs  of  "Jitney  Busses" 
might  be  required  by  the  Commission  to  undergo  some  kind  of  examination 
by  way  of  testing  their  fitness  before  plying  their  vocation ;  but  I  question 
the  power  of  the  Commission  to  annex  any  conditions  to  the  issuance  of  the 
licenses  to  such  chauffeurs  now  granted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  who  is  authorized,  if  he  sees  fit,  to  require  an  "actual  demonstra- 
tion" of  the  qualifications  of  persons  applying  for  such  licenses.  Md.  Genl. 
Code  (Bagby),  Art.  56,  Sec.  139.  The  suggestion  has  also  been  made  that 
a  bond  might  be  exacted  from  the  owners  of  "Jitneys"  by  the  Commission, 
duly  conditioned  to  indemnify  the  public  against  injury  to  persons  or 
property  occasioned  by  negligence  in  their  operation.  The  powers  of  the 
Commission  under  existing  statutes  are  not  broad  enough,  in  my  opinion, 
to  empower  the  Commission  to  make  such  provision  for  pecuniary  repara- 
tion to  individuals.  If  the  real  or  supposed  dangers  involved  in  the  opera- 
tion of  "Jitney  Busses"  are  to  be  averted  by  subjecting  persons  who  propose 
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to  work  them  to  effective  practical  tests  of  fitness  at  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mission or  by  requiring  their  owners  to  secure  the  public  safety  by  bonds  of 
indemnity,  resort  must  be  had  to  the  Legislature  by  the  proper  agencies  for 
Utrger  and  more  specific  grants  of  power  than  it  has  yet  conferred  upon  any 
administrative  body.

Subscriber's  Liability  for  Telephone  War 

Revenue  Tax.

Gentlemen  : 

I  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.,  submitting  to  mo  a  copy  of  a  lett«»r 
from  Dr.  B.  J.  Byrne  to  you,  datc<l  the  5th  inst.,  in  which  he  asks  whether 
the  patrons  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Tolophono  Company  should  be 
made  to  pay  the  tax  imposed  by  the  Federal  Act  to  Increase  the  Internal 
Revenue  and  for  Other  Purposca,  approved  October  22,  1914. 

I  answer  yes.  It  is  provided  by  the  Act  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  corporation'  owning  or  operating  any  telegraph  or  telephone  line  or 
lines  to  make  within  thirty  days  after  the  expiration  of  each  month,  a 
sworn  statement  to  the  Collector  of  Interna)  Revenue  in  its  district  stating 
the  number  of  dispatches,  messagefl  or  conversations  originated  at  its  ex- 
changes, toll  stations  or  offices  and  transmitted  thence  over  its  lines  during 
the  preceding  month  for  which  a  cliarge  of  15c  or  more  was  imposed,  and 
for  each  of  said  messages  or  conversations  the  said  corporation  shall  collect 
from  the  person  paying  for  the  message  or  conversation  a  tax  of  one  cent  in 
addition  to  tlie  regular  charges  for  the  message  or  conversation,  which  tax 
the  said  corporation  shall  in  turn  pay  to  the  said  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue  of  its  district,  provided  that  only  one  payment  of  said  tax  shall 
be  required  notwithstanding  the  lines  of  one  or  more  persons,  firms  or  cor- 
porations shall  be  used  for  the  transmission  of  each  of  said  messages  or 
conversations.

Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Ckntlemen : 

I  enclose  herewith  a  letter  dated  the  29th  ult.  from  Mr.  E.  M.  Sturtevant, 
of  counsel  for  the  Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  of 
Baltimorei  to  myself,  in  which  he  asks  me  whether  occasional  transfers  by 
his  company  to  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company  or  vice 
versa^  of  interests  in  poles  used  in  common  by  these  companies  fall  within 
the  provisions  of  Sees.  35  and  41  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law 
requiring  gas  and  electrical,  corporations  and  telephone  companies  to  obtain 
the  consent  of  the  Commission  before  transferring  theii[  franchises,  works 
or  systems  or  any  parts  of  such  franchises,  works  or  systems. 

In  my  opinion  they  plainly  do.  Such  poles  are  certainly  "parts"  of  such 
works  or  systems  and  there  is  nothing  in  the  context  of  the  sections  in 
question  to  restrict  the  meaning  of  the  word  "parts"  to  any  minimum  scale 
of  magnitude.  Poles  are  in  many  localities  indispensable  portions  of  the 
equipment  of  gas  and  electrical  corporations  and  telephone  corporations, 
and  it  might  be  that  one  of  these  corporations  could  as  effectually  discon- 
tinue its  works  or  system  by  gradually  alienating  its  interest  in  all  poles 
used  by  it  in  common  with  a  different  class  of  corporations  as  by  trans- 
ferring its  entire  works  or  system  una  flatu  to  a  corporation  of  the  latter 
class. 

To  avoid  the  inconvenience  of  repeated  applications  to  the  Commission  in 
the  premises,  permit  me  to  suggest  that  the  Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light 
and  Power  Company  of  Baltimore  and  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Tele- 
phone Company  might  from  year  to  year  obtain  from  the  Commission  a 
blanket  order  or  orders  authorizing  them  in  their  discretion  to  transfer  to 
each  other  their  respective  joint  interests  in  a  number  of  poles  not  exceeding 
a  fixed  maximum  and  requiring  them  to  report  from  year  to  year  the  whole 
number  of  poles  affected  by  such  transfers. 

I  have  long  made  it  a  rule  not  to  answer  any  requests  for  my  opinion  as 
Creneral  Counsel  that  do  not  reach  me  through  the  Commission.  I  do  not 
propose,  therefore,  to  send  any  reply  to  Mr.  Sturtevant  except  to  say  that 
I  have  stated  my  conclusion  to  the  Commission.

Commiasion's  Jurisdiction  Over  Automobile 
Owned  by  Owen  C.  Smith. 

Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen : 

I  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  27  th  ult.  enclosing  me  a  copy  of  a  letter 
dated  the  26th  ult.  from  Owen  G.  Smith  to  you,  inquiring  whether  under 
the  circumstances  stated  by  him,  he  is  in  relation  to  the  automobile  men- 
tioned by  him  as  used  by  him  partly  for  pleasure  and  partly  for  profit, 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Gommission.  Mr.  Smith  says  that  "he 
does  not  agree  to  make  any  special  run  to  any  special  place,  but  goes  any- 
where that  he  can  put  up  a  run." 

As  the  operation  of  his  automobile  is  not  limited  to  any  fixed  time  sched- 
ule, or  to  any  prescribed  route,  it  is  obviously  used  for  hire  under  different 
conditions  from  t)iose  which  surround  the  use  of  some  other  vehicles  of 
public  transportation,  but  I  confess  myself  unable,  after  considerable  reflec- 
tion, to  distinguish  it  from  a  taxicab.  It  seems  to  supply  the  same  public 
want  under  rural  conditions  that  the  taxicab  does  under  urban  conditions.

The  Application  of  the  Jim  Crow  Law  to 
Interstate  Trains. 


June   14,   1915. 


Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  9th  inst.  accompanied  by  a  letter  dated 
the  8th  inst.  from  F.  A.  Grier  of  Salisbury,  Maryland,  to  you,  in  which  the 
writer  asks  you  whether  the  N.  Y.  P.  &  N.  R.  R.  can  lawfully  carry  white 
and  colored  passengers  in  the  same  coach  between  Crisfield  and  King's  Creek, 
two  intrastate  points.  Referring  to  this  letter  you  state  that  Train  No.  48 
of  the  N.  Y.  P.  &  N.  R.  R.  is  an  interstate  train  that  runs  between  Cape 
Charles,  Virginia,  and  Wilmington,  Delaware,  and  that  Train  No.  148, 
which  is  doubtless  the  train  which  Mr.  Grier  has  in  mind  though  he  speaks 
of  it  as  Train  No.  48,  runs  from  Crisfield,  Maryland,  to  the  point  of  junction 
of  the  Crisfield  line  of  the  N.  Y.  P.  &  N.  R.  R.  with  the  main  line  of  that 
railroad  beyond  King's  Creek. 
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You  ask  nie  whether  the  Railroad  Company  is  required  by  law  to  provide 
separate  accommodation  for  white  and  colored  passengers  on  No.  48,  the 
interstate  train  above  mentioned,  or  only  on  No.  148,  the  intrastate  train 
above  mentioned.  The  form  of  your  inquiry  differs  a  little,  you  will  observe, 
from  the  form  of  Mr.  Grier's  inquiry  of  you,  but  both  inquiries  are  inspired, 
I  infer,  by  the  same  object. 

Your  question  can  be  answered  without  difficulty.  The  Code  of  1914, 
Chapter  109  (Bagby's  Code,  Art.  27,  Sec.  387)  requires  carriers  of  pas- 
sengers in  the  State  of  Maryland  to  provide  separate  cars  or  compartments 
of  equal  convenience  for  the  transportation  of  white  and  colored  passengers 
and  directs  the  passengers  of  the  different  races  to  occupy  the  cars  to  which 
they  are  respectively  assigned.  This  act  was  construed  by  the  Court  of 
Appeals  of  Maryland  in  the  case  of  Hart  vs.  State  of  Maryland,  100  Md., 
595,  and  it  was  held  to  be  unconstitutional  so  far  as  it  related  to  inter- 
state passengers  because  it  involved  a  regulation  of  commerce  between  the 
states,  a  matter  in  which  the  power  of  Congress  was  exclusive,  but  that  it 
was  valid  in  so  far  as  it  applied  to  passengers  whose  journeys  begin  and 
end  within  the  State  and  that  it  must  be  construed  only  as  applying  to 
such  passengers.

Local  Express  Companies  Retaining 
C.  0.  D.  Funds. 

Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  carefully  considered  the  two  letters  addressed  to  you  by  Mr.  Asa 
B.  Gardiner,  the  President  of  the  City  Dairy  Company,  dated  the  8th  and 
10th  inst.  respectively,  and  I  beg  leave  to  say  that,  in  my  judgment  the 
Commission  has  no  lawful  power  to  require  a  bond  of  one  of  our  local 
express  companies  as  security  against  the  conversion  by  it  to  its  own  use 
of  C.  O.  D.  delivery  funds  collected  by  it.  Broad  as  are  the  provisions  of 
the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  in  relation  to  safety  and  adequacy  of 
service,  they  are  not  broad  enough,  in  my  opinion,  to  authorize  the  Com- 
mission to  do  this.  If  the  Commission  were  to  exact  such  a  bond,  it  would, 
it  seems  to  me,  be  creating  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of  corporate 
franchises  upon  which  no  such  burden  has  been  placed  by  the  Legislature. 
Of  course,  I  am  not  saying  that  the  Legislature  could  not  confer  such  au- 
thority upon  the  Commission  or  that  it  would  not  be  an  expedient  thing 
for  it  to  do  so. 
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In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the  Commission  was  fully  warranted  in  arriving 
at  the  conclusion  that  it  did  in  the  first  instance  in  this  case,  namely,  that 
if  the  City  Dairy  Company  is  seeking  any  redress  against  dishonest  local 
express  companies  beyond  that  of  having  them  bonded  by  the  Commission, 
its  only  recourse  will  be  to  resort  to  the  courts  for  the  recovery  of  the 
sums  stolen  from  it.  This,  however,  is  to  be  borne  in  mind.  If  there  is  any 
administrative  practice  or  practices  which  could  be  imposed  by  the  Com- 
mission upon  local  express  companies  and  would  tend  to  safeguard  the  City 
Dairy  Company  and  similar  patrons  of  the  local  express  companies  against 
such  wrongful  acts,  the  Commission  would  be  fully  authorized  to  prescribe 
such  a  practice  or  practices.  Perhaps  Mr.  Gardiner  may  be  able  to  make 
some  timely  and  fruitful  suggestion  or  suggestions  to  the  Commission  along 
this  line  of  inquiry.

Reduced  Fares  to  Workmen.  J 

Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen  : 

I  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  22nd  inst.  laying  before  me  a  letter  from 
Mr.  John  W.  iStaton  of  Snow  Hill,  Maryland,  to  your  Chairman,  dated  the 
13th  inst.  Mr.  Staton  says  that  the  Worcester  Transit  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion which  runs  an  auto  bus  line  between  Snow  Hill  and  PocoiAoke  City, 
deftires  to  make  some  concession  in  rates  by  way  of  commutation,  special 
trip  or  weekly  or  monthly  tickets  to  a  small  number  of  workmen  who  are 
employed  at  different  points  along  its  line  and  are  more  or  less  regular 
passengers  over  it  when  being  convej'ed  to  and  from  the  points  at  which 
they  work. 

Assuming  that  the  workmen  of  whom  Mr.  Staton  speaks  are  employees 
of  the  auto  bus  line,  the  company,  under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  16  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  Law,  is  authorized  to  transport  them  over  its 
course  at  any  reduced  rate  of  compensation  that  it  chooses  to  fix,  or  alto- 
gether gratuitously  if  it  pleases.  If  they  are  not  employees  of  the  company, 
then  it  would  not  be  lawful  for  it  to  issue  to  them  any  reduced  rate  ticket 
of  any  kind  that  was  not  open  to  the  general  public.  Laborers,  in  my 
opinion,  do  not  constitute,  in  a  legal  sense,  a  class  separate  and  distinct 
from  the  general  mass  of  the  travelling  public.     An  attempt  to  classify 
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them  as  such  and  to  give  them  the  benefit  of  a  lower  rate  of  transportation 
than  that  enjoyed  by  the  rest  of  this  public  would  be  an  arbitrary  and 
unlawful  act,  and  violative  of  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission Law  against  unjust  and  unreasonable  discriminations.

l)ear  Sir: 

I  return  herewith  the  papers  handed  to  me  by  you  in  relation  to  the 
proposed  general  mortgage  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company. 

The  object  of  the  application  of  the  Railroad  Company  in  this  case  is 
to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Commission  under  Sec.  26  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  Law  to  the  assignment  to  the  trustees  named  in  the 
proposed  mortgage  of  the  leasehold  interest  of  the  Railroad  Company  in  the 
Xorthern  Central  Railway  Company. 

Among  other  things,  the  990  year  lease  from  the  Northern  Central  Rail- 
way Company  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  dated  July  29,  1914, 
includes  all  of  the  corporate  rights,  franchises  and  privileges  of  the  lessor 
necessary  to  be  enjoyed  and  exercised  by  the  lessee  for  the  proper  main- 
tenance and  use,  operation  and  management  of  the  demised  premises. 

Among  the  things  intended  to  be  mortgaged  by  the  proposed  general 
mortgage  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  are  all  the  privileges  and 
franchises,  present  and  prospective,  connected  with  or  relating  to  the  use 
or  operation  of  the  lines  of  railroad  and  canals  demised  by  the  lease. 

In  my  opinion,  the  Commission  is  not  concerned  with  the  provisions  of 
this. lease  in  the  sense  that  it  is  under  any  obligation  to  pass  upon  them 
to  the  investors  who  will  purchase  the  bonds  to  be  secured  by  the  mortgage. 
It  should  therefore  abstain  in  its  order  from  expressing  its  approval  of 
them.  As  I  read  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law,  its  approval  of  the 
jiroposed  assignment  in  respect  to  the  interest  acquired  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  under  the  lease  to  it  from  the  Northern  Central  Railway  Company 
is  requisite  only  because  the  Legislature  has  seen  fit  as  a  matter  of  public 
policy  to  prohibit  the  alienation  of  any  franchise  or  any  riglit  to  or  under 
any  franchise  to  own  or  operate  a  railroad  without  the  consent  of  the 
administrative  body  to  which  it  has  delegated  its  own  authority  to  give 
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such  consent.  If,  therefore,  the  Commission  shall  approve  the  assignment 
in  question,  its  approval  should  be  limited  to  the  bare  alienation  of  the 
corporate  rights,  franchises  and  privileges  in  question.  It  is  for  it  to 
determine  whether  these  rights,  franchises  and  privileges  shall  be  alienated 
at  all,  but  it  is  for  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  or  the  persons 
who  may  purchase  its  bonds  under  the  general  mortgage,  to  determine 
whether  the  mortgage  is  sufficient  in  point  of  lien  and  security  for  the 
purposes  for  which   it  is  proposed  to  be  executed.

Gentlemen : 

Replying  to  your  communication  of  the  8th  inst.  I  beg  leave  to  say  that 
I  have  carefully  considered  the  letter  which  accompanied  it  from  Mr.  Frank 
Harper,  our  Rate  Clerk,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  dated  the 
7th  inst.  in  relation  to  railroad  reparation  claims  and  applications  to  waive 
the  right  to  collect  in  case  of  railroad  undercharges.  I  have  also  had  a 
conversation  with  Mr.  Harper  touching  the  contents  of  the  entire  corre- 
spondence connected  with  your  letter  to  me. 

Cognizance  of  railroad  reparation  claims  has  been  so  frequently  taken 
by  the  Commission  after  mature  consideration  and  with  such  satisfactory 
results  that  until  some  formal  objection  is  made  by  some  one  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Commission  in  the  premises  it  would  be  a  mistake  in  my  judg- 
ment for  the  Commission  not  to  act  upon  the  well-reasoned  conclusion 
reached  by  Mr.  Harper  with  respect  to  its  authority  to  entertain  such 
claims. 

I  fully  agree  with  him  in  thinking  that  the  Commission,  following  the 
example  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  should  decline  to  consider 
any  informal  application  for  leave  to  waive  the  collection  of  undercharges 
arising  out  of  shipments  delivered  after  July  31,  1915.  Such  applications 
are  more  likely  to  lead  to  abuse  in  my  judgment  than  ordinary  reparation 
claims.

Carriage  of  Baggage. 
Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Qentlemen : 

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  22nd  inst.  laying  before  me  a  letter 
dated  the  20th  inst.  from  A.  E.  Beck,  Traffic  Manager,  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commission.  The  letter  of  Mr.  Beck  was  inspired  by  the  fact  that  the 
Worcester  Transit  Company  which  operates  a  motor  bus  line  in  Worcester 
County  has  petitioned  the  Commission  to  permit  it  to  amend  its  tariff  so 
as  to  relieve  it  from  the  obligation  of  carrying  any  baggage  except  hand 
baggage.  Mr.  Beck  asks  whether  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  bus  line  is  a 
common  carrier  it  can  lawfully  refuse  to  carry  any  baggage  which  a  pas- 
senger may  "reasonably  present." 

The  Worcester  Transit  Company  was  incorporated  under  the  general 
incorporation  law  on  or  about-  the  25th  day  of  May  in  the  year  1914.  By 
the  terms  of  its  charter  it  is  empowered  to  "purchase,  own,  possess,  freight, 
hire  and  charter  auto  omnibuses,  automobiles  and  boats  propelled  by 
electricity,  steam,  gas,  gasoline  or  other  motive  power  and  to  operate  said 
auto  buses  and  automobiles  on  the  public  highways  within  the  county  of 
Worcester  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  operate  said  boats  on  the  waters 
within  said  county  of  Worcester  and  to  transport  passengers,  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise  or  other  property  and  effects  and  to  charge  and  receive 
compensation,  pay  or  hire  for  said  transportation  and  generally  to  do  all 
such  acts  and  things  as  shall  be  proper  and  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  a  line  or  lines  of  auto  omnibuses,  automobiles  and  boats  pro- 
pelled by  electricity,  steam,  gas,  gasoline  or  other  motive  power  for  the 
transportation  of  merchandise  and  other  things,  the  conveyance  of  pas- 
sengers from  point  to  point  on  the  public  highways  and  waters  within  the 
county  and  waters  of  Worcester  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  to  engage  in 
any  lawful  business  calculated  to  give  employment  to  said  auto  omnibuses, 
automobiles  and  boats." 

The  tariff  originally  filed  by  the  Worcester  Transit  Company  with  the 
Commission  provided  for  a  rate  on  trunks,  but  according  to  a  letter  dated 
the  14th  inst.  from  the  counsel  of  the  Transit  Company  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Commission,  shortly  after  the  line  of  the  Transit  Company  was  put 
in  operation,  an  opposition  line  was  started  with  a  light,  fast  bus  and  the 
competition  thus  created  necessitated  the  abandonment  of  the  Transit  Com- 
pany's heavy  bus  and  the  purchase  of  a  faster  and  more  comfortable  car  in 
which  it  is  impracticable  to  carry  trunks.  For  that  reason,  the  same  letter 
states,  the  Company  has  been  compelled  to  refuse  the  transportation  of 
trunks  and  other  heavy  baggage.     This,  in  my  judgment,  the  Worcester 
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Transit  Company  has  the  right  to  do.  Under  the  terms  of  its  charter  it 
is  entitled  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion  to  make  a  choice  between  heavy, 
solid  tire,  slow-moving  trucks  in  which  trunks  are  carried  and  lighter  and 
faster  auto  cars  not  suited  to  the  transportation  of  baggage.  This  being 
so,  no  member  of  the  travelling  public  can  reasonably  require  it  to  trans- 
port anything  except  hand  baggage.  Under  the  circumstances,  to  use  the 
words  of  Mr.  Beck's  letter,  the  person  who  asks  it  to  carry  such  baggage 
does  not  "reasonably  present"  such  baggage.

Oentlemen: 

J  reply  to  the  questions  put  to  me  by  your  letter  of  the  29th  inst.  in 
relation  to  Emorick's  Motor  Bus  Line  Company,  Incorporated. 

By  the  terms  of  Sec.  1%  of  the  l*ul)lic  Service  Commission  Law,  the  term 
**conimon  carrier"  was  made  to  apply  to  all  associations  or  persons  operat- 
ing motor  vehicles  of  any  sort  for  public  use  in  the  conveyance  of  persons 
or  property  within  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  by  Sec.  26  of  the  same  law 
it  is  provided  that  no  common  carrier  shall  exercise  any  franchise  or  right 
under  the  provisions  of  the  railroad  law  or  of  any  other  law  not  lawfully 
exercised  before  the  passage  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  without 
first  having  obtained  the  permission  and  approval  of  the  Commission. 
While  the  exact  application  of  this  section  to  a  motor  service  like  that  of 
Emerick's  Motor  Bus  Lino  Company,  Incorporated,  is  not  entirely  clear.  I 
have  always  held  that  every  corporation  proposing  to  run  motor  vehicles  for 
public  hire  should  first  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Commission.  In  propos- 
ing to  operate  such  a  vehicle  such  a  corporation  can  in  my  opinion  be 
reasonably  said  to  be  proposing  to  exercise  a  franchise  or  riglit  under  the 
jjeneral  incorporation  laws  by  which  it  was  created.  I  conclude,  therefore, 
answering  your  first  question,  that  Emerick's  Motor  Bus  Line  Company, 
Incorporated,  should  have  ap])lied  to  the  Commission  for  authority  to  exer- 
cise the  powers  granted  by  its  charter. 

By  the  terms  of  Sec.  26*^  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  it  is 
provided  that  no  common  carrier  shall  abandon  or  discontinue  in  whole  or 
in  part  any  franchiHC  or  right  under  any  provision  of  the  railroad  or  of 
any   other   law   not   lawfully   exercised   before   the   passage   of  the   I'ublic 
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Service  CommisBion  Law  without  the  permission  and  approval  of  the  Com- 
mission first  obtained.  These  provisions  also  appear  to  me  to  be  applicable 
to  Emerick's  Motor  Bus  Line  Company,  Incorporated.  I  conclude,  there- 
fore, an8wei*ing  your  second  question,  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  Com- 
mission *  to  formally  approve  the  desire  of  the  company  to  cease  doing 
business  in  the  State  of  Maryland.

Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  received  your  communication  of  tlie  9th  inst.  and  also  the  letter 
from  Mr.  A.  K.  McGraw,  Cashier  of  the  Municipal  Electric  Light  Plant  of 
Hagerstown,  Maryland,  dated  the  8th  inst.,  which  accompanied  it. 

By  the  terms  of  Sec.  31%  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  the 
Commission  is  empowered  to  require  every  electrical  corporation  to  submit 
to  it  an  annual  report.  By  Sec.  1%  of  the  same  law  it  is  provided  that 
every  municipal  corporation  in  Maryland  engaged  in  the  business  of  manu- 
facturing and  supplying  or  of  supplying  electricity  for  other  than  municipal 
purposes  shall  be  included  within  the  term  **eloctricar  corporation"  as  de- 
fined in  Sec.  1  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law.  By  Sec.  1  it  is 
declared  that  the  term  ^'electrical  corporation"  shall  include  every  corpora- 
tion or  individual  owning,  operating,  managing  or  controlling  any  plant 
for  generating  and  distributing  or  generating  and  selling  for  distribution 
or  selling  or  distributing  electricity  for  light,  heat  or  power. 

Assuming  that  the  Municipal  Electric  Light  Plant  of  Hagerstown  is  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  manufacturing  and  supplying  electricity  to  other 
consumers  than  the  municipality  of  Hagerstown  itself,  it  would  seem  to  be 
perfectly  clear  that  the  town  of  Hagerstown,  of  which  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners which  supervises  the  operations  of  the  plant  is  but  a  municipal 
agency,  is  a  municipal  corporation  of  Maryland  engaged  in  the  business 
of  manufacturing  and  supplying  or  of  supplying  electricity  for  other  than 
municipal  purposes.  If  so,  under  the  provisions  of  Sees.  31%,  1%  and  1 
of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  above  cited,  it  is  obliged  to  submit 
an  annual  report  to  the  Commission  when  required,  to  the  same  extent 
that  private  individuals  or  corporations  engaged  in  the  same  business  are. 

The   reasons  assigned  by  the   cashier   of  the  Municipal   Electric   Light 
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Plant  of  Hagerstown  for  doubting  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  all, 
when  considered  in  the  light  of  these  sections,  tend  to  make  out  indubitably 
the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  of  Hagerstown  in  relation 
to  its  municipal  electric  light  plant  is  but  an  ordinary  municipal  agency  of 
the  town  of  Hagerstown.  A  municipality,  of  course,  because  of  itft  char- 
acter as  a  body  politic  or  corporate,  cannot  act  except  through  such  agents 
as  this  Board.  The  legislative  motive  back  of  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  Law  subjecting  municipal  electric  light  plants  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  was  the  belief  that  a  municipality  should 
not  be  allowed  to  enter  the  field  of  private  public  service  competition  with- 
out being  subject  to  the  same  regulative  obligations,  safeguards  and  limita- 
tions as  private  individuals  and  corporations  engaged  in  the  same  business 
are  under  the  terms  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law. 

I  may  say  in  conclusion  that,  so  far  as  I  know,  no  municipality  of  the 
State  has  ever  before  questioned  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  over 
such  an  electrical  plant  as  that  operated  by  the  town  of  Hagerstown.

Commission's  Jurisdiction  Over  Same. 

Public  Service  Commiaaion  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  13th  inst.  submitting  to  me  a  letter 
dated  the  11th  inst.  from  Mr.  George  P.  Melvin,  President  of  the  Annapolis 
Water  Company,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission. 

In  the  case  of  the  County  Commissioners  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  et  al. 
v».  Mayor,  etc.  of  the  City  of  Annapolis,  et  al.,  decided  June  23,  1015,  the 
Court  of  Appeals  held  that  since  the  City  of  Annapolis,  pursuant  to  the 
authority  of  the  General  Assembly  had  acquired  the  entire  stock  of  the 
Annapolis  Water  Company  and  was  managing  its  affairs  through  the  agency 
of  three  directors,  one  of  whom  was  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  remain- 
ing two  of  whom  were  named  by  the  city,  the  property  of  the  Water  Com- 
pany was  property  belonging  to  the  City  of  Annapolis  within  the  meaning 
of  Sec.  4  of  Art.  81  of  the  Code  of  Public  General  Laws  of  Maryland 
exempting  from  taxation  property   in   Maryland   "belonging  to  an  incor- 
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porat«d  city  or  town  in  Maryland."  It  was  the  intent  of  the  Legislature, 
the  Court  said,  that  the  City  of  Annapolis  should  not  only  become  the  owner 
of  the  entire  stock  of  the  Company,  but  should  manage,  control  and  operate 
the  Company  as  fully  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  charter  of  the  Com- 
pany had  been  granted  directly  to  the  city. 

80  far  as  the  facts  laid  before  me  show,  the  City  of  Annapolis  is  not 
supplying  water  through  the  agency  of  the  Water  Company  for  other  than 
municipal  purposes.  In  other  words,  it  seems  to  be  supplying  water  to  its 
citizens  in  the  direct  exercise  of  a  municipal  function  and  as  a  municipal 
duty  just  as  the  City  of  Baltimore  is  doing  in  relation  to  its  citizens.  In 
my  judgment,  therefore,  the  Annapolis  Water  Company  does  not  fall  within 
the  provisions  of  Sec.  31%  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  empower- 
ing the  Commission  to  require  every  gas  or  electrical  corporation  under  its 
supervision  to  submit  to  it  an  annual  report,  or  within  the  provisions  of 
Sec.  1^  of  the  same  law  declaring  that  every  municipal  corporation  of 
Maryland  engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  and  supplying  or  of 
supplying  gas  or  electricity  for  other  than  municipal  purposes  shall  be 
included  within  the  meaning  of  the  terms  ''gas  corporation"  and  "electrical 
corporation,"  or  of  Sec.  42  of  the  same  law  making  the  provisions  of  that 
law  relating  to  gas  and  electrical  corporations  applicable  to  water  com- 
panies so  far  as  practically,  legally,  or  necessarily  applicable  to  them.  It 
follows,  of  course,  from  what  I  have  said,  that  in  my  opinion  the  Annapolis 
Water  Company  should  not  be  required  to  render  any  annual  report  to  the 
Commission  and  should  be  stricken  by  the  Commission  from  its  list  of 
water  companies  subject  to  its  power  to  require  annual  reports  from  water 
companies.

I  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  10th  inst.  which  was  accompanied  by  a  copy 
of  a  letter  dated  the  16th  inst.  from  William  W.  Engle  and  others,  to  the 
Commission,  complaining  that  the  1100  block  of  Wicomico  Street,  which  is 
the  stretch  of  street  between  Cross  and  Ostend  Streets,  is  continuouslv 
blocked  up  by  freight  cars  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company.

Commission's  Power  to  Regulate  Schedules 
of  Motor  Bus  Companies. 

Public  Service  Commiasion  of  Maryland: 

Gentlemen : 

I  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  6th  inst.,  prompted  by  the  letter  from  Mr. 
Oliver  D.  Collins,  President  of  the  Worcester  Transit  Company,  to  you, 
dated  the  4th  inst.,  in  which  the  writer  complains  that  the  time  schedule  of 
its  competitor,  the  Inter-Borough  Company,  is  not  properly  correlated  to 
the  time  schedule  of  the  Worcester  Transit  Company. 

The  two  companies  operate  motor  busses  between  Pocomoke  City  and 
Snow  Hill. 

In  my  opinion  the  Commission  clearly  has  the  jurisdiction  to  regulate 
the  time  schedules  of  both  of  tliesc  companies  and  to  regulate  them  in  a 
manner  that  will  produce  such  an  inter-relation  of  service  as  will  best 
promote  the  convenience  of  the  public. 

By  Sec.  24  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  Law  it  is  provided  that  the 
Commission  shall  have  power  to  make  an  order  directing  any  railroad  cor- 
poration or  street  railroad  corporation  to  change  the  time  for  starting  its 
trains  or  cars,  or  to  change  the  time  schedule  for  the  run  of  any  train  or 
car,  or  to  make  any  other  suitable  order  that  the  Commission  may  deter- 
mine reasonably  necessary  to  accommodate  and  transport  the  traffic,  pas- 
senger or  freight,  transported  or  oflfered  for  transportation.  The  context 
with  which  these  words  are  associated,  immediate  or  otherwise,  is,  in  my 
opinion,  broad  enough  to  render  them  applicable  to  motor  bus  lines..

authority  of  the  Commission  to  order  that  they  be  supplied  with  seats  by 
their  employer.

I  have  your  letter  of  the  8tli  inst.,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  a  letter, 
dated  6th  inst.,  from  Richard  C.  Wells  &  Co.,  to  you,  suggesting  "that  you 
compel  steamboat  companies  out  of  Baltimore,  to  have  different  photographs 
sufficiently  large,  showing  each  and  every  operation  of  how  life  preservers 
should  be  used,  placed  in  all  state  rooms  and  other  prominent  places  aboard 
the  vessel." 

The  power  conferred  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  upon  Con- 
gress ''to  regulate  commerce"  comprehends  the  control  for  that  purpose  to 
the  extent  necessary  of  all  navigable  waters  of  the  United  States  which 
are  accessible  from  a  state  or  country  other  than  the  state  in  which  they  lie;. 

The  salutary  object  which  Richard  C.  Wells  &  Co.  have  in  mind  can  be 
effectively  accomplished  only  through  an  Act  of  Congress.
